INSTRUCTIONS 


Immediately following the Annual Conclave in 1927, a meet- 
ing of the Division Commanders was held and the program for 
the year outlined. Full instructions relating to Inspections, 
activities and procedure were sent to each Commander for per- 
sonal attention in lieu of a general order which usually applied, 
more to the Commander and Grand Officers rather than to 
members of the Commandery who had to listen, uninterestedly, 
to its recitation. 

Every Commandery was furnished with two photostatic 
copies of its jurisdiction, one for the Recorder and one to be 
placed on the wall of the ante-room for reference. 
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The new Constitution and General Regulations of this 
Grand Commandery, adopted October 19, 1927, with the 
Constitution and Statutes of the Grand Encampment, were 
printed and distributed within thirty days after the last 
Annual Conclave. Two copies were sent to each Com- 
mandery, one for the Commander and one for the Recorder, 
to be the property of the Commandery and to be transmitted 
to their successors in office when installed. Members of 
Grand Commandery may obtain these books upon request 
from the Grand Recorder. 

The Bonds of the Grand Treasurer, Grand Recorder and 
Treasurer of the Trustees of the Grand Fund were duly re- 
ceived and renewed, the date of expiration being November 6, 
1928. They will be transferred to my successor. On account 
of the change made in the financial system of the Educational 
Fund, all moneys now being in the hands of the Grand Treas- 
urer, it is no longer necessary to bond the nominal Treasurer 
of the Trustees of the Educational Fund.

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CHRISTMAS OBSERVANCE 


The call for the observance of Christmas service was sent to 
the several Commanderies with the sentiment prepared by the 
Grand Encampment Committee. 

Forty-four Commanderies had special conclaves and made 
the observance both interesting and of practical value.

Entertainment was provided for them and the Prelate gave an 
appropriate talk on “The Birth of Christ.” Over three hun- 
dred Sir Knights and ladies were present. This Commandery 
is accumulating a fund for this specific purpose and has been 
doing this appropriate and laudable work for fourteen years. 
Certainly a worthy example of Christmas spirit and Winslow 
Lewis Commandery is to be commended for this practical 
demonstration of Knightly teachings. 

Northampton Commandery made a pilgrimage to a Chil- 
drens’ Home and gave a concert and entertaining program, as 
well as a gift of money. 

Natick Commandery has a Past Commander who has been 
seriously ill for years. At the close of the service, he was 
reached by telephone and every member and officer present 
talked with him, giving a word of Christmas cheer. 

And so it goes—many more could be cited to show the good 
that can be done by a little thought and action. 

Of the nine Commanderies that did not meet, five of them 
were in the Boston jurisdiction. 


In many Grand Commanderies, this observance is made 
obligatory by law. 
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It would seem, however, that the request of our Most Emi- 
nent Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, coupled with 
that of the Grand Commander, would be sufficient to have all 
Commanderies in the jurisdiction assemble on this day, so 
significant to Knights Templars, and forgetting their own 
personal affairs, be inspired to perform deeds of charity and 
pure beneficence so consonant with the teachings of our 
Order.

FLOODS 

Disastrous floods swept through Vermont, New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts, with an additional local flood at Becket, 
Massachusetts, on November 5th and 6th, 1927. 

The assistance of this Grand Commandery was telegraphed 
R..E..Sir William H. Nichols, Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of Vermont and R..E..Sir Frank C. 
Livingston, Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
New Hampshire on November 6th, 1927. Telegrams of 
appreciation were received from both Grand Commanders 
stating that outside assistance would not be needed. 
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Believing that aid for Becket should be centralized through 
the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, co-operation and assistance 
was tendered to Most Worshipful Brother Frank L. Simpson, 
Grand Master, on November 5th, 1927. 

E..Sirs William S. Hamilton and Charles T. Converse were 
notified and requested to assist any Committee established 
for flood relief. It was not necessary to make a general call 
upon the Commanderies to contribute to a general fund, but 
considerable individual assistance was rendered and relief 
afforded to rehabilitate those who suffered from this disaster, 

The Committee on Templar Service has since been organized 
and is ready to function if ever we are so unfortunate as to be 
visited by another, or, in fact, any disaster, and in co-operation 
with the other Grand Bodies of Freemasonry, will effect united 
action to the end that prompt and ample relief may be given. 


FLORIDA HURRICANE 

During September, Southern Florida was visited by a 
disastrous hurricane which spread suffering and distress 
throughout the area affected. 

As the days passed the damage was found to be much 
greater than at first reported. Over fifteen thousand were 
made homeless; over one thousand killed, and 90% of the 
buildings in the storm area were destroyed. 

On October third, a bulletin was received from the Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment, M...E.:.William L. Sharp, 
that the Grand Commander of Florida, R..E..Sir D. H. Rutter 
had appealed to the other Grand Jurisdictions for assistance. 
The same day, our Grand Treasurer was instructed to send 
$250.00 to the Grand Commander of Florida and circular 
letters were sent to all the Commanderies in our jurisdiction 
asking them to send contributions as may be within their 
ability. 

The Grand Recorder will forward whatever funds come to 
his hands and this Grand Jurisdiction will, as always, render 
all the aid in its power to relieve the situation in Florida.

The Grand Commandery Offices, Rooms 205-206 in this 
Masonic Temple, have been renovated and refurnished; are 
refreshingly ready for receiving reunions and should receive 
your real, requisite and resultant regard. 


A different atmosphere pervades the apartments and with 
our genial Grand Recorder in attendance, our rooms are being 
used in a manner that is satisfactory and desirable to us. 


The rearrangement of the supplies in Room 205 has given 
us much needed space. An inventory has been taken of all of 
the property of this Grand Commandery and additional 
insurance placed on same for a proper coverage. A copy of 
this inventory is on file in the safe in the Grand Recorder’s 
Office, and a duplicate thereof, together with all the original 
records of our Grand Commandery and the records of Village 
Encampment 1824 to 1829 have been deposited in a safe 
deposit vault. 


The records of this Grand Commandery have not been 
written since 1913, almost a hopeless task to overcome. Our 
Grand Recorder, however, has started with the 1927 Annual 
Conclave and the work will be properly attended to, hereafter. 
Many Proceedings from other jurisdictions need rebinding, but 
the expense involved was too much for this year and must be 
passed on for others to do. Our Library needs many Volumes 
to make it complete for Grand Commandery reference and our 
Grand Recorder has endeavored to obtain missing Proceedings 
to bring it up to date. 


The Past Grand Commanders’ pictures have all been re- 
framed and adorn the Grand Commander’s Office. With the 
oil painting of Thomas Smith Webb presented by St. Johns, 
Calvary and Thomas Smith Webb Commanderies, and the 
fine picture of our Illustrious Brother George Washington, 
presented by De Molay Commandery, our headquarters now 
have an attractive appearance and are more fittingly appro- 
priate for this Grand Commandery. 
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GRAND COMMANDERY OPENING 


So far as can be ascertained, we have never had a form of 
opening or reconvening this Grand Commandery. For many 
years it has been done in a slipshod manner, without dignity 
or even the officers themselves knowing just what was ex- 
pected of them. Certainly this has been so during the last 
fifteen years. 

We have had, it is true, a subordinate Commandery 
exemplify its opening ceremony. We have endeavored once 
to open Grand Commandery according to the Ritual of a 
subordinate body and we have been received by a Com- 
mandery which had opened formally and then declared this 
Grand Body opened. 

All of these methods are unsatisfactory, to say the least, 
and some of them wholly inconsistent with the proper proce- 
dure of a governing body. 

While it may seem technical, nevertheless, if a Grand Com- 
mandery adjourns, it certainly reconvenes; just as Com- 
manderies close and open. 

Other Grand Commanderies have adopted formal cere- 
monies for reconvening. 

E..Sir James F. Higgins, at my request, prepared such a 
form and it was tried out at the Semi-Annual Conclave in 
Providence, May last. 

To-day, it has again been used and it surely fills a long 
needed want. Instead of the Officers guessing what to do, and 
each year giving us a new version, we now have a dignified, 
simple, yet complete and ample form of reconvening this 
Grand Commandery. 

That we may have this as a matter of record, it is recom- 
mended that the form of opening used today be adopted by 
this Grand Commandery. 

Further that the thanks of this Grand Body be extended to 
E.-.Sir James I’. Higgins for his acceptable work in the prep- 
aration of this ceremony.

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NOTICES 

A great improvement has been made this year in the style, 
form and content of the monthly Commandery notices. 

Some have adopted the small pamphlet, making a very com- 
pact and handy size, not only to mail, but to carry in the 
pocket. Much general information has been included in them 
besides comment and notes about Commandery affairs. 

Twenty Commanderies have obtained the four page paper, 
“Knights Templars” issued monthly by E..Sir Martin J. 
Pleschinger and find that it creates greater interest in and 
attention to Templar matters. 

While the proper form of notice has been suggested many 
times, a few Commanders now and then issue their order for 
the Conclave signed by their name, title, street or business 
address and telephone number. The name alone should 
appear as Commander, not Eminent Commander. Then, too, 
several Commanderies have called two stated Conclaves for 
the same month, when one of them should have been special. 
Stated Conclaves are those provided for in the By-Laws at a 
specified time. All others are special. It was also attempted 
to ballot on a special without even requesting a Dispensation, 
which of course, would have been refused. 

One Commandery called a special meeting and announced 
in the notice that it would receive “such business as may come 
before it.’ No business may be transacted at a special Con- 
clave except conferring the Orders and that specified in the 
notice or summons. (Const. Gr. Enc. Sec. 97.) Necessarily 
that conclave was cancelled. 

Mailing notices to the Grand Commander and the Division 
Commanders has made it possible to avert breach of Templar 
law in a number of cases. 

Had the program contained in the notice been followed, it 
might have resulted in serious consequences for the Com- 
mandery. All of which indicates that the Constitutions and 
Regulations of Grand Encampment and Grand Commandery 
and the By-Laws of the Commandery must be read and 
understood by the Commanders if they are to govern their 
body legally and in conformity with their obligation. 
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IDENTIFICATION CARDS 


This requirement of the Grand Commandery was adopted 
at the Semi-Annual Conclave in 1927. 

Cards were supplied to the Commanderies by the Grand 
Recorder and the Grand Commander issued an order making 
the system effective at the beginning of the Commandery 
year after July 1, 1927. This delayed the use of the cards in 
some instances until January 1, 1928. 

When the Division Commanders made their preliminary 
visit prior to December 31, 1927, it was found that fifteen 
Commanderies were not using the cards. Due to misunder- 
standing in a few cases, neglect in others, improper instruction 
and the use of a special form of card, these Commanderies 
were soon corrected and all willingly put into immediate use 
the authorized card. 

At a meeting of the Recorders called by the Grand Com- 
mander in November, 1927, the whole matter of cards was 
discussed and the forms and sizes of the attached stubs were 
adjusted to the satisfaction of all, so that this year, each 
Commandery may obtain the card with the general style as 
desired, but the Identification Card itself will be the same for 
all. 

Due to the varying year end of the Commanderies, it is 
impracticable to have a year card of a distinct color, so that 
the active card could be identified by its color. This is an 
end much to be desired and pertains in many Masonic bodies, 
as well as other organizations, with much success. It simply 
means that the dues of a Commandery shall be made payable 
January first of each year in advance and does not require 
changing the Annual Conclave or the fiscal year of the Com- 
mandery. Some of the progressive bodies have already made 
this plan effective. 

The system is new in this Grand Commandery and after a 
reasonable trial, it will be seen that this is the best and most 
convenient, as well as the simplest way of using the Cards, 
allowing a distinctive color each year. 

There is no desire to force the issue, but if there is sufficient 
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demand for the fiscal year to correspond with the calendar 
year, without the change of Annual Conclave of the Com- 
manderies, then the change will be made effective in Grand 
Commandery, but so far as the utility of the Card is concerned, 
it answers its purpose under the present law and it is generally 
acknowledged that it is a great help in many ways to the 
Commanderies. 


VISITATION REPORT 


The practice in the past of having the Inspection Report 
made out at the time of the Official Inspection has resulted in 
hasty, if any, examination into the affairs of the Comman- 
deries; has caused the importance of correct information to be 
a matter incidental only to the Inspection and in many cases, 
has permitted the Recorder to make out the Report himself, 
leaving the Inspecting Officer in ignorance of the actual 
conditions as they existed. 

To remedy these evils, a special form of Visitation Report 
was prepared (see accompanying papers) and the Division 
Commanders were ordered to visit every Commandery prior 
to December 31, 1927, and to report thereon immediately. 
The need of this change was apparent and this visit not only 
gave the Division Commander an opportunity to examine 
thoroughly into the affairs of the Commandery, but allowed 
him to suggest and assist by constructive advice early in the 
year, so that incorrect practices might be discontinued and the 
Commandery function in accordance with the laws of Grand 
Commandery. 

It seems strange that after so many years of Inspection 
Reports evidencing a proper condition, that so many matters 
needed correction. 

For instance, five Commanderies did not have the amend- 
ments to their By-Laws certified; one had members signing a 
blank book; twenty-five had By-Laws that contained provi- 
sions contrary to the law of this Grand Commandery and the 
Grand Encampment; twenty-seven did not present the candi- 
date with a copy of their By-Laws; (this is now a requirement 
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of Grand Commandery and will be willingly made effective 
as soon as the Commanderies have their new By-Laws ap- 
proved and printed. A candidate signing the By-Laws, 
however, is entitled to a copy—to know the rules which 
control his Commandery, though less than 50% of our Com- 
manderies have heretofore had them distributed), forty-six 
Commanderies did not keep their Life Memberships in a 
separate fund; two even had no Permanent Fund and the 
Commanders stated that they did not know of ever setting 
apart 10% of the fees as provided inArticle XIV,Section 5 of 
the Constitution which has been our law since 1897; twenty- 
eight Commanderies had incorrect forms of petitions, some 
of them providing but a small part of the information required; 
fifteen had not been showing the Identification Card, but this 
omission was immediately remedied. 

Four Commanderies had copies of their Charters improperly 
certified. 

It is a pleasure to state that for the first time, every Com- 
mandery in this jurisdiction now possesses a Duplicate or 
Copy of their Charter, duly attested and dated, bearing the 
seal or fac-similie thereof of this Grand Commandery and the 
signature of the Grand Recorder. 

The co-operation and willingness of the Commanders and 
Recorders to correct this condition and to conduct their 
Commanderies according to law, as well as sound business 
principles, is a tribute to the loyalty and devotion of these 
officers as Knights Templars. 

Numerous other facts were brought to light. Twenty-four 
Recorders typewrite their records. Thirty-eight keep them 
in duplicate, leaving only thirteen that do not. Nine of these 
thirteen are in Commanderies over half a century old and their 
records are invaluable. Nearly all Recorders are to start a 
duplicate record. It is for the protection of the Commandery 
that this plan is urged and while Grand Commandery has 
suggested only by recommendation that this be done, it would 
be most unfortunate and an irreparable loss if the only records 
of a Commandery were destroyed by fire or otherwise, due to 
the shortsightedness of its officers. 
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Therefore, it has also been stressed to keep the original 
books as completed in a Safe Deposit or Bank Vault, the 
duplicate in another place, such as the safe in the asylum or 
the Masonic Temple. 

A word here in commendation of the Recorders. 

It was reported that forty-two kept their records in an 
excellent condition, the highest mark. Many were given 
special mention for the accuracy, completeness, neatness and 
efficiency of their work. A hard position to fill at best, bear- 
ing the brunt of most complaints, accused of discriminating if 
seeking to keep the dues to date, a good Recorder must be a 
combination of energy, genial personality, firmness and 
patience with the ever changing disposition of Commanders 
as they pass through that office, as well as a fountain of knowl- 
edge to guide the new officers in their yearly progress through 
the line. 

We are, indeed, fortunate in the group of Sir Knights, many 
of them Past Commanders, who grace the office of Recorder 
in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

On these Preliminary Visits, the Division Commanders 
made suggestions and recommendations for the betterment of 
the Commandery and its affairs. One hundred and seventy 
were reported as having been presented for consideration. 
On check up, later in the year, it was found that one hundred 
and forty-six of these had been adopted and put into operation. 
Some of these suggestions were requirements that the officers 
had obligated themselves to observe and, of course, when 
brought to their attention, compliance was at once forth- 
coming. Among the most common that were being overlooked 
were Statutes of Grand Encampment, Section 194, Regula- 
tions of Grand Commandery, Article III, Section 2, Regula- 
tions, Article V and Constitution of this Grand Commandery, 
Article XIII, Section 3. Certainly this work was much 
needed as demonstrated by the large number of recommenda- 
tions that were deemed worthy of adoption. 

This extra visit has added to our cost of inspections but 
the mass of mal-administration that was brought to light early 
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in the Templar year, and the correction of this condition, has 
more than justified the expense. 

If the Grand Commander is not informed through the 
Division Commanders of existing conditions until the Official 
Inspection, the year of service is over before the situation 
can be remedied or the much needed changes made. 

It is not to be expected that perfection may be attained, but 
the Commanderies in this Jurisdiction adhere closer to Temp- 
lar requirements, are more proficient in ritualistic work and 
have a better system of floor movements in the asylum than 
ever before and we may well be proud of the loyal Sir Knights 
who have made this possible and the Commanderies that 
maintain this high standard.

INSPECTIONS 


The Directory giving dates of Inspections, Grand Com- 
mandery Officers and Councils of Commanderies was distrib- 
uted November 12, 1927, twenty-four days after our Annual 
Conclave. 

The Inspections have been made of all Commanderies. 

A few were assigned in June for special reasons, though they 
should be completed by the Semi Annual Conclave. 

The work and tactics have been better on the whole than 
last year. Two received 10 minus, twenty 9 plus and eighteen 
9 minus, making forty out of fifty-three Commanderies to 
receive what is considered, in our system of marking, a very 
high rating. 

Just as a comparison to show the incentive to appear in full 
Templar uniform when occasion requires, let me submit the 
following: 

At the unofficial visit of the Division Commanders when no 
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attempt to have attendance in uniform was made, there were 
present an average of 6.4% of the total membership of this 
jurisdiction. At the official inspection, when attendance in 
uniform counted, there were present an average of 33.4% of 
our entire membership in full Templar uniform. Counting 
only those who possessed Templar coats and were the only 
ones qualified with full uniform, the average attendance was 
43.2% of the members thus uniformed. This is probably the 
highest percentage of attendance in full Templar uniform at 
official inspections that can be shown by any Grand Com- 
mandery. The total of Sir Knights present at official inspec- 
tions was 44% of the membership. 83% of our entire mem- 
bership are equipped with uniforms but only 79.6% of our 
membership own coats. This is due to the fact that older 
members do not replace coats that become worn or outgrown 
and also, there has been considerable loss through fires in 
Masonic Temples with no replacement. 

With an attendance of over 9,000 in uniform on the night 
of inspection and a total attendance of over 11,600, it is surely 
an inspiration to the officers, as well as the members. 

The details of our inspections will be given in the report of 
the Inspector Instructor who has had this work in charge. 
R.-.E..Sir Dana has given this Grand Commandery a high 
standard in our Inspection system, has, as we know, really 
been responsible for the great advance we have made in our 
floor and tactical work and has devoted his time and energy 
to the perfection of our system. 

Grand Commandery is grateful for his example of Knightly 
service and my personal thanks are extended to him for his 
executive work in handling the Inspections during my ad- 
ministration, as well as for his valuable assistance rendered 
on many occasions. 

DECISIONS 

Numerous requests have been made for what was considered 
decisions but they could have been answered by the inquirer 
by reference to the Constitutions of the Grand Encampment 
and this Grand Commandery. 

A Commander should know the laws to which he obligates 
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himself to obey and as has been stated before, much time and 
needless correspondence could be saved if the presiding officers 
and recorders, who are so often used as an encyclopedia, would 
familiarize themselves with the laws of Templar masonry. 

No answer given to these many inquiries may be dignified 
by reporting it as an original decision and the less we encumber 
our Proceedings with repeated rulings and detailed questions 
and references, the clearer we will understand the existing 
rules that control our actions. 


FINANCES 
CoMMANDERIES 

Not only is the question of finances a serious one for the 
Commanderies, but the method of handling the receipts is 
also a disturbing problem for the Commanders. Fortunately, 
this applies to a very few of our Commanderies, the larger 
majority having solved their difficulties by a cooperative 
spirit. 

In some instances, the Recorders have been depositing the 
money received for dues, fees, etc. in their personal account, 
drawing their personal check against same in favor of the 
Treasurer of the Commandery. This is all wrong. The 
Recorder is the collecting agent of the Commandery and all 
money in his possession must be deposited in the name of the 
Commandery. A still better way is for him to deposit his 
collections immediately in the Treasurer’s account which 
must always be in the name of the Commandery. 

The law, (Const. Gr. Enc. Sec. 105) and his duty, requires 
prompt payment to the Treasurer. In this manner, a double 
handling of the money or checks is avoided and time, as well 
as additional labor of the Treasurers, saved without incon- 
venience to the Recorder. The reason for this is apparent. 
In case of death, all money in one’s personal account becomes 
part of the estate and complications too numerous to mention 
at once arise, and much confusion and even loss to the Com- 
mandery might result. Of course, the Commander is re- 
sponsible for allowing this practice to exist and it is his duty 
(Const. Gr. Ene. Sec. 101-2) to see that all Templar laws are 
obeyed and the conduct of the affairs of the Commandery is 
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in his hands. He cannot avoid his responsibility; and if re- 
sistence is offered, either in the examination of the books of 
Commandery Officers, or improper methods used in execut- 
ing the duties of an office, it is for the Commander to exercise 
his prerogative, perform his duty and take any action neces- 
sary to correct such conditions. 

Both Recorders and Treasurers should be bonded as should 
all officials who handle the funds of the Commandery, such 
as the Trustees. In most Commanderies, this is done and 
the others will, no doubt, follow the same example in adopting 
new By-Laws or in any event, as a principle of good business 
policy. 


Granp CoMMANDERY 


The financial structure of this Grand Body is well estab- 
lished with our Grand Fund of over $100,000.00. Provision 
is made for its continued growth and the application of its 
income is available in a proper manner. While we have been 
prudent in this respect, we have given little attention to our 
General Fund. In 1918, the per capita tax was raised from 
25 cents to 50 cents, the extra 25 cents being intended to care 
for the cost of the inspection system which had just been 
adopted. Words do not suffice to express the praise this 
system has justly received and the high standard to which it 
has brought our Grand Commandery. While the amount 
stated has not been used for the purpose intended, the in- 
creasing cost of maintaining our position will require the full 
sum. The remaining 25 cents is not sufficient to care for the 
general expenses of this Grand Body. In the first place, our 
method of caring for the Triennial Conclave of the Grand 
Encampment is unsound. This is not anticipated and the 
expense thereof falls on one year’s statement and causes not 
only financial disturbance sometimes, but pictures an incor- 
rect status of the year’s work. Many Grand Commanderies 
set aside each year a portion of their per capita tax into a 
Triennial Fund. Others pro rate their entire income depend- 
ing upon the possible cost of the Triennial for that purpose. 
Then we have increased rental of our Offices which are now a 
pleasure to visit. 
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There is a constantly increasing cost in the management of 
the affairs of this Grand Commandery just as there is in other 
growing bodies and in business offices. More details are re- 
quired, printing and circulars are necessary to keep our 
membership informed. Curtail,—who would go back to the 
old days.—It is an age of progress and if we are to maintain 
our position in Templary, which is among the leaders—in 
fact, the leader in Inspection and Tactical Systems, as well as 
Ritualistic we must care for this expense in a business-like 
manner, not lavishly, but amply. If good and efficient men 
are to do the executive work of this Grand Body, they should 
receive compensation commensurate with their time, labor 
and ability. 

Our Grand Recorder has already made himself a most 
valuable official of this Grand Commandery. The work of 
his office is being well done and his interest in Templary pro- 
vides an opportunity for contact with the Subordinate Com- 
manderies through the monthly papers which he so ereditably 
issues and which gives an outlet for the fund of information 


and Templar news which necessarily comes to the office of 
Grand Recorder. 


We are, indeed, fortunate in our selection of Grand Treasurer 
and the care of that office is now a real job, with a real man to 
do it. As elsewhere reported, our Grand Treasurer has taken 
over the duties of active Treasurer of the Educational Fund 
and this, in itself, takes considerable time and bookkeeping. 
Heretofore, an allowance has been made for doing this work 
and it is certainly in order to compensate the Grand Treasurer 
for this additional labor. While he has expressed his desire 
to serve this Grand Commandery regardless of remuneration, 
it is unfair to expect such service and we ought not to be so 
niggardly in our treatment of an official executive as to allow 
this situation to continue. In consultation with the Finance 
Committee on this matter, it has been suggested that the 
remuneration formerly allowed for the Treasurer of the Educa- 
tional Fund be paid to our Grand Treasurer in addition to his 
usual salary and that the same be charged to the expense of 
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administering said Educational Fund, which it is hoped will 
meet with your approval. 

After a year’s experience with the Budget system, it would 
seem that it is a practical and proper manner of controlling the 
expenses of Grand Commandery. Necessarily, allowance had 
to be made for the extraordinary expenses of the Triennial, 
printing and distributing the Constitutions and furnishing 
our new offices, but these are not a yearly consideration. 

Believing in such a program, the Finance Committee have 
been asked to present and recommend a Budget as a part of 
their report which will be placed before you to-day.

E..Sir Harold W. Sprague, Grand Captain of the Guard 
met us in Detroit. 
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The Templar parade took place on Tuesday, July 17th, 
starting at 9.30 a.m. and was a most magnificent spectacle, 
taking five hours to pass the Reviewing Stand. 

Grand Commandery was favored with the escort of Joseph 
Warren Commandery, No. 26, E..Sir Harry J. Kenworthy, 
Commander. This Commandery made a very striking and 
dignified appearance with a full complement of Officers. 
Certainly a most commendable showing. 

Joseph Warren Commandery have attended many Trien- 
nials and their appearance in Detroit caused much favorable 
comment. 

R..E..Sir Henry C. Dexter officiated as Marshall of the 
Second Division which was headed by this Grand Comman- 
dery. He was assisted by E.-.Sir Forrest A. Bliss, Division 
Commander as Chief of Staff, Sir Walter G. Jones, Sir Harold 
G. Morse of Joseph Warren Commandery and Sir Frank G. 
White of Saint Johns, Commandery as Aides. 

This Grand Jurisdiction was represented in line by Boston 
Commandery No. 2, E.-.Sir Charles L. Hamilton, Commander, 
De Molay Commandery No. 7, Sir Stewart A. Colpitts, 
Generalissimo in charge, Calvary Commandery No. 13, E.-.Sir 
Kenneth C. Grinslade, Commander. 

On Tuesday evening, the Grand Commandery Officers 
attended a most enjoyable reception by Joseph Warren Com- 
mandery which made a fitting climax for the day. 

Considerable legislation was enacted of more or less im- 
portance. 

Authority was given Grand Commandery to register emblems 
in accordance with State Laws of each jurisdiction. Acting 
under this authority, the emblems of the Grand Encampment 
have been registered and report made thereof elsewhere. 

The Educational movement was continued with numerous 
suggested ideas for the guidance of the several Grand Com- 
manderies. The one of particular interest to us was the 
legislation which provided that the 25 cents which we had paid 
to the Grand Encampment during each of the last three years 
be returned to us at the convenience of the Grand Treasurer, 
but not later than January 1, 1929.

This will give us approximately $18,000 more for use in our 
Educational Fund which may be disbursed to advantage as 
we now have more applications than can be granted. In fact, 
the entire amount due us has already been received. 

The dollar assessment was retained and we are to continue 
to pay the Grand Encampment 25 cents of it as heretofore. 

The question of combined Ritual and Tactics which were 
published by this Grand Commandery was decided against, 
us—that we had no right to print the official Ritual of the 
Grand Encampment and that Body voted to have us destroy 
them. In accordance with that action, on August 17th last, 
in the presence of V..E..Sir Clarence E. Burleigh, Deputy 
Grand Commander, E.-.Sir Charles F. White, Grand General- 
issimo and E.-.Sir Martin J. Pleschinger, Grand Recorder and 
your Grand Commander, all of these Rituals which were 
impounded in the Grand Recorder’s Office, and in the posses- 
sion of Grand Commandery, were destroyed by fire, thus 
ending a somewhat unpleasant experience. 

It is with some satisfaction, however, to report that the 
Grand Encampment voted to supply, upon request of the 
Grand Commandery, five additional Rituals to each Subordi- 
nate Commandery. This will allow ten Rituals in each Com- 
mandery and should be ample to care for all Officers who 
participate in the work. 

The amendments to the Constitution and Statutes of the 
Grand Encampment which were adopted will necessitate 
similar changes in our laws and in our printed book of Consti- 
tutions. When they are promulgated by the M.-.E..Grand 
Master, William L. Sharp, we may issue slips to insert in the 
books we now have to bring them up to date. 

An additional requirement for a petitioner was adopted— 
that he should reside within the Jurisdiction of the Grand 
Commandery at least one year and within the jurisdiction of 
the Commandery at least six months prior to making applica- 
tion for the Orders. 

This should be added to the form of petition and necessarily 
becomes a part of Article VIII, Section 3 of our Constitution. 

M...E..William L. Sharp was chosen Grand Master and he 
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honored this Grand Commandery by advancing R.:.E.-.Sir 
Harry G. Pollard to Grand Standard Bearer, certainly a most 
pleasing and welcome recognition of the services of one who is 
so beloved and honored in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

E.-Sir Frederick H. Briggs extended a courteous invitation 
to the Grand Encampment to meet in Boston in 1931 but the 
Committee on Time and Place reported in favor of Minne- 
apolis as their choice and Grand Encampment voted to hold 
the next Triennial in that City. 

Our grateful thanks are extended to E...Sir James A. Rogers 
who arranged the trip and personally attended to the many 
details in connection with the journey of the Grand Com- 
mandery party.

The jurisdiction of The Grand Commandery has been 
divided in Zones, seven in Massachusetts and five in Rhode 

Island. The Zones in Massachusetts correspond with those 
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designated by the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts; in Rhode Island they are the territorial limits of the 
several Commanderies within the State. 

Zone 1. Jurisdiction of St. Johns, Calvary and Thomas 
Smith Webb Commanderies in Rhode Island. 

ZonE 2. Jurisdiction of Holy Sepulchre Commandery in 
Rhode Island. 

ZONE 3. Jurisdiction of Woonsocket Commandery in Rhode 
Island. 

Zone 4. Jurisdiction of Narragansett Commandery. 

Zone 5. Jurisdiction of Washington Commandery. 

A Committee on Templar Service has been established con- 
sisting of a General Chairman located in Boston, Massachu- 
setts, and a Sir Knight from each Zone in Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

PURPOSE 

The general purposes are to provide for united effort, to har- 
monize activities and to assure cooperation in the program of 
Masonic Service, Education and Relief of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts and the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge of Rhode Island, with similar Committees ap- 
pointed by those Grand Lodges, the Grand Chapters of Royal 
Arch Masons, the Grand Councils of Royal and Select Masters 
and the Scottish Rite Bodies of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

The duties of the Committee will be three-fold: 


SERVICE 

To render service to Sir Knights in every sense of the word. 
To assist the Commanderies in the Zone and to advise, with 
the Division Commander, on activities that make for the 
advancement of Templary and Brotherhood, always in har- 
mony and without duplicating the work of the other Grand 
Bodies. 

' EDUCATION 

It is intended that this part of the work should be coopera- 
tion with the Most Worshipful Grand Lodges of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island in the program of their Service Boards 
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and Lodges of Instruction, activities which have our full 
approval and which we believe should be encouraged and 
sustained. 

This Committee will be entirely divorced from the Educa- 
tional Committee of the Grand Commandery and will have 
nothing whatever to do with the loaning of the Educational 
Fund. 

RELIEF 

All relief of a general nature is to be directed by this Com- 
mittee. Disaster, or any calamity beyond the scope of local 
aid is to receive immediate attention. Cooperating with the 
Committees from the other Grand Bodies, full information ig 
to be reported to the General Chairman. This Committee 
will not conflict or interfere in any way with the relief work of 
any Commandery. 

GENERAL 

The General Chairman will furnish from time to time, 
papers and pamphlets of interest to Knights Templars; will 
receive reports from the Zone Committees as occasion may 
require; will be the intermediary between the Grand Com- 
mandery and the other Grand Bodies. 

All questions, facts and conditions are to be reported to him 
that assistance and encouragement may be given to all who 
may be in need. 

Commanderies are directed to bring this matter to the 
attention of the Sir Knights that all may know of this agency 
and that a harmonious understanding may be maintained 
with the several Grand Bodies herein mentioned. 

A united effort in time of stress, a mutual endeavor to ad- 
vance our Institution and a cooperative spirit in all our con- 
structive activities will make for a larger field of usefulness;

This has provided a point of contact between the Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter, Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters and the 
Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite Bodies of Massachusetts and 
the corresponding Bodies in the State of Rhode Island. 
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It has brought about a closer relationship between these 
Grand Bodies, a reciprocal feeling of respect and understand- 
ing, and made possible a coordination of purpose which has 
enhanced the scope of the work which devolves upon the Com- 
mittee. The bond of union between our Grand Bodies has 
been strengthened because of this activity. 

The Most Worshipful Grand Master of Masons in Massa- 
chusetts, Brother Frank L. Simpson, the Most Excellent 
Grand High Priest, Companion Winthrop J. Cushing, the 
Most Illustrious Grand Master, Companion Olin D. Dicker- 
man and the Illustrious Deputy for Massachusetts, Brother 
Frederick W. Hamilton, 33°, together with Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, Winfield S. Solomon, Most Excellent Grand 
High Priest, Companion Arthur Whitehead, Most Illustrious 
Grand Master, Companion Bernard Gardiner, and Illustrious 
Deputy for Rhode Island, Brother William L. Sweet, 33°, have 
cooperated in a true fraternal spirit with this Grand Com- 
mandery and we, in turn, have endeavored to further the in- 
terest of their Grand Bodies, more firmly cement the ties of 
friendship between us and all have sought to advance the 
great Brotherhood of Man which is our objective. ° 

The Official Circular, No. 3, was read in all Commanderies 
and copies mailed to each Knight Templar in this Grand 
Jurisdiction, that all might know of this agency which is pre- 
pared to answer any call that may come within its province. 
It conveyed to our membership that there should be a unifi- 
cation of endeavor along the lines of Masonic Service and that 
our Grand Bodies were seeking to harmonize their efforts, 
avoid duplication of work, and strengthen the fraternal rela- 
tionship that prompts us to practice Brotherly Love, Relief 
and Truth. 

From time to time, papers have been distributed to the 
members through the Commanderies. Matters have been 
referred to the Zone Chairman and this properly cared for 
without delay. 

The work of this Committee has only begun. The field is 
fertile and the results will justify the efforts only by the con- 
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tinued cooperative spirit of all our Grand Bodies under chang- 
ing administrations. 

We have too much duplication of system. Each Grand 
Body is trying to accentuate some form of charity or service 
and yet all reach practically the same membership through the 
Grand Lodge. May it yet come to pass that this service to 
the Craft and those activities which are of a charitable and 
benevolent character be rendered through a central agency 
with all Masonic and coordinate bodies contributing thereto. 
May we have a unity of endeavor that will minimize expense 
and effort and will be more effective byits simplified systematic 
records and a practical, business-like administration. 


EDUCATIONAL FUND 


This year has been one of marked progress and successful 
administration of our Educational Fund. Experience of the 
past, the increasing demands upon the Fund and the deeper 
appreciation of the great good accomplished, as well as a keener 
interest in the work of the Trustees, have developed new 
methods of conducting the affairs of the Board of Trustees and 
made for a more efficient and satisfactory manner of handling 
the Fund. 

Immediately following the Annual Conclave in 1927, the 
Trustees reorganized for the work of the year. E.-.Sir Grabill 
had tendered his resignation to R.-.E..Sir James A. Gunn and 
E.-.Sir Theodore R. Lockwood his to your Grand Commander. 
These two Eminent Sirs had well served this Grand Com- 
mandery as Trustees; had performed valiant work in the de- 
tail of this Educational Fund and labored assiduously to 
make the Fund a constructive activity in behalf of those 
who qualified as successful applicants. 

The grateful thanks of this Grand Commandery are tendered 
to E..Sir Ethelbert V. Grabill and E.-.Sir Theodore R. Lock- 
wood for their thorough and conscientious service as Trustees 
of the Educational Fund. 

E..Sir Dean K. Webster was appointed for one year and 
E...Sir Frank C. Harrington for two years to fill these vacancies. 
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The work of the Board had increased to such an extent that 
it became necessary for some one to devote much of his time 
to the administration of the Fund and it was decided to engage 
an Executive Secretary to care for the many details. E..Sir 
Francis W. Gibbs, who had for some time, had charge of the 
records and follow-up work, as well as much of the detail 
involved, was selected and graciously accepted this position 
to the satisfaction of all. This made it necessary for him to 
resign as a Trustee, as under our law a Trustee must serve 
without compensation. E..Sir Thomas H. Doane was ap- 
pointed for five years to fill this vacancy. 

Grand Commandery is, indeed, fortunate in securing the 
services of these Eminent Sirs, each of whom is an out- 
standing Knight Templar in his community and in this Grand 
Jurisdiction. 

The personnel of the Trustees is such that the work and 
operation of the Board has been most efficient and all have 
brought to it business judgment and discretion, mingled with 
that necessary knowledge with which these genial and well 
informed Knight Templars are endowed. 

Sir Knight Henry A. Harris was elected Chairman, E.-.Sir 
Arthur S. Vaughn, Secretary-Treasurer and E.:.Sir Francis W. 
Gibbs, Executive Secretary. 

The consolidation of the office of Secretary and Treasurer 
was made possible by transferring all the funds in the hands 
of the Board to the Grand Treasurer, there to be held as @ 
separate fund to be used on order from the Board. ‘The Grand 
Treasurer now disburses all funds of the Grand Commandery 
and has in his charge all the Funds of this Grand Body except 
the Grand Fund, which is as it should be. This method has 
relieved many of the duties of Treasurer of the Board and, of 
course, increased those of our Grand Treasurer—has really 
facilitated the work of the Trustees and has altogether been 
a most desirable and satisfactory change. 

Sir Knight Harris has brought to this Board a valuable 
experience and judgment along Educational lines which is 
unexcelled and we are greatly indebted to him for his careful 
and thorough administration of our Educational program.

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I have attended all of the meetings of the Board and know 
that all matters are given full and complete consideration. 

We have loaned $99,532.00 representing 280 students aided 
and haveloaned during the Grand Commandery year $33,622.50 
representing 156 loans. 

Ten students have made complete repayment amounting to 
$1,875.00 with a total repayments of $6,001.00. 

The total payments overdue are $3,084.00. 

On September first, we had 79 applications amounting to 
$27,160.00 which, as you will note, is more than the usual 
amount allocated for the Commandery year. 

The report of the Board by Sir Knight Henry A. Harris, 
Chairman, has been mailed to all members of this Grand 
Commandery with the Notice of this Annual Conclave and 
gives full and complete information of the work of the year. 

This Educational program started by the Grand Encamp- 
ment and conducted by the Grand Commandery is a most 
fitting activity for the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, Here, the seat of the first public school 
in America,—the home of free education, should ever be found 
agencies to advance the learning of our youth, assistance to 
promote higher intellectual attainment and encouragement 
for those who are without material worth to obtain the train- 
Ing required for a career that may be of inestimable service 
n Massachusetts, the city of Boston, was 
; lie school in America,—the Latin School 
in 1635. In 1647, the General Court enacted a general school 
law, the first one in American history. This act made school 
provision compulsory, but not school attendance, and they 
were not free. 


vn Newport, Rhode Island, was founded the first free public 
school in America, Lenthall’s in 1640. 

In that year, the General Court of the Island voted a grant 
to Lenthall and his heirs of “100 acres of land and four more 
for a house lot,” “Also 100 acres should be laid forth and 


appropriated for a school for the encouragement of the poorer 
sort.” 


founded the first pub 
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This great combination of States in a Grand Commandery, 
forms a jurisdiction that has ever been a leader in this and 
many other movements that make for the advancement of 
mankind. Again in Education, Massachusetts has had her 
Horace Mann, a noble educator,—a man who has left his 
imprint upon the pages of educational history. Many a 
picture of him hangs in our school houses and a statue erected 
by public spirited citizens and school children stands opposite 
the State House in this city. Massachusetts had him during 
most of his life. Rhode Island educated him at Brown 
University and his mortal remains lie buried in Providence in 
the North Burial Grounds. 

In Rhode Island, Henry Barnard has given a chapter in the 
Educational history of America that stands preeminent in 
value and advancement. The first Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, 1845-49, he gave a new impetus to Educational work that 
awoke a people to the necessity of that need. So both of our 
States should be proud of our achievements in this great 
fundamental program that has made America the greatest of 
all Nations and it is for us to maintain and support the Ameri- 
can Public School System, “that great bulwark of American 
Liberty, the last and its strongest line of defense.’”’ The 
youth of to-day is the citizen of to-morrow and upon the 
Public School rests the future of our civilization. 


“Let us zealously guard our Free Public Schools from every . 


enemy, from those within, as well as from those without, and 
labor to extend its work and influence until every child in the 
land comes under its enlightening power.” 


The Trustees of our Educational Fund and the Executive 
Secretary are deserving and are tendered our highest com- 
mendation and grateful appreciation for the successful and 
effective manner in which they have administered their Trust. 
They have rendered a great service to this Grand Commandery 
and to humanity in the conscientious performance of their 
duties and we are, indeed, to be felicitated on commanding the 
services of such busy men and leading Knight Templars for 
this important work.

October 30th, 1927, was the 156th Anniversary of the birth 
of the founder of organized Templar Masonry in America, 
Thomas Smith Webb. 

Believing that this day should be commemorated in the 
annals of this Grand Commandery, at High Noon, accom- 
panied by the Grand Warder, E..Sir James A. Rogers, 
R.-.E..Sir Frederick I. Dana, P. G. C., the Council Officers of 
the three Commanderies in Providence, St. Johns, No. 1, 
E..Sir Charles J. Whelden, Commander, Sir Knight FP. 
Louis Morris, Generalissino, Calvary Commandery, No. 13, 
E.-Sir Kenneth C. Grinslade, Commander, Sir Knight Horace 
G. Belcher, Captain General, Thomas Smith Webb Comman- 
dery, No. 51, E..Sir George A. White, Jr., Commander, Sir 
Knight Clarence A. Griffin, Generalissimo and Sir Knight 
Samuel B. Burnham, Captain General, we assembled around 
the monument and grave of the founder of this Grand Com- 
mandery, and after a short address, placed a laurel wreath 
thereon to his memory. 

Too much cannot be said of this great Mason,—probably 
the greatest organizer in Freemasonry and its allied branches 
that the world has ever known and this Grand Commandery 
which he founded in 1805, it is hoped, will continue to com- 
memorate the birth of this great Templar. 

The founder of organized Templar Masonry in America was 
born in Boston, Massachusetts, October 30, 1771. 

From early youth, he displayed a keen mind and a brilliant 
character. He went from Grammar School to Latin School, 
mastered the French langu ge and received a good education. 
At sixteen, he apprenticed to a printer in Boston. He shortly 
after moved to Keene, New Hampshire, where he was made 
a Mason in Rising Sun Lodge, December 15, 1790, at nineteen 
years of age. He was raised in that Lodge December 27, 
1790, and appointed an officer (Steward) the same mecting. 
He withdrew from the Lodge March 7, 1792, presenting to it 
“a Bible bound in Morocco leather neatly gilt and lettered.” 

While in Keene, he married Miss Martha Hopkins in 1797. 
This year also finds him located in Albany, New York, asso- 
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ciated with John Hammer, a Printer and during this eventful 
year, he published his ‘Freemasons Monitor,” September 12, 
1797. Considering that he was only twenty-six years of age, 
had been a Mason only seven years, this publication of the 
Craft degrees, revised lectures, remodeled monitorial sections, 
arrangement of a system of Capitular degrees, compilation of 
the monitorial part of the Ineffable degrees, with historical 
data, demonstrates an immense fund of knowledge and a 
discerning, systematic and industrious mind. It clearly 
shows that he already had grasped the depth of meaning and 
had a vision of the possibilities of a more perfect organization 
of the several degrees. This book passed through many 
editions, 1802-5-8, 16-18 and many more, has been translated 
into foreign languages, became at once the authorized Monitor 
of the Craft at large and it still holds that position in many 
jurisdictions. 

The lectures follow Wm. Preston’s work in England and 
while Preston distributed the lectures into Ist degree six, 
2nd degree four, 3rd degree twelve sections, Webb rearranged 
and revised them into three, two and three lectures respec- 
tively. 

This was the first American instruction book of Freemasonry 
and contains the first. public announcement of there being any 
degrees other than the first three practiced in this country. 

In this same year, (1797) as High Priest of Temple Chapter, 
with John Hammer, Scribe of that Chapter, he met in Boston 
with other distinguished Masons to organize the General 
Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of the United States 
and prepared the Constitution which was adopted by that 
body in 1798. He was Grand Treasurer of the Grand Chapter 
Royal Arch Masons of New York in 1798 and Deputy Grand 
High Priest in 1799. In this year, he moved to Providence, 
Rhode Island, and at once became active in the Craft, joining 
St. Johns Lodge in Providence in the same year. Elected 
Junior Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge of Rhode Island 
in 1802, he served as Senior Grand Warden in 1803-4, Deputy 
Grand Master 1811-12, and Grand Master 1813-14. 

In the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Rhode 
island, he was elected Deputy Grand High Priest in 1802-3 
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and served as Grand High Priest from 1804 to 1814. He had 
been High Priest of Providence Royal Arch Chapter 1801-1802. 

Founding St. Johns Commandery in 1802, he was Com- 
mander from its organization until 1813. Templary saw his 
greatest work and as an organizer he stands alone in the 
annals of Freemasonry in America. Through his efforts, 
the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
was formed in 1805 and he served as Grand Commander from 
1805 to 1817. 

The Grand Encampment of K. T. of the United States was 
his last and broadest achievement. His personal activity 
in this country-wide endeavor to harmonize Templary resulted 
in the establishment of this Grand body in 1816 and he ac- 
cepted Deputy Grand Master, serving until his death, July 
6, 1819, which occurred in Cleveland, Ohio. 

We sometimes wonder at the activity of some of our Crafts- 

men in occupying several offices at the same time. 
; In 1813, Thomas Smith Webb was Grand Master of Masons 
in Rhode Island, Grand High Priest of the Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter of Rhode Island, Commander of St. Johns Com- 
mandery No. 1, Providence and Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
holding these offices two, thirteen, twelve and fourteen years 
each, respectively. 

Emerson has said, “See how the great mass of men worry 

themselves into nameless graves, while here and there an 
unselfish soul forgets himself into immortality.” 
: Such a soul was Webb—student, teacher, musician, organ- 
izer, leader, he has erected a monument for himself in Free- 
masonry and Templary which shall last till time shall be no 
more. 

A photograph of his portrait, hanging in the office of the 
Grand Commander, accompanies this sketch. Taken from 
an old steel engraving, following the style of Gilbert Stuart, 
the celebrated artist, who painted Webb in his prime of life, 
this portrait is the best reproduction extant. 

It was presented to the Grand Commander for the Grand 
Commandery by St. Johns Commandery No. 1, Calvary 
Commandery No. 18, and Thomas Smith Webb Commandery 
No. 51, on Christmas Day, December 25, 1927, in Providence. 
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HISTORICAL 


As the years advance, records and documents of a century 
ago become more and more valuable from an historical point 
of view, and more important for authoritative reference. 

St. Johns Commandery, No. 1, Providence, has in its 
archives, certain papers appertaining to the formative period 
of Templary in America. 

Believing that the Grand Commandery should have a 
fac-simile of those original records which relate to this Grand 
Body, and to the Grand Encampment, through the courtesy 
of E.:.Sir Charles J. Whelden, Commander of St. Johns Com- 
mandery, photographs have been taken thereof, and are 
made a part of this report. 

ThomasSmith Webb, founder of organized Templar Masonry 
in America, preserved many of his original papers used in 
early Templar days. These were passed on by his surviving 
daughter to E..Sir James Salsbury, Past Commander of 
St. Johns Commandery and by him presented to that body. 
The original regalia worn by Thomas Smith Webb is also in 
the possession of St. Johns Commandery and a photograph 
of same is herewith submitted. His sword was lost in the 
fire which destroyed the Masonic Temple in Providence, 
March 19, 1896. 

The Documents are as follows: 

Original credentials of Thomas Smith Webb, Henry Fowle 
and John Snow as Delegates appointed by this Grand Com- 
mandery to establish a “general Union of all the Encampments 
within the United States.” All in the handwriting of Thomas 
Smith Webb except the signature of John M. Eddy, Grand 
Recorder. Dated May 15, 1816. 

This copy of extract from the records of this Grand Com- 
mandery is the authority used by these three Knights to form 
the Grand Encampment, K. T., of the United States of 
America. 

This is a four-page paper written on the first and third pages. 
The third photograph is Webb’s indorsement on the fourth 
page giving the names of the delegates from Pennsylvania and 
New York, together with a vote of the Convention, all in the 
handwriting of Thomas Smith Webb. 
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At the annual assembly of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templars, etc., holden 
at Mason’s Hall in Boston, May 15th, 1816— 


Resolved, That three Delegates be 
appointed from this Grand Encampment to 
meet and confer with any or all other

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STATE OF THE ORDER 

The Annual Returns of our Commanderies show a net loss 
of 239. 

Not a surprising figure, even though we might be better 
satisfied with a gain in our membership. 

Analysis gives us a logical reason for this reaction in Tem- 
plary. As in all branches of Freemasonry, as well as other 
fraternal organizations, Templary is passing through a period 
of readjustment brought about by over zealousness and undue 
haste in accepting anxious material which neither appreciated 
the responsibility of membership nor realized the duties and 
requirements of those who would be true Knights Templars. 

Assimilating this increment is not always a successful 
process and we find that many who possessed a superficial 
understanding of our tenets and teachings, those who sought 
to receive, rather than give, and the class that refused to 
amalgamate with the work of Templary, or maintain their 
financial status, are now being deprived of their membership 
in an Order to which they never should have belonged. 


Harsh words—but to justify membership in Freemasonry 
or Knight Templary, it is essential that responsibility and 
character shall be a part of the personality that offers to serve 
with us. 

There is no excuse for involuntary loss of membership. 
The needy will be given assistance at once. Others are the 
forgetful and neglectful. Two errors which are common in 
the classes above referred to and which lead to but one end— 
suspension. 224 are reported as suspended or expelled for 
this year. ; 

Templary is stronger because of this weeding out and all 
Commanderies have been urged to purge their rolls. The 
sooner this is accomplished, the quicker we will find ourselves 
on a sound basis, with a supporting and real membership 
attuned to the call of Templary and Knightly Service. 

The matter of suspensions has received the attention of 
nearly all of the Grand Commanders of other jurisdictions in 
their Annual Reports as well as the heads of most of the other 
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Grand Bodies. Each gives his reasoning and some propose a 
remedy. Many maintain that the cure lies with the Recorder 
of the Subordinate body; that personal contact has been 
lacking and is needed to reduce or prevent suspensions. 


In fact, the concensus of opinions expressed point to the 
Recorder as the solution of this problem. 

At the Grand Encampment Conclave in July last, after the 
Grand Master had discussed this subject at length, it was 
voted that each Subordinate Commandery appoint a Com- 
mittee of three to cooperate with the Recorder in handling 
delinquent members so that personal contact may obtain 
with these delinquents before action became necessary. 
Grand Encampment believed this would enable the Com- 
manderies to retain many desirable members who are now 
lost on account of the cold, formal stereotype methods pursued 
by some Recorders who follow literally the requirements of 
the Constitution but who have not the time for the personal 
interest that might bring better results. Large bodies make 
it the more essential that such a Committee should be ap- 
pointed and its proper functioning will bring much benefit to 
the Commandery. 

Some Commanderies have been very active during the 
year. Thirteen show a gain, thirty-six a loss in membership 
for the year, while four have held their own. We have 
knighted five hundred and thirty-five. Our present mem- 
bership is twenty-six thousand one hundred ninety-cight. 

Notwithstanding the numerical status, the Commanderies 
have been active socially and have maintained an interest by 
special features at their Conclaves. 


Conferring the Orders is only a small part of the work of a 
Commandery and an efficient Commander may create a deep 
interest and provide needed activities that will do much to 
keep his Commandery a live body with an enthusiastic 
membership. 

With our Commanderies on a sound financial basis; with a 
devoted perso: ne] in the line of Officers and an active program 
of service, education and relief, as well as a social and enter- 
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taining conclave, we may make for continued success and 
constructively develop as a Christian organization. 

As a matter of information, it may be of interest to know 
that Rhode Island has the largest percentage of Knights 
Templars to Master Masons. 27% of all the Masons of 
Rhode Island are members of Commanderies in that State. 
Massachusetts ranks fourteen, with a percentage of 17 plus. 

The following statement, at first, seems impossible, but it 
is true, nevertheless. In two instances, three Commanders 
of the same Commandery have held their office during my 
administration and yet, have served the full fiscal year in 
their Commandery. This has been made possible by the 
change in date of our Annual Conclave. The two Com- 
manderies are Winslow Lewis and Thomas Smith Webb and 
in both, one Commander was necessarily deprived of repre- 
senting his Commandery as such at an Annual Conclave of 
this Grand Commandery. 


OPPORTUNITY 


The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
has recently received the most munificent gift of Juniper Hall, 
Shrewsbury, Massachusetts from Mrs. Gertrude Clarke 
Whittall, in memory of her husband, R.:.W.:.Bro. Matthew 
John Whittall. 

This is to be used as a Hospital in accordance with the 
request of the donor and Grand Lodge, at its quarterly com- 
munication, June 13th last, appropriated $100,000 toward the 
erection and equipping of an addition to the property which 
will have a capacity for approximately sixty patients. 

It is estimated the cost will be $200,000 and therefore, 
$100,000 is to be raised by voluntary subscription. 

It is proposed to use the Hospital to care for chronic and 
incurable cases; a field which is not now covered by existing 
institutions. This is a most worthy enterprise and should 
receive the hearty support and cooperation of every Mason in 
the State of Massachusetts. 
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It is a wonderful opportunity for all branches of Free- 
masonry to unite in an effort to bring to a successful comple- 
tion, promptly, this excellent project. 

It is for us, as Masons and Knights Templars, to practice 
the teachings of our Order and assist in this laudable under- 
taking. 

Believing that the Subordinate Commanderies in Massa- 
chusetts would desire to participate in this work, a Circular 
Letter has been sent out presenting the situation and request- 
ing contributions both individually and from the Commanderies 
as finances and conditions may warrant. 

The Grand Bodies, too, should set an example, and therefore, 
in behalf of this Grand Commandery, $5,000 was subscribed 
and sent to Most Worshipful Brother Frank L. Simpson, 
Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts, as a donation 
from this Grand Body. 

This is a permanent investment in a humanitarian project, 
will provide for the needs of this State and will be admin- 
istered under the direction of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge. 

As our General Fund will be required to care for the usual 
expenses of this Grand Commandery, it would seem to be in 
order to transfer from the Grand Fund to the General Fund, 
an amount to cover this contribution. P 

The Trustees of the Grand Fund and the Finance Committee 
we believe, are fully in accord with this action and you will be 
asked, at this Conclave, to authorize such transfer. 


DISPENSATIONS 

Requests for dispensations have been many this year and 
nearly all have been granted. 

Most of them were for permission to have Inspection and 
Review at a Templar Ball in some public place. With a 
desire to promote the object of Templary and believing that 
this public appearance would create added interest in our 
Order, the policy of allowing part of the inspection to be thus 
held was considered to be advantageous to the Commanderies. 
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The result, after a year’s trial does not seem to justify this 
practice. Several factors enter into this procedure. It was 
found that many Sir Knights went to the Ball without appear- 
ing in uniform and refused to either don it or even be present 
in the asylum before the Ball, or in the parade which was 
sometimes made a part of the program. Others refused to 
attend the Ball or participate in the social features, and 
therefore, refrained from attending the Conclave. Objections 
were frequent that ladies’ nights should not be combined with 
the official duties of a Commandery—that evening parades 
in the early spring were undesirable and that the Commandery 
should confine its Inspections to the asylum. Then, too, the 
attendance at these Templar Balls have, in some instances, 
been much less than previous years, due to various causes. 

All in all, the experience of the year would indicate that the 
official inspection should be entirely completed and the mark 
given within the asylum and if the Commandery desires to 
hold a Ball afterward, dispensation may be granted therefor, 
but the two affairs should be entirely divorced from each other. 

The Inspection and Review, or a drill by the Guards before 
the public as part of an evening’s program is desirable and 
certainly assists the Commandery to keep well rehearsed in 
the tactics and also makes an attraction worth while. This 
activity may well be encouraged without making it a part of 
the official inspection. 

Frequently it has been observed that the notices of Con- 
claves contain items of advance information and state that 
public appearance of the Commandery will occur at a certain 
time and place—that a drill will be given before some other 
organization, all before permission to do so has been granted 
or even requested. Commanders should bear in mind that 
dispensations are discretionary with the Grand Commander 
alone, and it is presumptious, to say the least, to assume 
consent or anticipate favorable action on requests that have 
not even been presented for consideration. 

It has been necessary to refuse a number of requests which 
are not cited in this report, none of which, however, were 
advertised in advance. 
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It might save a Commander from an embarrassing situation 
if he obtained his dispensation before having the occasion 
therefor appear in his notice or paper. 

The whole subject of dispensations rests with the Grand 
Commander and these remarks are simply made to show 
conditions as they exist, for information and as a word of 
caution. 


The next Grand Commander will act in his discretion, has 
full power in such matters, (see Statutes Gr. Enc. Sect. 157) 
and therefore, no suggestions or recommendations are offered,

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Our Grand Prelate, E..Sir and Rev. Francis W. Gibbs’ 
address was as follows: 


Right Eminent Grand Commander, Right Eminent and Eminent 
Sirs and Sir Knights of the escort: 


I deem it a high honor that you have asked me to be the 
preacher of this occasion. I would that I had the power to 
present to you a learned discourse on any one of the vital and 
interesting questions which confront the members of our order 
as citizens of the United States of America and such as we as 
Christian Knights might help to solve. This I cannot do, 
first because there are others more capable and second, because 
we cannot well present such matters without taking sides and 
so be accused of being partisan which is against the rules of 
Masonry. 


Such time as I have had since being called to fill this position, 
I have read not a little of the history of Knights Templars and 
I find each writer thereof declaring that the origin, doings and 
ritual are “involved in some uncertainty” and so they have 
left us in the dark as to the beginning of things. Perhaps it is 
just as well for this occasion, for we are here and are well 
organized, with sufficient life and vigor to anticipate being 
here for many years to come. 


I notice this in connection with the history of the orders of 
Knighthood from the 4th century to the banishment in the 
early 12th century, that each had their beginning in sincerity 
and with high purpose, but when each in turn became surfeited 
with wealth and power they lost their hold upon the imagination 
of the people and soon lost, to the impoverished governments, 
their wealth and organization. 


I sometimes wonder what was in the mind of that valiant 
knight, Thomas Smith Webb, when with apparently nothing 
by way of support in numbers and with little or no demand 
for organization of higher degrees in Masonry, he sallied forth, 
calling to his aid Henry Fowle and Jonathan Gage and formed 
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a Grand Commandery. Knowing what we do today of our 
Commanderies of this jurisdiction with twenty-six thousand 
Sir Knights, it is not difficult to see both the need and the 
value of a Grand State body. But, what was in the minds 
of Webb, Fowle and Gage? Shall we say they were farseeing, 
constructive men? We may answer yes, but what induced 
them to start, to complete organization when there was so 
few men to organize? We may never know the real answer, 
but we may hazard a guess. In their zeal and admiration for 
Masonry they saw an opportunity to make more attractive, 
and cement more closely the relation of the brothers of the 
craft, to the end that Masonic life might be enriched and 
enlarged. 

There is always a challenge and a charm in attempting to 
reach an ideal state or condition. From our knowledge of 
Brothers Webb and Fowle, and from the ritual both of Chapter 
and Temple degrees we cannot imagine them to be anything 
but high minded, devout men. It matters little where or 
when or by what lodge or encampment these men received 
the degree that entitled them to the name Knight Templar, 
it is sufficient for us to know and remember that the degree 
conferred awoke in Sir Knight Webb a spirit which worked 
immeasurable good for Masonry as a whole and Capitular and 
Templar Masonry in particular. 

It is extremely difficult for us of this age to cast ourselves 
back in mind to the early days of the nineteenth century, back 
to days when books were few, when communication and 
transportation between widely separated people was extremely 
difficult, when men had great difficulty not only to make their 
ideas and ideals clear, but when it was even more difficult to 
make other people see the value of the thing they cherished. 
It was a time when people knew very little about each other 
and entertained absurd prejudices. For us with our present 
facilities, some of the misunderstandings of that period seem 
the height of folly. 


I will not take the time to elucidate further, but will say 
that the thoughtful men of that period must have been thrilled 
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with the challenge of the possibilities: their hopes and courage 
met their visions, and Messrs. Webb, Fowle and Gage must 
have had in large measure visions of the worth and usefulness 
of Templar Masonry. 

It is natural for us to believe that these men met with no 
small amount of opposition and ridicule. The conservative 
then as now, and as always, was of that type content to 
worship “the god of the things that are.” But big minded, 
large souled men were moved by what has been rightly called 
the ‘Charm of the Impossible.” 

It is because I believe that too much discount is made of 
the ideals of life, too little attention is given to those higher 
qualities which enrich and make life more worth while, that I 
bring to your attention some thoughts concerning this “Charm 
of the Impossible.” 

I must acknowledge that the subject is not original, for 
among my collection of books and essays, I have a most 
charming essay by Miss Margaret Slattery of this same title. 
The author prefaces her thoughts by the lines 


“ ‘There’s no sense in going further—it’s the end of cultivation.’ 
So they said and I believed it—broke my land and sowed my crop— 
Built my barns and strung my fences in the little border station 
Tucked away below the foothills where the trails run out and stop. 


“Till a voice as bad as Conscience, rang interminable changes 
On one everlasting Whisper day and night repeated—so: 
‘Something hidden. Go and find it. 
Go and look behind the Ranges— 
Something lost behind the Ranges. 
Lost and waiting for you. Go!’”’ 


“And” says the author, ‘men have gone. To the farthest 
corners of the earth they have traveled in obedience to the 
Voice that calls saying, find it, find it, find it.” Then this 
essay calls attention to men and women in every walk of life 
who have answered the call to search for what seems the 
impossible and how because of their goings, earth and sea and 
air and space have yielded their secrets for man’s enrichment 
and betterment. 
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To me this quest, in which every human is interested and 
which many enter, is the most marvelous thing connected with 
human experience. I realize that it is not considered popular 
or practical to be known as a dreamer, to talk about unseen 
forces, to urge men to give more time to the thought and 
inspiration of the beautiful and spiritual things of life. Our 
ways of living have perforce made us literalists and we have 
become more or less indifferent to the ideals, and our minds 
are closed to any and every proposition which would lead us 
beyond the realm of what we call the practical. Yet there 
are things and experiences which transcend the realm of reason. 


Imagine some one meeting Thomas Smith Webb when he 
was interested in arranging the ritual of the Temple degree, 
and Mr. Webb reading and explaining to him the idealism of 
the principles there involved. Mr. Webb might say “Tt is 
my hope that all Knights Templars will see the value of the 
principles of brotherhood, love and charity, of tolerance and 
forgiveness, of service and sacrifice, of devotion and faith, and 
of firm belief in eternal life and so live better, finer, higher 
lives. I have dressed these principles, in these evolutions of a 
ritual, so that they may be both more interesting and inspiring. 
And now listen to the reply. “It is unreasonable to suppose 
that men will take to this sort of thing. The church supplies 
all the religion necessary and besides all that you thus portray 
is merely problematical; it is visionary, it does not help a man 
in business. You are chasing a will-o-the-wisp.” But Webb 
pursued the seemingly impossible and in less than a century 
and a half, five hundred thousand men of this country alone 
have taken upon themselves the vows of Knighthood. 


Do you recall that delightful story told by Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke, called ‘The Blue Flower?” It pictures ‘so clearly the 
hunger of a man’s soul for a glimpse of the seemingly im- 
possible. You remember he searched far and wide for this 
flower which had never been seen except in dreams and long- 
ings, and in his travels he met with all kind of experiences 
which would detract him from his quest. How he lost his 
heart to a beautiful young woman and his reason and hers

counselled him to give up the pursuit. How when the 
moment of crisis came he saw on the horizon beyond the 
hills the reflection of the blueflower and he gave up his lady to 
go and find it. How all his experiences in his pursuit made 
him a bigger man in mind and soul because the seemingly 
impossible lured him on. 

But let us for a moment take some of the practical] results 
which come through or by this ‘Charm of the Impossible.’ 
Only a few years ago men laughed at the idea of transmitting 
sound over a wire—but who today can do business without the 
telegraph and telephone? Only a few years ago men laughed 
and jeered at the Wright brothers who pursued the idea that 
men could travel in the air—but today the sky is dotted with 
airplanes and we can easily see the possibilities in what was so 
short a time ago, seemingly impossible. 

It seems only yesterday that the world was startled with a 
man’s idea that there were air lanes or waves which could and 
would transmit sound. How the conservatives laughed at the 
dream of that so-called crazy Italian—yet today the radio is a 
common accepted fact and the whole field of this wonder is 
only just open to the great possibilities of wireless transmission 
of sound and vision. 

It is true that these illustrations are in the line of mechanics 
where one discovery is constantly leading to another so that 
we are fast coming to the opinion that nothing is impossible. 
Yet a glance at our standards of living, the progress made from 
the time of the Crusades to now, is enough to convince even the 
most skeptical that the principles of right, justice, benevolence, 
love and service have become a reality, where in those days @ 
dream of a world like ours would have been Utopian. 

We are, that is some people are, today laughing at, sneering 
at, condemning a dream long cherished in the hearts of some 
leaders, and many people—World Peace—League of Nations— 
Outlawry of War and kindred ideas—Impossible! ‘Well, it 
is the charm of that seemingly impossible that is leading and 
luring men and nations to the consideration and movement 
toward the goal which will some day be realized. 
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Some people too, most of us in fact, are laughing at the 
findings of Sir Conan Doyle and the efforts of Sir Oliver Lodge 
to find ways of communicating with the unseen world of spirit 
which lies beyond the life of the body. ‘Impossible!’ ‘Every 
thing so far attempted has proved to be futile!” ‘Waste of 
time and effort!’ ‘Scientists have declared the whole effort 
as a false lead.” But it is the very charm of that impossible 
that is urging men and women to the point of discovery. 
Jesus made himself manifest, or his personality felt, or his 
spirit real, after “suffering the bitter pains of death” and gave 
to the world evidence of the truth of continued life beyond 
earthly experience. Is it then a something so unique, some- 
thing so miraculous that under the Providence of God it can 
NEVER be witnessed or known again? Whether it is or not 
remains to be seen. In the meantime let us be silent with our 
laughs and jeers and sneers at those, who, feeling the ‘charm 
of the impossible’ are accepting the challenge to discover. 


In this day of mechanical victories, this day of economic 
efficiency, this day of literalism, of cynicalism, let us Christian 
Knights, ourselves led by the ideals of life, be cautious in our 
judgment, be less suspicious of our own craft and our fellow- 
men who may be the possessor of high thought to the discoverer 
of some new phase of truth. Of course every age has had 
such men who discount and laugh at those whose spirits are 
attuned to higher things and whose minds are searching for 
deeper truths, perhaps there always will be such people, but 
this is no excuse for such as those who have taken upon them- 
selves the vows of Christian Knighthood. for we with all other 
Christian men and women should ever bear in our minds that 
“The soul can never rest in things beneath itself.” There is a 
something in us which makes for higher living, nobler thinking, 
and purer expression. The important thing is to recognize 
this as divine. 


This alluring call to reach up and up; this continual chal- 
lenge to improve and enrich life; this voice that bids us search 
and search, to look beyond the known into the unknown, 
is more than a New England conscience, more than a pietistic 
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effusion—it is none else than the Divine speaking to the divine 
in us. 

We wear upon our baldrics the insignia of our order, a star 
in the center of which is a passion cross. We have upon our 
banners the “blood-red passion cross” and over it the motto 
“IN HOC SIGNO VINCES.” This cross is the emblem of 
Christian faith and service. It is the hope that the meaning 
of that emblem will reflect itself in every Sir Knight’s heart 
and life. 

We take upon ourselves the name of Him who gave Himself 
upon that cross, and we pledge ourselves to defend the faith 
which was His. As a symbol of defense of all that right and 
truth we carry the sword with its glittering blade. By word 
and symbol we admonish every Sir Knight to “be faithful unto 
death.” 

Think for one brief moment—60 seconds of your time— 
what these things mean. 

Jesus, “the Great Captain of Our Salvation” dared to dream 
of the Kingdom of God, the Kingdom of Heaven, as a possi- 
bility among men. That means a kingdom of brotherhood 
and peace; a kingdom of rightness and love; a kingdom of 
justice and truth; a kingdom of obedience to the highest, 
holiest that humans can conceive. Men laughed at him for 
his dreams, they sneered at him for his hopes. they spat upon 
him for his confidence and finally thought to rid themselves of 
him by nailing him upon a cross—the very height of shameful 
treatment, the most disgraceful and degrading punishment 
they knew how to inflict. They thought his goal of human 
achievement impossible. 

Well, that goal has not yet been reached, but the possibility 
is still before even us, and I ask you, is it the charm of that 
seemingly impossible that has kept the world of men moving 
onward and upward? Is it the charm of that called the 
impossible in Christian principles and truth that keeps you 
and me at the tasks of life with hope in our hearts? Is it the 
charm of what some of us deem the impossible in the Church, 
in religion, in our Order that quickens the flow of blood in our 
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veins when some noble call is given to live and lead a larger, 
fuller life in the light of the truth of God and in the sense of 
man’s need? 

I leave this for you to answer. I only ask that you men of 
business, you men of affairs do not minimize the moments or 
hours of exultation that come when your higher senses are 
stirred. Do not discount men’s dreams for better living or 
religion’s call to holier things. Do not think other men 
foolish or yourself weak when you follow a bright star of hope. 
Gird on the armour of the spirit and go forth under the spell of 
the charm of the impossible, remembering the words of the 
“Great Captain of our Salvation.” 

“Seek and ye shall find.” 

“Blessed are those who hunger and thirst for diviner things 

for they shall be satisfied.” 

“HAVE FAITH IN GOD.” 


Let me read this poem as an ending to my thoughts: 


I will hew great spaces for my soul, 

Hours of majesty, aisles of beauty, 

Out of the solid universe will I hew them 

That my perishing soul may pass through them, 

That my passionate spirit have room to grow, 

That the mind of me may not suffer so, 

That I faint not here ’mid the pitiful round of duty— 
I will hew great spaces, marvelous places, for my soul. 


I will hew great paths for my soul, 

Out of the shining ether, keen as quicksilver, solid as steel, 
To know what the Void may reveal, 

My soul that is shrivelling here on earth 

Must have fresh birth. 

That the claims of earth may not bind me, 

That death may not find me,

June 3 and 4, 1928. Attended the 115th Annual Conclave 
of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templar of the state of 
New York at Schenectady, N. Y. 


Accompanied the Grand Commandery to the First Metho- 
dist Church for Sunday evening service, the local Command- 
eries acting as escort. 


The business session opened at nine o’clock A.M. on Monday, 
June 4th, in the Masonic Temple. Was officially received by 
R...E..Sir George O. Linkletter, Grand Commander, who ex- 
tended many courtesies to me. The expeditiousness with 
which the business was dispatched denoted a harmonious con- 
dition and efficient management, as well as careful preparation 
and thoughtful consideration.

We are, indeed, grateful for the Knightly expressions of cor- 
diality which the Fraters of the Grand Commandery of New 
York bestowed upon us. 
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June 15, 1928. At the invitation of Illustrious Frederick W. 
Hamilton, thirty-third degree, attended the Massachusetts 
Council of Deliberation. Every courtesy was extended to me 
and the afternoon and evening was thoroughly enjoyed. The 
presence of the heads of all the Grand Bodies in Massachusetts 
at this Scottish Rite meeting demonstrated the friendly and 
fraternal spirit that exists between our respective Bodies and 
makes a point of contact which will make for our mutual bene- 
fit and progress. 


June 19, 1928. Visited Coeur de Lion Commandery No. 
34, and witnessed the conferring of the Order of the Red Cross. 
It was a pleasure to receive on behalf of the Grand Com- 
mandery, a new silk Beauseant presented by E.:.Sir Percy C. 
Bond, Commander of Coeur de Lion Commandery. This 
Commandery is most progressive and active, is alive to the 
possibilities in Templary and this expression of their loyalty 
and good will is deeply appreciated. Grand Commandery is 
certainly grateful for this gift which now furnishes us with a 
complete set of new Standards. 


Oct. 1, 1928. Saint Johns Commandery, Annual Conclave. 


Due to conflicting Masonic engagements, it has been neces- 
sary to forego the pleasure of accepting many invitations that 
have been received. 

There are, of course, two opinions as to attendance at Official 
Inspections. My policy has been, as that was the one night 
the Division Commander was officially received and tendered 
the honors due his rank as representative of the Grand Com- 
mander, my visits would be made at some other time. Neces- 
sarily there have been some exceptions to this self made rule, 


oe it seems to be more generally satisfactory to adhere to this 
plan. 


. However, it is for each Grand Commander to act his pleasure 
in the matter. 


The visits made at other than Official Inspections, have 
proved most enjoyable and have given more encouragement 
than if made at a time when the details of an Inspection require 
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attention. It is a keen pleasure and a just recognition to 
record that on every fraternal and official visit made within 
this jurisdiction, my able and efficient Grand Warder, E..Sir 
James A. Rogers accompanied me, ofttimes at great incon- 
venience to himself. My deep and sincere thanks are ex- 
tended to him for his never failing courtesy, attention to the 
many details and the most capable and satisfactory manner in 
which he has performed the duties of his office and his willing 
assistance on many occasions. 


REGISTRATION OF EMBLEMS 


At the Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment in 
Detroit, we presented a resolution authorizing each Grand 
Commandery to register under its particular laws, the em- 
blems and insignia of the Grand Encampment. 

This was adopted. 

Acting under such authority, the emblems and insignia of 
the Grand Encampment have been officially registered in both 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island under the laws of each state. 

We now have complete registration of the names, emblems 
and insignia of Templary in this Grand Jurisdiction and the 
M...E.-.Grand Master has been duly informed of our protective 
action. 


BY-LAWS 


This subject seems to be the most changeable of our many 
problems. 

Year after year, we find Commanderies amending and add- 
ing to their local laws many times due to lack of foresight, 
such as providing for their conclaves when they fall on a legal 
holiday, or changing salaries when the same can be covered by 
a blanket provision. Some corrections are made necessary 
by changes in the laws of the Grand Encampment and Grand 
Commandery, and so we find obsolete By-Laws of long stand- 
ing still in existence. though, of course, inoperative. 

We are in a period when legislation is profuse and the answer 
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for all ills is to surround them with protection of a legal aspect 
even though the laws are observed in their breech. 


For example, two Commanderies were not, and had not, for 
some years, been adding 10% of fees to a Permanent Fund, 
although such has been the requirement of this Grand Com- 
mandery since 1897. 

The principal point at issue this year has been the question 
of Permanent Funds. Much discussion and some legislation 
has evolved the present laws on this subject. Prior to 1879, 
some provisions has been made along this line. In the Pro- 
ceedings of that year, however, reference is made to a Com- 
mandery that proposed ‘‘to turn the relief fund itself already 
accumulated from its intended use into the general treasury 
to pay the debts of the Commandery.” The Grand Com- 
mander held that such action would be ‘at variance with 
Templar precedents and with Templar usages.” (See Page 63. 
1879.) 

This position was confirmed by the special Committee to 
whom the matter was referred and approved by the Grand 
Commandery. 

In 1895, the Grand Commander, R.:.E..Sir Samuel C. 
Lawrence, discussed the matter of Life Memberships and laid 
down certain fundamental rules which sound judgment and 
business finance seemed to warrant. (See Page 85, 1895.) 
These were approved by the Grand Commandery and in 1897 
were adopted, forming a Permanent Fund consisting of Life 
Membership and 10 per cent of the fees under a Board of 
Trustees. (See Pages 41-42, 1897.) Among the basic rules 
cited by R..E..Sir Lawrence was “the creation of a Permanent 
Fund and that its principal should never be expended;”’ “that 
in the section of the By-Laws providing for the amendment 
thereof, a clause be inserted which will render it difficult to 
amend the article relating to the Permanent Fund, thereby 
preventing hasty action such as will imperil the safety and 
integrity of the fund.” “Experience shows that with such 
safeguards, life membership has proved a success and without 
them a disastrous failure.” The successful financial position 
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of Boston Commandery today is due to the wisdom of R.-.E.. 
Sir Samuel C. Lawrence who established such a Permanent 
Fund when he was Commander in 1874. 


On the above basis, the Commanderies have been func- 
tioning since 1897 and many good sized Funds have been 
established. From time to time, however, changes have 
been made in their By-Laws allowing the expenditure of the 
income freely, for miscellaneous purposes and even the dis- 
position of the principal. Some Commanderies provide ways 
to dissipate the entire fund. 


All of this is contrary to the intent of the original Fund. 


The Constitution adopted October, 1927, provided that the 
“Life Membership shall be separately invested in the name of 
the Commandery.” (See Const. Art. XIV, Sec. 3.) The 
intent was to separate the Life Memberships from the other 
Funds so that the income might be allocated according to the 
requirements of the Commandery. 


Life Memberships are dues in advance with the intent that 
the interest on the sum so required will care for the annual 
dues. The principal of such Life Memberhip Fund should 
remain intact, the income transferred to the General Fund of 
the Commandery for current and usual expenses. If not 
needed, it may be added to the principal by vote of the Com- 
mandery. The 10 per cent of the fees, bequests, donations, 
etc. should establish a Permanent Fund, the principal of which 
should remain intact, the income to be added to the principal 
except by vote of two-thirds or so of the members at an Annual 
Conclave and then primarily used for charitable purposes. So 
that a Commandery finding itself called upon for relief may 
vote such income for that purpose. Sound judgment requires 
that the solid business men who now control our Com- 
manderies should provide these safeguards as originaly 
intended and protect their Funds against future hasty or 
wasteful action. This does not put beyond reach all Funds of 
a Commandery nor does it make a perpetual Fund inaccessible. 
If emergency arises, or necessity requires, the By-Laws may 
be amended to serve the occasion but the notification, vote 
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required and publicity necessary, will retard this action 
except when the event justifies the deed. This safety valve 
cannot be overlooked and is there, if required. 

So, as our interpretation of the law, which could have 
perhaps, been more detailed and as a matter of safety and 
business judgment, the Commanderies have been urged to 
make the changes necessary to conform with this plan. 
Cooperation along these lines has resulted in the establishment 
of separate Funds in many Commanderies which will work 
to their interest and protection. 


For example, in the case of joné; Commandery in our juris- 
diction, a Permanent Fund was established in 1895 along the 
lines suggested which now amounts;to over $42,000.00. No 
part of this principal was to be used and the interest was not 
to be used until the Fund amounted to $40,000.00. This 
Commandery conscientiously adhered to this rule and has 
thus built up a good Fund, the interest of which is now avail- 
able, if required. 

An interested Sir Knight on the side lines watched this 
procedure for many years and finding that the Commandery 
affairs were being conducted in a business like manner and was 
living up to its By-Laws, has recently left to this Commandery 
something over $57,000.00, the principal of which is to forever 
remain intact, but the income used for any purpose desired. 

This particular bequest can be directly traced to the fact 
that the Commandery handled its Permanent Fund as above 
indicated and is a most generous and Knightly benevolence. 

There seems to be no uniform method of submitting amend- 
ments to By-Laws for approval. 

That full record and prompt action may be taken, all 
amendments sent in for approval should be in triplicate, 
properly certified by the Recorder. If approved, one copy 
is forwarded to the Grand Recorder, one retained by the 
Grand Commander for report and printing and one returned 
to the Commandery; all, of course, bearing certificate of 
approval. This method would make for proper filing and 
save time and correspondence.

GRAND REPRESENTATIVES - 


The custom of exchanging representatives between our 
Grand Commanderies now prevails in all jurisdictions but 
one—Michigan. In this jurisdiction, the system was adopted 
in 1872 and amended in 1875, with appointments for three 
years. ; 

The usual practice is to retain appointees until removed for 
cause. Some Grand Commanderies hold that absence from 
three consecutive Annual Conclaves is sufficient to bar the 
representative from further service. Others only change on 
account of death or inability to act. ‘In many States, regula- 
tions have been adopted which provide that representatives 
retain their commissions and appointments until revoked for 
cause and thus become permanent. This surely saves much 
labor and expense in reissuing commissions and makes for a 
continuity of representation which is very desirable and more 
satisfactory to all concerned. 

Our practice has been to have commissions expire with the 
Triennial of the Grand Encampment. The above facts were 
brought to light in-making the reappomtments and we were 
advised many times that the present commissions would 
continue until recalled. So it would seem that it is better 
for us to cooperate with the other Grand Commanderies and 
use the custom which many have made part of their Regula- 
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tions, thereby accomplishing the same result with less detail, 
expense and correspondence. 

That this desired end may be attained, the following resolu- 
tion is offered:

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REPORT OF GRAND RECORDER 

It is with real pleasure that I present my report for the year 
ending August 31, 1928. The proceedings for the year 1927 
were printed and distributed in accordance with the custom 
of previous years. From this procedure, however, it appeared 
that a considerable waste of proceedings has crept in, and with 
a desire to correct this evil, this office has caused a return 
postal card to accompany notice of this annual Conclave, re- 
questing a reply as to whether or not those entitled to a copy 
desired one this year, and it is interesting to note that the 
result of this survey will show a material reduction in the 
number of proceedings required and obviously this will reflect 
itself in a substantial saving. 

The annual returns of this Grand Commandery to the 
Grand Encampment of the United States together with the 
annual tax due was forwarded to the R.-.E.-.Grand Recorder 
May 28 and it is pleasing to read his acknowledgment under 
date of June sixth in these words: “‘Your splendid co-operation 
in the prompt filing of the 1928 returns is greatly appreciated 
and will certainly aid usin completing the statistical tables for 
the Grand Recorder’s report.” :

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There is a difference in numerical strength as shown by 
reports of Subordinate Commanderies amounting to 21, which 
we have been unable to harmonize. This does not change 
the total membership as shown above.

Numerous complaints come through this office concerning 
the shrinking in membership in many of our Commanderies 
with suggestions to lay blame upon present lines of officers.

affairs. But we are not attempting to place any blame, for 
such a procedure is but destructive; rather do we point out 
that serious thought and sober consideration by all Sir Knights 
in this Grand jurisdiction be given as to how best Templar 
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ideals may be made workable and Templar teachings become 
operative. Some intelligent ‘solution will cause our busy 
business and professional men to reconsecrate themselves to 
that ‘spirit of refined and moral chivalry, which should prompt 
all members to be ever ready to defend the weak, the helpless 
and the oppressed and in a brother’s cause to do all that may 
be demanded by manhood and Fraternity,” will encourage 
these to give of their time, their money and their influence and 
who will “lay aside the staff to grasp the sword and perform 
deeds of exalted usefulness,” with the inevitable result of 
greater individual interest and healthy growth.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE KNIGHTS 
TEMPLARS EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Eminent Sir Knights: 
At the first meeting of the year the Board took action to 
establish official headquarters with a paid Executive Secre- 
tary, a movement which the increasing amount of its business 
imperatively demanded. The Board felt happy that it was 
able to secure the part-time services of Rev. and E..Sir Fran- 
cis W. Gibbs as Executive Secretary. His connection of three 
years with the Educational Fund Committee has given him the 
comprehension of the work and his interest in both education 
and Knight Templarism the grasp of the situation that the 
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efficient carrying on of our work requires. An office was 
opened at 327 Main Street, Fitchburg, Massachusetts, through 
which all business has been subsequently transacted. The 
resignation of Rev. Sir Gibbs from the Board of Trustees had 
been presented to and accepted by the Right Eminent Grand 
Commander previous to his appointment to the position of 
Executive Secretary. 

The resignations of E.-.Sir Grabill, who had been Chairman 
of the Educational Fund Committee and Board of Trustees for 
the previous two years, and of E.-.Sir Lockwood, who had been 
Treasurer of the Fund from its inception, were noted with 
great regret and recognition of their devoted and valuable 
services. In consequence of the three resignations just men- 
tioned new members appointed by the Right Eminent Grand 
Commander were welcomed as members of the Board. They 
are: E..Sir Thomas H. Doane, Thomas Smith Webb Com- 
mandery, No. 51,5 years; E.-.Sir Frank C. Harrington, Worces- 
ter County Commandery, No. 5, 2 years; E..Sir Dean K. Web- 
ster, Bethany Commandery, No. 17, 1 year. 

The centralization of the administrative work of the Founda- 
tion in the business office in Fitchburg has made it possible to 
combine the offices of Secretary and Treasurer in the person 
of E.-.Sir Arthur 8. Vaughn. 

Full details of the administering of the Trust are given in the 
appended reports of the Executive Secretary and the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, but a few general observations may properly 
be made here. 

With the lapse of time the magnitude and importance of this 
educational undertaking become increasingly apparent. In 
the history of our country there never was a time when so 
many young people were seeking opportunities to get higher 
education or were so ready to make necessary sacrifices to 
obtain it. True it may be that not all these eager boys and 
girls are well advised in making the required sacrifices. Some 
would undoubtedly serve both themselves and the community 
better by passing up the college and finding an occupation for 
which they are better adapted, but it may be postulated with 
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confidence that education is a lever by which democracy ele- 
vates itself, and, whether colleges are working to produce 
leaders or simply to raise the general level of intelligence, any 
contribution that aids American youth to get higher education 
is a service to the community, to the nation, and to civiliza- 
tion. There were 850,000 students in 650 colleges at the be- 
ginning of the year. A million young men and women in the 
colleges of the United States is not too high a goal to set up 
before us. 

Most college officials welcome financial aid extended to stu- 
dents in the form of loans, though they would not reject aid 
in the form of outright grants. Dr. W. B. Bizzell, President 
of the University of Oklahoma, makes the following statement: 


“The best financial risk in the world is the student who 
borrows money to get an education. In the eleven years 
I was president of a student loan fund, J loaned students 
$1,100,000, and when the auditors came to check me out, 
they found but $1900 unpaid. I hope that the day is 
coming when a greater number of our wealthy men will 
look to our schools as a proper place to invest their 
wealth.” 


We have abundant encouragement to lead us to persevere in 
our efforts to do our share in aiding young people to fit them- 
selves to do their work in the world. 

The possibilities of the Fund are becoming more widely 
known and appreciated with the consequence that applica- 
tions for loans are increasing to an extent beyond our ability 
to satisfy. More and more must be rejected in whole or in part. 
Yor this reason the Board, when considering applications is 
minded to a greater extent than has been necessary in the past 
to give priority of bearing to Masonic affiliations and recom- 
mendations. It hopes that the Eminent Commanders will 
frequently in their several Commanderies take occasion at their 
regular conclaves to give publicity to the Educational Founda- 
tion. Applications initiated by members of constituent Com- 
manderies are more to be desired than those originating in the 
educational institutions concerned. 
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This work upon which the Knights Templars of America 
have entered has momentous possibilities. Associations have 
been formed and obligations assumed that permit of no turn- 
ing back. The best minds and the greatest interest obtainable 
in our ranks should be enlisted to carry it on. 

Reports from the Secretary-Treasurer and the Executive 
Secretary are appended as a part of our report.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY-TREASURER OF THE 
KNIGHTS TEMPLARS EDUCATIONAL 
FOUNDATION 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Eminent Sir Knights: 

As the preceding reports of the Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees and the Executive Secretary fully and comprehen- 
sively cover the scope of the activities of the Foundation, it 
remains for: me, as its Secretary and Treasurer, to report 
merely the financial status of the fund. 

Appended hereto is a record of receipts and disbursements 
for the fiscal period and a balance sheet which shows the 
present condition of the Fund. 

From this report it will be seen that but $4,454.93 is de- 
posited to the credit of the Foundation. The Executive Secre- 
tary states that loans have been approved to the amount of 
$21,300.00, fifty per cent of which should be immediately dis- 
bursed to students. 

The assessments from subordinate commanderies will be 
sufficient to cover all loans allocated to date, and it is hoped 
the money will soon be available for use so that first payments 
on loans will not be too long deferred. It is obvious that the 
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fund is already fully pledged and that no further aid can be 
assured to applicants, unless funds are received from some 
other source. A small amount can be derived from students’ 
repayments, but such payments cannot be depended upon to 
increase the fund to an appreciable extent. 

The students’ promptness in making their payments as they 
become due is extremely gratifying to the Board and surely 
strengthens one’s faith in the integrity and seriousness of the 
young people whom we have assisted. 

I believe it is generally understood that the fund cannot 
truly become a revolving one for several years to come, be- 
cause of the liberal terms which have been adopted. It is 
always a source of regret to the Board of Trustees to be obliged 
to refuse aid to worthy applicants because of a shortage of 
funds, and we wish our Sir Knights to understand that such 
action cannot be avoided and to urge them to suggest that 
applicants file their requests early and for moderate amounts. 

As in former years, I wish to extend to my superior officers 
and associates my sincere and hearty thanks for their cheerful 
and helpful co-operation.

Henry H. Harris, Chairman, Knights Templars Educational 
Foundation: 


It is with pleasure I submit my first report for the year end- 
ing September 1, 1928. 

While my term of office began in November, 1927, and a full 
year has not yet elapsed, the work is sufficiently well organized 
to give you a comprehensive report of affairs connected with 
the Educational Foundation. 

At the November meeting of the Trustees it was discussed 
and decided that owing to the pressure of work connected with 
the Fund and that ever-increasing responsibility, an Executive 
Secretary should be selected that the work might be central- 
ized and systematized under one head, such an officer to be the 
servant of the Trustees and he to be governed entirely by them; 
he to receive all applications and correspondence but to make 
no loans except with their approval; he to keep in touch with 
the beneficiaries, obtaining their college record and encourage 
them when necessary; he to make all collections as due and to 
follow up all graduates to ascertain their positions, inquire as 
to their welfare; he is to collect all data for each application, 
and if the application is approved, to make all notes and war- 
rants necessary for transaction of the loan and submit them to 
the Treasurer for his signature; he is to keep all files and 
establish such a system of record of each transaction as will 
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meet the approval of the Trustees and transact such other 
business as may from time to time be necessary. 

Such a position might be filled as part-time work, could a 
suitable person be found who would undertake it. It was my 
privilege to be selected to fill this office and as a member of the 
Trustees could not hold such an office, I resigned as Trustee and 
received the appointment of Executive Secretary at the meet- 
ing of November 2, 1927. Sir Knight Henry H. Harris was 
unanimously chosen as Chairman of the Trustees. 


With the re-organization the Grand Commander explained 
that all funds hereafter received and used by the Trustees were 
to be held and controlled by the Grand Treasurer of the Grand 
Commandery which are to be kept in separate account and 
not to be used except upon written order by the Treasurer of 
the Board, he in turn not to give order without the approval 
of the Chairman of the Trustees and in matter of loans to stu- 
dents not without each loan being approved by the Chairman 
and two members of the Board. 

Finding the work done by three individuals, namely, Chair- 
man Grabill, Secretary Vaughn and Treasurer Lockwood, 
kept in separate files, it was my first duty to centralize this into 
one form. This was no small task and its completion, while 
keeping up the current work, caused some considerable delay. 
We now have a complete record of each transaction with all 
data for each student plainly visible. We also have a complete 
record of the standing of each student in college. Where the 
report from the college has shown questionable progress, I 
have sent personal letters to the student. 


Each school or college where we have students, has been 
notified of the change of procedure and establishment of this 
office. Each beneficiary has likewise been notified. Notice 
has been sent by personal letter, to all beneficaries whose pay- 
ments are due or overdue and I am glad to report replies and 
payments from 64%. The office is now able to keep in touch 
with all but three of the beneficiaries, these three we are trying 
to locate. In the change of address after graduation lies the 
difficulty we have in our follow-up plan. 
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It is worthy of attention to observe the spirit of gratitude 
which nearly all of our beneficiaries express and too, it is worth 
while to note that in most cases it is not for the money value 
alone but for the encouragement received by our trust in them, 
they give thanks. 

As our Fund grows larger and becomes more widely known, 
complications arise which we could not forsee and which have 
made it necessary that we adopt restrictive rules and regula- 
tions as to what Institutions we shall recognize and as to the 
maximum amount to be loaned to one student in one year and 
total number of loans to be allowed to any one student to 
whom we shall loan and priority of application. Such action 
becomes absolutely necessary for the safe administration and 
maintenance of the Foundation. 

As most of the money applied for is needed early in Septem- 
ber for the full college year and that all applications may be 
properly investigated, it has been found necessary to set the 
date of August 1 as the latest time which applications can be 
received and January 1 as the latest time for applications for 
loans for the second semester. 

It is a matter of great delight to feel that our Grand Com- 
mandery is rendering so large a service in such a beneficial way. 

While I am appreciative of the responsibilities of my office, 
I feel myself particularly fortunate to be associated with such 
able, painstaking, and courteous men as compose the Board of 
Trustees. 

I attach herewith a table of statistics showing the condition 
of the Foundation and receipts of payments as my records 
reveal them.

COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 


To Grand Commandery: October 23, 1928. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence presents for your con- 
sideration the following report: 

It may be well at the outset of this report, the first to be made 
under the new or revised Constitution adopted one year ago, 
to define for your complete and plain understanding the pur- 
pose, powers and limitations of this Committee. 

Under the old Constitution the Committee was one to whom 
were referred decisions of the Grand Commander and questions 
of Templar Law and usage. 

Under the new Constitution, and in accordance with the 
practice of the Grand Encampment and other Grand Com- 
manderies, the Committee is charged to consider and report

(a new word) not only upon decisions of the Grand Commander 
but upon his recommendations and suggestions not only upon 
Templar Law and usage that may be referred to it, but upon, 
and this is also new, all propositions to revise, alter or amend 
Templar Laws and regulations and all resolutions or orders 
appertaining to procedure and practice. It is further charged 
to consider and report upon all By-Laws of Commanderies, 
additions and amendments thereto that may be referred to it. 

The purpose of the Committee is therefore one comprehend- 
ing a much larger range of subjects affecting the procedure of 
this Grand Commandery than heretofore, and means in its 
ultimate purpose that every measure bearing upon the execu- 
tive and fundamental powers under the Constitution shall 
have calm and considerate investigation and recommendation 
before final action by this body can take place. 

It must be plainly understood however, that the Constitu- 
tion limits the power and duty of this Committee to considera- 
tion, advice, and final report and recommendation, and extends 
no further. It is not a body of original action. That is your 
province—the right of every individual member of this body 
or its officers—to originate legislation. The finality of action, 
limited only by the Constitution, Edicts and Statutes of the 
Grand Encampment, is yours and yours alone. 

With this understanding let each and all of us proceed with 
the constitutional duties imposed upon us. 

The report of the Grand Commander is referred to this 
Committee regarding his decisions, recommendations and 
suggestions. 

Regarding decisions, the Grand Commander reports none. 
Your Committee agrees with him in the remarks made by 
him in this respect. A Commander of a Commandery is 
charged to have a full knowledge of our laws. If he has, he 
rarely, very rarely, has cause to ask for a decision, and we say 
with the Grand Commander in his terse and excellent language 
“the less we encumber our Froceedings with repeated rulings 
and detailed questions, and references, the clearer we will 
understand the existing rules that control our actions.” 
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Reearpinc ReEcoMMENDATIONS 


1. The Grand Commander recommends a ceremony for 
opening or reconvening and adjourning Grand Commandery. 

The Grand Commandery that requires so much in ritual 
and tactics of its subordinate units must stand guilty of a 
strange inconsistency if it does not assent to a proposition of 
this kind. Your Committee most heartily agree with this 
recommendation and move the adoption of the following 
Regulation: 

The fundamental principles of the form, eeremony and 
tactics of reconvening and adjourning this Grand Commandery 
as presented in the report of the Grand Commander are hereby 
adopted for regular use at each Conclave of this Grand Com- 
mandery, subject to revision by order of the Grand Com- 
mander. 

2. The Grand Commander recommends a saving of much 
labor and expense by making commissions issued to repre- 
sentatives of this Grand Commandery in other Grand Juris- 
dictions continuous until revoked, instead of reissuing, or 
making new appointments, every three years as in the practice 
of this Grand Commandery at present. 

While the practice of appointing Grand Representatives is 
common and now prevails in all jurisdictions except one, your 
Committee are at a loss to find that they serve any useful 
purpose at all, at the present time. We presume the original 
intent and purpose of appointing Grand Representatives was 
that they might report to their own jurisdiction interesting 
items of action taken by the Grand Jurisdiction they repre- 
sented or that they might correspond among themselves 
regarding debatable questions. Of course in older times 
there were more contentious ideas than now and less uni- 
formity of action, and in those days there seemed to be in 
every jurisdiction at least one man or a group of men who 
employed their spare hours in the pleasureable pursuit and 
practice of spreading abroad what they knew or thought they 
knew of old time history, ritual, Templar law, usage, ete., 
writing about profusely, sometimes to the real benefit and 
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enlightment of the Fraternity, but more generally to their own 
self-esteem and glorification. These we can imagine were our 
first, perhaps our real representatives, and quite likely there 
was a place for them. But now we are quite fully and syste- 
matically organized. Our history is determined and our 
ritual fixed and uniform. What we do in our conclaves is 
generally quite fully set forth in our published Proceedings, 
and the reviewers take care of our mistakes and furnish the 
amusement. Official communications are by law directed 
through other channels, so why the Grand Representatives? 
If they are still at work on any useful purpose to Knight 
Templarism, what is it and where is it recorded? 

Your Committee would have welcomed a recommendation 
or a suggestion that the Office of Grand Representatives be 
abolished, but as he did not, but simply recommended that 
the commission stand until revoked, our duty only extends to 
the presentation of the following recommendation and to 
move its adoption: 


REGULATIONS 


On and after this date Commissions to Grand Representa- 
tives shall stand until revoked, or until new ones are issued by 
order of the Grand Commander or the Grand Commandery. 

The Grand Commander suggests that the fiscal year of 
each Commandery be made to correspond to the calendar 
year. 

Your Committee is in hearty accord with this suggestion, 
as it would complete the effective purpose of the Indentifica- 
tion Card. At the present time the fiscal year ends at varying 
periods in different Commanderies, so that our Identification 
Cards are of varying termination. If all dues of every Com- 
mandery were due and payable January 1st of each year, 
uniform cards of varying color each year could be issued. 
This would make identification possible and easy and facilitate 
the work of both the Recorder and Sentinel. It is the com- 
mon practice of all bodies using the card system. A number 
of the Commanderies have already made the change, and we 
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earnestly request all Commanderies to give this matter their 
serious consideration and attention without waiting for a 
General Regulation from Grand Commandery. 

The Grand Commander recommends a uniform method of 
submitting By Laws and Amendments for approval. 

At the present time By-Laws and Amendments are sub- 
mitted in varying form on blank sheets, almost any old thing, 
sometimes without reference to the Section to be amended, 
seldom in duplicate, many times without the seal of the Com- 
mandery or a certification of notice or when action was taken. 
It has not been the practice to keep. duplicate records for 
reference in the Grand Recorder’s Office, so nothing but a 
hunt in the Proceeding remains as a record. All this should 
be changed. A separ.te file for each Commandery should 
be had in the Grand Recorder’s Office to contain 

First. A Folder of all general correspondence of each 
Commandery. 

Second. A Folder containing a certified complete copy of 
the By-Laws together with a certified copy of all Amendments 
and the date thereof. 

Under the provision of the Constitution Article X,Section 9, 
the Grand Commander may approve By-Laws or Amend- 
ments adopted during the interim between Conclaves, the 
ultimate approval being vested in the Grand Commandery. 

We present the following recommendation and move its 
adoption: 

i REGULATIONS 


All By-Laws and Amendments thereto shall be submitted 
under the seal of the Commandery, certified by the Recorder. 
The certification of the Recorder shall state the date of pres- 
entation to the Commandery, the date of adoption, and 
state that all provisions of the existing By-Laws regarding 
Amendments have been complied with. 

They shall be presented in triplicate, containing, if amend- 
ments, a copy of the Sections amended or added to, one copy 
to be ‘sent to the Grand Recorder, and two copies sent to the 
Grand Commander. Of the two copies sent to the Grand 
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Commander he will return one with his action thereon and 
retain the other for report and printing. 

The Grand Recorder shall keep in the office of the Grand 
Commandery a complete file of all approved By-Laws and 
Amendments of each Commandery, including the corre- 
spondence thereon and correspondence of each Commandery 
in general. 

VISITATIONS 


The Grand Commander reports upon an extension of the 
Visitation system by the Division Commanders, concerning 
the executive operations and functions of the Commanderies 
and discloses many facts concerning their administration 
which evidence the need of such visitations, constant super- 
vision and advice and correction. Grand Commandery has 
long been in need of such information and we heartily com- 
mend the Grand Commander for his industry in this respect. 
It is the duty of the Grand Commander to know as far as 
possible the exact condition of each Commandery and we 
recommend a continuance of the methods of this year to 
obtain the required information. We call attention of Grand 
Commandery, however, to the fact that such visitations and 
investigations necessarily entail increased expenses and while 
they are absolutely necessary and proper they are not con- 
sistently an expense properly chargeable to the Inspecting 
system as we know it, but more properly chargeable to the 
executive functions of the office of Grand Commander. A 
“rose by any other name might smell as sweet’? but it is 
certainly nice and comforting to know what we are smelling of. 


FINANCES 


We are in full accord with what the Grand Commander so 
excellently says regarding finances. A sound business 
administration demands that we should live within our means, 
but for the same reasons a wise administration also demands 
that adequate revenues must be at all times provided. As 
the Grand Commander says “There is a constantly increasing” 
“cost in the management of the affairs of this” Grand Com- 
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mandery, just as there is in other ‘‘growing bodies.” Curtail, 
yes if possible “but by no backward steps.’”’ We, the first of 
the Grand Commanderies must be a leader in all that makes 
for the glory of our Order. We must care for this expense in 
a business-like manner, not lavishly but amply. Nothing is 
more conducive to this end than a systematic consideration 
of all expenses and a wise provision for same through a budget 
system. We therefore commend the Grand Commander for 
his action in this respect and recommend a continuance of 
such practices. 


TEMPLAR SERVICE 


We heartily endorse the action of the Grand Commander 
in appointing a Committee on Templar Service and allying 
this body with the Grand Lodge, Grand Chapter, Grand 
Council and Scottish Rite Bodies of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island in social service and welfare work. The unification of 
this work by Masonic Bodies is the greatest and most useful 
problem before the entire fraternity and comprehends the 
fundamental principals upon which our Order is founded. 
Too long has this unification and recognition been delayed. 

As a concrete proposition along these useful lines we indorse 
the action of the Grand Commander and his remarks thereon 
in subscribing $5,000 toward the erecting and equipment of 
an addition to Juniper Hall a Hospital for the care of chronic 
and incurable diseases, managed and controlled by the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts. We trust the Committee on Finance 
and the Trustees will indorse the action and make suitable 
provision for same. 


DISPENSATIONS 


We agree with all the Grand Commander has to offer con- 
cerning dispensations. Commanders and Sir Knights should 
definitely understand that large and very extensive powers are 
granted the Grand Commander by the Statutes of the En- 
campment, Section 156-158 ine., regarding the appearance of 
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Commanderies in public, Section 157 reads, the determination 
of what is a proper occasion for a Commandery to appear in 
public belongs to the Grand Master or the Grand Commander. 


Therefore it is a personal right of the Grand Commander, 
irrespective of precedent or opinion of anyone or anybody, 
irrespective of what has been done or what shall be done or 
what action this body shall take to grant or refuse any and all 
dispensations for public appearance as he chooses, while in 
office. 


As the action of this body is not essential and is in effect 
powerless to determine the action of the Grand Commander, 
it is consequently not his duty to report his dispensations in 
this respect, but that there may be some consistency, some 
system pregnant with harmony and good will, we hope the 
Grand Commanders will continue to report what they have 
granted or refused. 


CONCLUSION . 


Your Committee recommends most heartily a careful 
reading and a very intensive study and consideration of the 
entire report of the Grand Commander more especially by 
those officers and Sir Knights whose constitutional duties lay 
upon them the heavy responsibilities of leadership and progress. 


The fundamental demands of our Order are many and varied 
not only to ourselves but to humanity in general. Your 
Grand Commander has pointed the pathway for he hasn’t 
missed much of the best of present day demands in Masonry 
and Templarism. ‘ 


Too long some of them have been neglected— some forgotten. 
They may be conceived and accomplished only by an ever 
present watchfulness, wise systematic administration under 
our laws and constructive leadership. 


We highly commend and congratulate the Grand Com- 
mander for his broad, comprehensive and constructive recom- 
mendations and suggestions, his painstaking attention to

Report of the Inspector Instructor

To Grand Commandery: October 1, 1928. 

; As we enter into the second decade of the present form of our 

inspection system and submit our report of the eleventh year, 

We are impressed again more forcibly with the facts of our 

success in the general improvement, with but few exceptions 

of each Commandery in all that makes for the welfare and 
high standing of our Grand Commandery. 

What is of more significance, the improvement has been one 
of continued growth and evolution. Some failures, mostly in 
minor respects, have been experienced. They must be ex- 
pected in any system involving human execution, but the 
percentage has been small, indeed, and except in one case, 
located where expected and due to conditions over which our 
inspection has and could have no control. 

This brings us to consideration of those things which in a 
more or less minor way affect the standing of some of our 
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Commanderies at the present time, and may continue to 
operate in a larger and more vital way as the years go by. 

First perhaps in consideration comes the matter of juris- 
dictional lines. Ours is an old jurisdiction and many changes 
of population, together with travel, communications, business 
and economic factors have seriously disturbed the old balance 
of suitable control of new candidates and even old membership. 

It is not within the province of the Inspector Instructor to 
here suggest or propose the remedy, if he had one, but some- 
time the Grand Commandery must face it with some deter- 
mination. 

Consider for example the Boston district with its concurrent 
jurisdiction. Business and easy means of travel have made 
for the popularity of those Commanderies meeting in the 


-Temple at Boston, to the corresponding disadvantage of Com- 


manderies having concurrent jurisdiction located at Charles- 
town, East Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester and Hyde Park. 

This is not a particularly serious situation, as the jurisdiction 
is concurrent although in the future it surely will not improve. 
For why should a petitioner, doing business in the center of 
Boston, associated most of the hours of day with purely 
Boston friends, join a Commandery located where he spends 
most of his sleeping hours only? 

If such conditions operate under conditions of concurrent 
jurisdiction, what must we expect when jurisdiction is exclu- 
sive of Boston in such localities as Newton, Waltham, Malden, 
Melrose and Winthrop, all containing prospective new ma- 
terial of purely Boston business affiliations? 

But the most serious condition exists notably in a few spots 
where new Commanderies have been formed out of old es- 
tablished jurisdictions, without conferring concurrent juris- 
diction or were ill considered and hastily recommended. 

I do not intend to be critical and I make mention only to 
explain the difficulties which are opened up by our experience 
with Inspections. South Shore Commandery has never 
recovered from the formation of Quincy Commandery. This 
is no reflection on Quincy Commandery, which has prospered. 
Cyprus Commandery was affected by the formation of Temple 
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Commandery and certainly Temple Commandery has not 
prospered generally. 

William Parkman Commandery was surely hard hit by the 
formation of Winthrop Commandery and Winthrop Com- 
mandery’s future is surely circumscribed by a very limited 
jurisdiction. Old Colony Commandery, one of our older 
Commanderies, is today restricted in growth by a jurisdiction 
of wide extent but containing a population rather dormant 
for the last fifty years or more, still located but a few miles 
from Bay State Commandery which has through natural 
causes absorbed most of its opportunities for growth. 

One of the oddities of our jurisdictions lies with the city of 
Taunton. A resident of Taunton may apply to Commanderies 
located in Attleboro, Providence, Pawtucket, Brockton, Fall 
River, New Bedford—a concurrent jurisdiction of eight Com- 
manderies, forty miles long, sixteen wide. 

St. George Commandery is seriously restricted between 
Salem and Newburyport. Orange and Athol are too close for 
comfort and efficiency. 

These are a few of the jurisdiction difficulties which affect 
our Inspection system. In addition to the matter as affecting 
growth we are met with the difficulties of attendance, the 
selection of officers, the incidental lack of co-operation and the 
enthusiasm which would naturally result from more logical 
situations and conditions. 

Beyond all this we are circumscribed by the lack of suitable 
Asylums for the convenient display of our tactical formations. 
There are possibly only five Asylums in the jurisdiction moder- 
ately suitable for these movements and none entirely adequate, 
as all are more or less distinctly arranged for other Masonic 
activities. 

Yet in spite of all this, our experience in the past and our 
marks this year as well, entitle us to claim continued success, 
as a whole, in all our requirements. We are proud of the high 
standard which has been set and maintained by the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

MARKS 


The basis of our marking system remains by law the same— 
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100 points as follows: Commander 20, Prelate 10, other Officers 
10, Full Form 5, Paraphernalia 5, Total 50, Ritual. Military 
Movements 15, Military Appearance 15, Floor Work 10, 
Attendance 50% of Membership in Uniform 10. Total 50, 
Tactical. Grand Total 100. 


We have the same pleasure as last year to report that two 
Commanderies, Beauseant and Haverhill, reached the highest 
standard, 10 minus. Beauseant continues consistent. Haverhill 
seems to be on the way. Congratulations and best wishes to both. 


It is remarkable, in view of the changing conditions in each 
year, of weather, health, sickness, etc., how large a percentage 
of our Commanderies reach such a high standard of perfection 
in both Ritual and Tactics. 

For the last five years Forty or more of the Fifty-Three 
Commanderies have quite consistently attained a rating above 
85% efficiency. It is still more remarkable in view of the fact 
that each year the standard has been raised and less of the 
minor deficiencies overlooked. 

When a Grand Commandery can maintain for a period of 
years a standard of efficiency of 85% in 80% of its Comman- 
deries under requirements which exceed the common standard, 
it seems cause for congratulation. It is, in fact, all that can 
be desired; for it is not the proficiency of a small number of 
Commanderies that is helpful but the general high standing, 
even moderately high standing, of all that counts for the good 
of the Order. 

No system of marks can perfectly set forth an exact picture 
of actual condition, and ours is no exception. In any system, 
we set up contention and competition, for they are the very 
life blood to achievement and success. But as in all such 
competitions it leaves a trail of disappointment and dissatis- 
faction and if the pressure of competition is too great the end 
is defeated. 

We do not desire to take one iota of credit from those Com- 
manderies who have, or quite comfortably can, attain the 
highest mark of ten minus, but it can be quite easily under- 
stood that there are Commanderies which are not in a condi 
tion, for many adequate and sensible reasons, to attain it, o

attempt to attain it. Therefore we warn the Commanders to 
consider well the physical and financial status of their Com- 
manderies and govern themselves in accordance with the 
same, with the assurance that good work of the nine plus class 
which we firmly believe is possible with all but a few Com- 
manderies will reflect all the glory we can reasonably ask upon 
themselves and upon this Grand Commandery.

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ATTENDANCE 


There is some criticism of the attendance system. In this 
requirement we are unique but personally we consider it among 
the greatest of our essentials, in that it preserves a personal 
contact with the entire membership and supports and main- 
tains the requirement for the uniform. Drop this essential 
and in a few years the inspection would be in Asylums with 
practically officers only present, and in a still fewer years 
would come the ery, “Abolish the uniform requirement and 
-we can increase candidates by hundreds.” 

Too much stress is laid by some on the attendance mark. 
In perfection it counts only ten. If therefore local conditions 
are adverse to attaining perfection of ten, make reasonable 
efforts and get out the possible, with the assurance that if even 
five only is attainable in attendance mark, a nine plus mark 
for-the Commandery is possible if Ritual and Tactics are 
perfected as any set of average officers may accomplish by 
reasonable practice and attention. As an example last year 
twelve attained nine plus with attendance marks of from six 
to eight only. 

Grand Commandery is not asking through its Inspection 
system that any Commandery shall “go broke” in an effort to 
attain ten minus or even nine plus. No mark of nine minus 
or more can be considered other than creditable and satis- 
factory if it is the result of honest effort. Conversely if a 
higher mark is attained at the expense of the physical and 
economical condition of the organization it is a serious fault 
of the Commander and carries with it no credit even though 
the very highest mark be reached. 


LADIES’ NIGHTS 


As a helpful adjunct to the welfare and sociability of the 
Commanderies we have approved and recommended the 
holding of public socials and Ladies’ Night on the Inspection 
Dates, at which time our tactical formations, Commandery 
line, Inspection and Review, etc., which are not secrets of 
Order, might be exemplified. 
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Most of these affairs and a large and increasing number have 
been held, have been very successful in a majority of cases, 
when planned with care and some experience. They should 
be planned, however, in every case as a source of profit ma- 
terially and socially and never as a lavish drain upon the 
resources of the Commandery. 

Where the conditions and circumstances are convenient and 
possible we believe these Ladies’ Nights are of great advantage, 
and we heartily recommend them. But one objection occurs, 
they must not be made a direct adjunct of the Inspection. No 
part of the Inspection mark should depend upon what happens 
outside of the Asylum or in the presence of the public. All 
ceremonies, both Ritualistic and Tactical, should be concluded 


in regular form in a regular conclave and the mark announced 
therein. 


INSPECTIONS 


The work of inspection this year has been particularly hard 
on account of sickness, change of dates, etc., which more or 
less seriously at times affected the Inspectors as well as a 
number of the Commanders. The Commanderies responded 
very promptly to an early appeal for definite dates,so we were 
able to start at a very early and unusual date, at least the 
publication of our plans. 

Few, however, of the Commanders selected early dates, 
only five before January 1 and only three before Febru- 
ary Ist. It is hoped that a much larger number will select 
dates in November, December and January. Possibly the 
Commanders want us to do the selecting. This we will 
cheerfully do if necessary. 

We also continue to advise against the waste of time at 
Inspection Dates. Have no business except inspection. 
Commence not earlier than 4.30 p.m. Dinner 6.30 p.m., 
Reception 7.15 p.m. Close not later than 9 p.m. including 
remarks. 

No particular recommendation other than here expressed 
appears necessary. We have a ritual, reference book, and 
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plans for every tactical movement. What more can you ask? 
Read, reflect, act, perform. 


CONCLUSION 
The years that have passed are gone beyond recall. 
The Moving Finger writes; and, having writ, 
Moves on: nor all thy Piety and Wit 
Shall lure it back to cancel half a Line, 
Nor all thy Tears wash out a Word of it. 


Still the achievements of the past we may glory in and 
mourn of our defeats. Yet hardships, disasters, failures, lie 
not wholly in defeat. Success and victory often face a more 
serious and trying pathway. Defeat often strengthens, 
victory many times softens our moral fibre. 

May we remember these things in the days of the general 
prosperity of our Order and gird up our loins for greater service 
in the cause to which we have so solemnly consecrated our- 
selves. Our forefathers builded deep and strong the founda- 
tions upon which the superstructure of our spiritual Temple 
now stands without blemish or shame before the ethical gaze 
of humanity. May their work and example be extended by 
our service to the Brotherhood of Man into the radiant light 
of more glorious achievement.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MARKING FOR 
ATTENDANCE AND INSPECTION 


October 25, 1928. 


To the Members of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island: 

Your Committee met after appointment and planned to 
obtain data on which to base a study of the attendance 
problem. It appeared that the best source of information 
as to the results of the attendance mark and the effect upon 
the Sir Knights, was the Commanderies. We wanted their 
View Point. We issued the following circular letter: 


August 20, 1928. 
Eminent Sir: 
At the Semi-Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery, 
May 16th, the following motion was made: 


“That a committee of five be appointed to report at 
the Annual Conclave in October upon the advisability of 
discontinuing the giving of points or marks for attendance 
at Inspection.” 


The Grand Commander has appointed the undersigned as 
a committee to consider this motion. 

The committee would be glad to receive from you or any 
member of your Commandery any suggestions which will 
assist in considering this motion and in reporting a solution 
which will be for the best interests of each commandery and 
for the Grand Commandery as a whole. 

The committee will meet at the office of the Grand Com- 
mandery, Room 206, Masonic Temple, Boston, Friday, 
September 14, from 7.00 to 9.00 p.m., and will be glad to hear 
from you before that time. 

It will help if you will answer the following: 


1. How many Sir Knights of your Commandery reside 
more than forty miles from your Asylum? 
2. Does your Commandery charge for inspection dinner? 
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If you desire to present your views in person we will be 
pleased to have you with us at that time. 

Four copies were mailed to each Commander, and one copy 
to each officer of the Grand Commandery. The replies both 
verbal and written, have been very helpful to the Committee, 
and the Committee are thankful to all who responded to our 
request.e 

We received several letters strongly advising a continuation 
of the present system of marking for attendance. Others 
believed in the attendance mark but asked for a lower per- 
centage. While others asked for the Committee to recom- 
mend that the mark for attendance be abolished. 

Here are extracts: ‘‘We believe the Inspection idea most 
valuable, but believe that some details can be changed.” 

“It is the one evening of the year when the Sir Knights do 
make an effort to come out, to not only uphold their Com- 
mandery, but to greet their old friends as well.” 

“Wide margin of territory—hard to get out attendance.” 

“Getting out attendance is expensive.” 

“Asylums not large enough to accommodate fifty percent 
of members.” 

“The more work we create for the Sir Knights of our Com- 
mandery the more interested they are.” 

“More stress on Ritual and Tactics—less on attendance.” 

“The older Commanderies should have a better chance to 
get out attendance.” 

“They will not have a shortage of room if attendance is 
abolished.” 


“The attendance part of the work must be eliminated.” 

“We should have more Field Days and Parades—these are 
more important than marks for attendance for the Com- 
mandery.” 

“Mark not fair—should be based wholly on Ritual and 
Tactics.” 

“Without the attendance mark, I admit this would mean 


that many members of our Commandery will not turn out for 
Inspection.” 
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“Mark for attendance the one weak spot in our Inspection 
system.” 

“The more members you get out the more it costs the 
Commandery.” 

“The social work of the Commandery, the work among the 
children, the hospital work, the attention to our infirm fraters, 
their widows and orphans we do not see mentioned in the 
Proceedings, these to us are very much more important than 
a mark for attendance at Inspection.” 

“Mark for attendance should be based on uniforms owned 
by the Commandery.” 

“Good work on Ritual offset by mark on attendance—this 
allows a Commandery which can get out attendance to pay 
less attention to Ritual and Tactics—it means in our Com- 
mandery, one grade higher to equal the mark in a Comman- 
dery where the officers put their time in getting out atten- 
dance, they can get by on Ritual and Tactics.” 

“Commanderies with a good average attendance are out- 
ranked by Commanderies who have a large attendance at 
Inspection and a small attendance at their regular Conclaves.” 

“No record for charity or helpfulness.” 

“Grand Commandery should encourage Field Days—just 
as important as attendance.” 

“We do good work in helping out the sick in hospitals—why 
not give at least a mention of that.” 

“There should be some attendance mark—without it no 
effort would be made to get out attendance.” 


“Present percentage too high for the larger Commanderies.” 
“Shortage of uniforms.” 


“Members at a distance.” 
“Impossible to get out attendance.” 


Many letters and verbal suggestions covered the same 
ground for and against the present system. 

With the facts before us, and with the suggestions and 
desires of the Commanderies both for retaining and abolishing 
the mark—your Committee also noted the number who 
favored a mark for attendance but wanted a change in some 
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of the details. Your Committee went into all the phases of 
the attendance, also matters presented to us as bearing on 
attendance, and herein give you the results of our labor. 


EXPENSE 

Your Committee find that in the matter of expense for 
attendance at Inspection the custom varies in Commanderies. 
Some Commanderies hold a series of dinners for their Com- 
mittee on Attendance, some give an entertainment, others do 
not create an expense. 

In many Commanderies members are charged for dinner at 
Inspection, but in the majority of Commanderies no charge 
is made. 

The opinion varies as to the effect of charging for dinners at 
Inspection. 

It is the privilege of the Commandery to have a dinner or 
not, or charge for it, or furnish it free, they alone control. 

The visitors invited and uninvited, are also matters for 
each Commandery to decide, it is entirely in their control. 
The officers of the Grand Commandery do not extend invi- 
tations to Inspections, this is done by the Commandery 
officers, or the vote of the Commandery. 


UNIFORMS 

The ancient Templars were a military order founded for 
defence, and history gives in detail their uniform. 

The modern Knights Templars were organized as a uni- 
formed body. A uniform is, and has been one of the re- 
quirements for a Knights Templar, and the Grand Encamp- 
ment has rejected every attempt to change or modify that 
requirement. It has always been emphasized in this Grand 
Commandery, that we are a uniformed body, and many of our 
Commanderies have a by-law which excludes any member, 
not in uniform from the asylum—unless excused by the 
Commander. 

It has been said that there are 45 organizations which 
require affiliation with the Masonic Order as a condition of 
membership. But Knights Templars are unique in this 
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respect—we are a militant, if not a military body, uniformed, 
armed and equipped to uphold the Christian religion—fol- 
lowers of the ancient Templars. 

While in the distant past there may appear to have been 
some individual lapses in regard to procuring uniforms, the 
requirements have been quite faithfully followed. 

The attendance in uniform at Inspections of the Comman- 
deries has been a matter of record for many years. In the 
printed Proceedings of this Grand Commandery for 1892 
and every year since that time we find the attendance “in 
uniform” and “not in uniform’ are recorded for each Com- 
mandery. And it is interesting to note that, even in the olden 
days, several of the Commanderies had more than fifty percent 
of their members present in uniform at Inspection. At that 
time no mark was given for attendance. 

On May 17, 1917, this Grand Commandery voted that after 
September Ist of that year, every candidate must be knighted 
in his own uniform, and this constitution is enforced in every 
Commandery. 

It appears to your Committee that the Inspection of a 
Commandery would necessitate the attendance of a large 
proportion of its members in uniform. 

Your Committee checked up the records for uniforms and 
regalias but were unable to use the figures, as, in our opinion, 
they were of doubtful value, and are not, in some cases, good 
guesses. 

ATTENDANCE 


The first Inspection under our present system was in 
January, 1918, and 20 points in a total of 100, were credited 
for an attendance of 50 percent of the total membership 
present in uniform. This was rated as “perfect” attendance. 
A proportional part of the 20 points being credited for a 
lesser attendance. No extra credit was given for excess over 
50 per cent. 

After two years’ trial the basis for marking was changed to a 
credit of 10 points for “perfect”’ attendance and this has been 
in effect for the past nine years. 
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In the early days of our present system of Inspection it was 
claimed that a shortage of uniforms existed in some Com- 
manderies, but, as the requirement for a uniform has been 
enforced for eleven years and every candidate knighted during 
that time has a uniform, your Committee believe that the 
larger part of the percentage of the uniform shortage which 
existed some years ago has been taken up by the increase in 
membership. 

It would appear that a Sir Knight should be interested in 
attending the conclaves of his Commandery and take a part 
in its activities. The loyalty of the individual Sir Knight 
and the interest in his Commandery which he shows by ap- 
pearing in his uniform at the Annual Inspection plays an 
important part in the inspection of a Commandery. 

The Inspection should cover the ritualistic work, equipment 
and tactics, and appearance of the Commandery, this of course, 
includes, uniforms and regalias worn by the Sir Knights, 
which can only be inspected when they appear to show their 
interest in their own Commandery. 

To judge a Commandery by the work, appearance and 
movements of officers, divisions and escort, would in the 
larger Commanderies, be giving a Commandery rating based 
on less than three per cent of its membership. 

Your Committee charted the attendance records for 20 
years—the years 1908 to 1927 inclusive, ten years before and 
ten years under our present system of Inspection. According 
to the records during the period 1918 to 1927,33 Commanderies 
have had “perfect” at one or more Inspections.

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With some Commanderies it appears to be a habit in 
“getting the count.” But we are unable to find that any 
Commandery has a “perfect” attendance unless they plan 
and work to bring out their Members. When the habit is 
formed it does come easier for the Sir Knights to attend. 

The four younger Commanderies have a ‘‘perfect”’ atten- 
dance record at every Inspection. 

In studying the effect that size of a Commandery had on 
attendance we find that with

We find that since 1918 there has been an increase in mem- 
bership in every Commandery except two, and in these a 
small decrease was beyond their control. Every Commandery 
shows an increase in attendance at Inspection over the earlier 
period, and every Commandery has had a larger attendance 
in uniform in the later period. 

In figuring the increase in percentage in attendance in the 
years 1918 to 1927 over the period 1908 to 1917, it will be 
understood, that in the earlier period the TOTAL attendance 
with and without uniform was taken, while during the period 
1918 to 1927 the attendance in uniform only has been taken 
to agree with the marking system. 

As 6 Commanderies have been chartered since 1918 only 
47 Commanderies are included in the following table showing 
increase in percentage of members present at Inspection in 
uniform:

The figures do not show why it is a harder task for one 
Commandery than for another to get out the attendance. 

However, one condition does prevent all Commanderies 
being judged on the same basis as the matter of attendance 
and that is the wide variation in the number of members 
living at a distance from the Commandery. 1t would appear 
that a Sir Knight residing 40 miles or more from the asylum 
of the Commandery could not be expected, under normal 
conditions, to attend Inspections. 

The percentage of members residing at a distance of 40 
miles or more from their asylum runs from four to thirty-four 
per cent. Seven Commanderies having more than twenty 
per cent and 24 having more than ten percent. 

The Committee believe that all Commanderies would be 
brought to a more equal basis for figuring attendance if this 
condition was remedied. 

The attendance of every member residing within 40 miles 
of the asylum in his own Commandery at least once each year 
to renew his interest would be a valuable asset to the Com- 
mandery and a large factor in its future success and growth. 
In addition many Sir Knights, particularly those who have 
been members for many years, look forward to meeting their 
fraters on Inspection night. 

After giving consideration to the various matters suggested 
as effecting the attendance at Inspection, your Committee are 
of the opinion that changes should be made to overcome the 
grounds for claims of injustice to some Commanderies. This 
we believe can be done without impairing the high standing 
of our Inspection system and we recommend that: 


1. The average attendance during the year at all regular 
and special conclaves of each Commandery be printed 
in the Proceedings. 

2. For the purposes of marking for attendance in uniform 
at Inspection, the number of members of a Commandery 
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who reside forty miles or more from the asylum of their 
Commandery be deducted from the number of total 
membership, and the percentage of attendance of mem- 
bers in uniform be computed on the remaining number. 

8. The mark for attendance of members in uniform at 
Inspection be separated from all other marks and shown 
as a distinct mark. 

4. The percentage of attendance in uniform of each Com- 
mandery at Inspection be printed in the Proceedings. 


After all is said in regard to uniforms, equipment, ritualistic 
work, parades and attendance at Inspections—these are but 
means to an ideal. Means to keep alive within ourselves the 
vows we have taken.

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NEW BUSINESS 

E.-Sir Charles W. Pike presented an amendment to the 
Constitution as follows: 

That Sec. 2, Art. XII of the Constitution of this Grand 
Commandery be amended by dropping the entire Section 
and substituting the following: “Every subordinate Com- 
mandery shall make annually to the Grand Recorder on or 
before the first day of October a return of the roll of its Officers 
and Members and of all candidates for the Orders accepted 
or rejected up to and including August 31st next preceding, 
and pay to this Grand Commandery five dollars for every 
Companion receiving the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross 
and fifty cents for every member returned, and from the sum 
thus collected shall be paid the assessment of five cents for 
every member levied by the Grand Encampment. So long 
as the educational regulation of the Grand Encampment 
shall remain in force an additional sum of $1.00 for each 
member returned shall be paid by each Commandery. The 
total of this $1.00 assessment shall be used for Educational 
purposes. A Commandery failing to make said annual return on 
the first day of October shall pay a penalty of twenty-five dollars.

He has enjoyed a very busy year and 
upon recommendation of the Committee on Grand Com- 
mander’s Address a vote of thanks was extended him by 
Grand Commandery for his deep and abiding interest in our 
Order and the labor and time he has cheerfully and generously 
given to its service. 


Immediately following the opening of Grand Commandery 
a number of distinguished guests were received and welcomed 
by the Grand Commander. R..E.Sir William H. Carter, 
Grand Commander of Mississippi; R..E..Sir John R. Tally, 
Past Grand Commander of Mississippi; E..Sir James M. 
Pearson, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Alabama; 
Sir Knight Leonidas W. Kolb, Grand High Priest of the 
Grand Chapter of Alabama, and E..Sir Robert M. Strong, 
Grand Master of the Grand Council of Alabama. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander occupies 
thirty-four pages of the proceedings and is a fine resume of 
his administration. He issued three dispensations and refused 
two, all of these being later approved by Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee and Grand Commandery. A number of recommenda- 
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tions were made, most of same relating to the Inspection 
System and upon recommendation of the Jurisprudence 
Committee, these were referred to the incoming Grand Com- 
mander. One decision was made which was strictly in accord 
with Templar law. We are pleased to quote one paragraph 
from his address: ‘“We are assembled here for a noble purpose, 
that of planning and providing for a greater campaign in the 
interest of this great work, I extend a most cordial and hearty 
greeting. With our membership filled with a complete 
realization of that for which our beloved organization stands, 
what ends could we not achieve: Templarism would go 
forward and upward, wielding a most profound influence for 
good, far-reaching in its effects. The strength of our Order 
lies not alone in members, but in the character of our mem- 
bership. Therefore I would urge quality and not quantity 
as an ever present watchword.” We are surprised to note 
the number of rituals reported as short by the Inspector 
Instructor. Sixteen Commanderies are reported with a total 
of twenty-six rituals missing. Eight of this number are 
reported as vouched for by the Commander or Recorder, so 
we assume the total actually missing is about eighteen. We 
would suggest that if Grand Commandery would vote to 
assess a fine of about twenty-five dollars per ritual this situa- 
tion would take care of itself. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $31,005.70; disbursements 
$10,981.06; balance on hand $20,592.14; balance in hands of 
Grand Recorder $7,527.00; complete balance of general fund 
as reported by Finance Committee $28,119.14. Triennial 
Fund $6,490.35. 


The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 8,463. 
Net loss for the year 220. Two hundred and eighty-three 
were knighted during the year but five hundred and fifty- 
seven members were lost from non payment of dues. 


The Educational Fund Committee have been very busy 
during the year as evidenced by their full and comprehensive 
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report. Fifty-eight new loans have been made. Of those 
who have graduated, twenty have made partial payment and 
eight have paid in full. Balance on hand $469.88. 

’ The Triennial Committee have made all arrangements for 
the Conclave in Detroit with headquarters at the Hotel 
Statler. On Wednesday evening July 18th a formal reception 
will be held at the Statler and Grand Commandery will keep 
open house at rooms 316-318 during the entire Conclave. 


The Report on Correspondence is from the pen of E.-Sir 
George H. Thigpen and nothing of importance escapes his 
attention. He reviews forty-two Grand Jurisdictions in 
ninety-two pages of the volume. We thank him sincerely 
for his courteous reference to our personal efforts and for his 
thorough review of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


On the closing day of the Conclave, R.:.E.-.Orlando S. Finch, 
was elected Grand Commander and it was voted to hold the 
Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave in the city of Mobile, commenc- 
ing on Wednesday, April 24, 1929. 


Arizona, 1928 


On Sunday February 12, 1928 the members of the Grand 
Commandery of Arizona and Sir Knights of Arizona Com- 
mandery No. 1, lead by the DeMolay Band, escorted R.:.E.-. 
Sir Sheridan S. Kendall, personal representative of the Grand 
Master, from the hotel to the Masonic Temple. The Services 
were in charge of E.:.and Rev. Sir James R. Jenkins Grand 
Prelate of the Grand Commandery; and were attended by 
Officers and Member of the Grand Commandery together with 
other Sir Knights, their families and friends. 


The Thirty-fifth Annual Conclave was convened in the 
Asylum of Arizona Commandery, No. 1, in the city of Tucson, 
on Monday, February 13, 1928 at 10 o’clock A.M. with the 
Deputy Grand Commander presiding in the enforced absence 
of the Grand Commander, who was unable to be present at 
the Conclave. 
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The Annual Address of the Grand Commander was read by 
the Deputy Grand Commander and we note that R.:.E.-.Sir 
Fiedler visited each of the seven Commanderies in the Jurdisc- 
tion. He issued but two dispensations and rendered no deci- 
sions. Under the heading of In Memoriam we find the name 
of R.:.E.-.Sir James S. Blake of our own Jurisdiction but regret 
to note that this Grand.Juris liction is referred to as Massa- 
chusetts, instead of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


R...E..Sir Kendall, personal representative of the Grand 
Master, gave a splendid address which is printed in full in the 
Preceedings. We are pleased to quote one paragraph: ‘There 
are now in this country, some forty-five organizations which 
require a membership in some Masonic organization as a pre- 
requisite to membership in theirs. Some are composed of men, 
some of women and others are composed of both men and 
women. While these organizations may be worthy and accom- 
plishing some good, they nevertheless are injuring the Masonic 
institution and breaking down its superstructure by drawing 
men away from its activities and clouding the beauties of the 
institution. This condition has become so serious that it is 
now receiving the serious consideration of all Masonic students 
and ultimately will be corrected.” 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $7,343.22; disbursements 
$2,414.20; leaving a balance on hand of $4,929.02. This 
balance is divided as follows: General Fund $1,693.98; Educa- 
tional Fund $2,911.08; Triennial Fund $323.96. 


The Grand Recorder reports a total membership in the 
seven Commanderies of the Jurisdiction of 765 Net loss for 
the year 29. 


This volume does not contain any report on Templar Review 
and we fail to note that any Reviewer has been appointed for 
the coming year. 


The Thirty-Sixth Annual Conclave will be held in the city 
of Prescott, Arizona, February eleventh, 1929. 
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CaLirornia, 1928 


The Seventieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of California was held in the city of San Diego, April 19-20, 
1928, with Grand Commander, George Burnham, presiding. 

This splendid volume opens with a fine Finlay & Conn 
portrait of R..E..Sir Burnham and is followed by several 
pages of interesting data of Masonic matters both in California 
and elsewhere. 

Following the reception of the large number of distinguished 
guests, religious services were conducted by Grand Prelate and 
Rev. Sir Knight William H. Thomas. Speaking of Jesus 
going down from the Mount and curing an epileptic boy, he 
said: “My worthy Fraters, what is the difference in principle 
between this gracious act of Jesus and the Social Settlement of 
today—inspired and sustained from some center of religious 
devotion; the Summer Camp for needy children, made possible 
by the gifts of personal devotion of those who have seen the 
radiant face of the crucified Christ; the Children’s Home at 
Covina, built and maintained by the great heart of Masonry, 
extending out its fraternal spirit to the orphans of those of our 
brethren who have gone-home; or the Knights Templars 
Hospital located therein. Are not all of these showing the 
word of Christian brotherhood made flesh and dwelling among 
us, full of grace and truth, the visible projection of the glory 
of worship and communion into patient, lowly forms of unsel- 
fish service?” , 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a “Gem” 

_to use the language of our California fraters and it is without 
question one of the best that has come to our attention. He 
granted sixty-two dispensations and visited a large proportion 
of his constituent Commanderies, during his regime. We 
were somewhat surprised to note that a dispensation was 
granted for a House Warming in the new home of a junior Past 
Commander. Such a dispensation would certainly be ques- 
tioned in the land of the Codfish and Clams, however we 


a the Right Eminent had some good reason for granting 
this. 


REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE 7 


A Resolution was unanimously adopted to extend an invita- 
tion at Detroit for the Grand Encampment to hold their 
1934 Triennial Conclave at San Francisco. 


From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a total 
membership of 14,555. Net gain for the year 126. 


The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $61,025.12; disbursements $38,017.63; 
balance on hand in General Fund $23,007.49; Invested Funds 
$30,863.91. 

The Educational Fund Committee report the amount 
loaned this year as $15,180.00; balance on hand available for 
loans $8,044.81. 

Upon motion made by the Committee on Dispensations and 
Charters it was voted to grant a dispensation to the Sir Knights 
at Tulare, California, to form and open a Commandery in that 
City. 

Many reports from special Committees were read and acted 
upon and a number of amendments to the Grand Commandery 
By-Laws were adopted but these are of local interest only. 


The report on Templar Review is by Grand Recorder Davis 
and occupies 105 pages of the volume. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in three pages and 
nothing of importance in our Proceedings has escaped his 
attention. 


The Seventy-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of California will be held in the city of San Francisco, 
April 18-19, 1929. 


Canapa, 1927 


The Forty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Great Priory of 
Canada was held in the city of Edmonton, Alberta, August 
9-10, 1927 with M..E..Geo. B. McLeod, Supreme Grand 
Master, presiding. The Conclave opened with religious exer- 
cises conducted by Grand Chaplain Rev. Dr. S. Fea, of Van 
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couver, B. C., who delivered a splendid sermon which is 
printed in full in the proceedings. 


The Supreme Grand Master delivered a fine address but as 
he refers almost wholly to affairs of local interest we will not 
quote from same. 


Considerable space is devoted to reports of the Provincial 
Priors, who give detailed accounts of their official visits to their 
several Preceptories and all seem to be doing good work. The 
Chairman of the Committee on the Condition of the Order 
later commented at length upon these reports and many valu- 
able suggestions are made in his review. 


M...E..Knight Charles H. Collins, Grand Representative of 
the Grand Encampment of the United States was officially 


received and conveyed the greetings of the Grand Encamp- 
ment. 


During the year dispensations were issued for two new Pre- 
ceptories and one was presented with its Charter. There are 
now 69 Preceptories in the Grand Priory with a total member- 
ship of 12,341. Net gain for the year 82. 


Fifty-one jurisdictions are ably reviewed by R.:.E..Knight 
John A. Cowan and Massachusetts and Rhode Island is 
accorded courteous consideration. 


The Forty-fifth Annual Assembly will be held in the city of 
London, Ontario, August 10, 1928. 


Cotorapo, 1927 


The Fifty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Colorado was held in Masonic Temple, Denver, 
Friday, September 23, 1927, with all Grand Officers, sixteen 
Past Grand Commanders, and representatives from thirty-six 
of the constituent Commanderies, present. 


This volume opens with a full page portrait of R.-.E..Sir 
Charles B. Little, Grand Commander 1927-1928, followed by 
a two page history of his Masonic and civic career. 
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After Grand Commandery was convened, Denver Com- 
mandery No. 25, exemplified, in a faultless manner, the 
opening of a Commandery in Full Form. 


Over twenty distinguished guests were present, including 
M...E.:.Sir George W. Vallery, Grand Master of the Grand 
Encampment, R.-.E.-.Sir William D. Pierce, Grand Captain 
of the Guard of the Grand Encampment; and R.:.E.-.Sir Otto 
Gramm, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery 
of Wyoming and personal representative of the Grand Master. 
All these fraters were received by Grand Commander Balcom 
and cordially welcomed to the Conclave. 


The Grand Commander appointed a Committee to extend 
their good wishes to R.:.E..Sir Michael H. Fitch, the oldest 
living Past Grand Commander of the Jurisdiction and the 
only man living who was present at their organization on 
March 14, 1876. R..E..Sir Fitch is ninety years of age and 
in fairly good health but failing eye-sight prevented his 
attendance at the Conclave. 


In the Annual Address of the Grand Commander we find 
several decisions rendered and a number of dispensations 
granted, all of same being later approved by Jurisprudence 
Committee and Grand Commandery. He reports at length 
upon the financial condition of the Grand Commandery and 
is quite disturbed by the fact that expenditures are exceeding 
the income. We quote one paragraph: ‘‘The Grand Com- 
mandery of Colorado is still solvent; but with its running 
expenses as provided by law being about equal to its receipts, 
these extraordinary expenditures authorized by motions or 
resolutions at the rate of $1,598.00 per annum, have exhausted 
our surplus; and we are now faced with the necessity of doing 
one of two things; either to provide the money with which to 
pay these extra expenses or else not to incur them.” 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 4,815. 
Net gain for the year 13. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $24,365.87; Disbursements 
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$14,237.75; leaving a balance on hand of $10,128.04; Triennial 
Fund $7,480.19. 


From the report of the Educational Loan Fund Committee 
we find a total of eighty-nine loans made amounting to 
$8,475.00. Balance on hand $698.84. 


During the afternoon session the Grand Commander 
presented M...E..Sir George W. Vallery, who delivered an 
earnest and practical address on the general conditions and 
problems of Templar Masonry. Following the address of the 
Grand Master, all the distinguished guests present were 
called upon for remarks, each of whom responded with 
Knightly greetings and expressions of good will. 


The Committee on Necrology submit a fine report and here 
we find the names of R...E..Sir J. Albert Blake and R.-.E...Sir 
James S. Blake of our own jurisdiction. 


The report on Templar Review is by R..E..Sir 8. C. Walker, 
Chairman of the Committee, and occupies eighty-one pages 
of the volume. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courte- 
ously reviewed in three pages. 


The Fifty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Colorado will be held in Denver, September 21, 1928. 


Connecticut, 1928 © 


The One Hundred and First Annual Conclave of the Grand 
Commandery of Connecticut was convened’in the Asylum of 
St. Johns Commandery No. 11, in Willimantic, May Ist, 1928 


This volume opens with a splendid Bather portrait of 
R..E..Sir James P. Mustard, Grand Commander 1927-1928 
and is followed by a brief sketch of Jim’s life, both Masonic 
and Civic. We take much pleasure in quoting one paragraph 
“Always a true friend where friendship was deserved ; always 
ready to serve where service was needed; always the exemplar 
of true manhood, winning respect and friendships among all 
those with whom he has associated.” 
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Immediately after the opening of Grand Commandery the 
lines were formed and M.:..E...Sir George W. Vallery, Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment of the United States of 
America, accompanied by R.:.E..Sir Harry G. Pollard, Grand 
Sword Bearer, was received and welcomed by Grand Com- 
mander Mustard. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander covers 
twelve pages of the report and he has had a very busy year. 
Twelve dispensations were granted, all of same being approved 
by Committee on Jurisprudence and Grand Commandery. 
No decisions were made. He includes in his report a letter 
of resignation from R.-.E..Sir Eli C. Birdsey who has served 
the Grand Commandery as Grand Recorder for a period of 
thirty-three years. Regarding this wonderful record he says: 
“This Grand Commandery owes R.:.E.-.Sir Birdsey a debt of 
gratitude that it can never repay. Serving as Grand Recorder 
for thirty-three years, and missing only one Annual Conclave 
since 1896, is a record of fidelity and service to this Grand 
Commandery that will never be surpassed.’’ Two recom- 
mendations were made, one relating to the printing of ad- 
dresses in the Proceedings and the other regarding a suitable 
Jewel for the Grand Commander. It was later voted by 
Grand Commandery to purchase a suitable Jewel to be used 
by the presiding Grand Commander. He speaks highly of 
the Grand Inspector, R.:.E...Sir Thomas W. Morgan, and his 
untiring efforts to raise the standard of the constituent Com- 
manderies in ritual and tactical work. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $18,263.78; Disbursements $12,036.01; 
balance on hand $1,227.77; Invested Funds $17,740.86. 


The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 6,609; 
Net loss for the year 83. When we note the losses in many of 
the Jurisdictions which we have reviewed to date it is a pleas- 
ure to record such a small loss as Connecticut shows. 


The Educational Fund Committee have made ten loans 
during the year aggregating $2,400.00; balance on hand 
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$15,598.16; total loans outstanding $7,898.00. Several of the 
ten made were second Joans and one was a third loan. 


; At the afternoon session of Grand Commandery the follow- 
ing Resolution was presented and unanimously adopted: 
“That for and during the lifetime only of R..E..Sir Eli C. 
Birdsey, there be and hereby is created, the office of Grand 
Recorder Emeritus of this Grand Commandery, Knights 
Templars of Connecticut, with the urgent request that in so 
far as his health will permit, R..E..Sir Birdsey accept the 
appointment and remain active in the councils of this body 


and continue to give to it the benefit of his years of experience, 
wisdom and Knightly fellowship.” 


Following the election of officers M..E..Sir Vallery pre- 
sented a Past Grand Commanders jewel to the retiring Grand 
Commander, R..E. Sir Mustard. At the same time he gave 
a ei interesting talk about the Order in general and the 
splendid work being done by the Knights Templars Educa- 
tional Fund throughout the land.

The Thirty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
lane of the District of Columbia was held in Masonic 
emple, Washington, May 14, 1928. Two special conclaves 
were called during the year, one on June 13, 1927, for the pur- 
pose of conducting the Templar burial service ai the funeral 
of Past Grand Commander Kopfer, and the other on March 
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7, 1928, for the purpose of attending the funeral of E..Sir 
Johnston, Grand Recorder Emeritus. 

Grand Commander, Mark F. Finley, in his report, stated 
that loyalty and devotion to the splendid principles of our 
Order have characterized the efforts of many of our Sir 
Knights, who have thus added another year of zealous and 
unselfish work to their already enviable records. We would 
judge from the aforesaid that he is well satisfied with his 
Jurisdiction. He is somewhat disturbed by the fact that 
some of his Commanderies do not wear their uniforms as much 
as they should and urges careful thought toward the compul- 
sory use of the Uniform. The Committee on Address of the 
Grand Commander later reported that they did not consider 
the time propitious for the promulgation of such an order. 
Two dispensations were issued for public appearance and no 
decisions were rendered. He made a number of fraternal 
visits in his own and other Jurisdictions and is much beloved 
by his Fraters in the District of Columbia. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $18,202.40; Disbursements $7,354.78; balance on hand 
$10,847.62; Triennial Fund $1,056.94. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a total 
membership of 3,322. Net loss for the year 52. The number 
of suspensions exceed the number Knighted by 4. 

The Enducational Loan Fund Committee report a total of 
18 loans made during the year amounting to $2,494.00. 
Balance on hand available for loans $8,128.45. This is a 
large balance for the Committee to be holding and we are sure 
that a much larger portion of the Fund could be set at work 
if more publicity should be given through the Commanderies. 

E.-.Sir James A. West reports for the Committee on Templar 
Correspondence and opens his review ‘of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island with a tirade on the type of cover we use on our 
Proceedings. We will merely reply that this cover suits us 
nicely and would recommend that he consult his occulist. He 
also takes exception to the fact that we have two States in the 
oldest Grand Jurisdiction under the Grand Encampment and 
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finally says: ‘But perhaps that is none of our business.” We 
heartily agree with the distinguished Frater in his last state- 
ment yet we crave the privilege of suggesting that he might 
read with much pleasure and profit the historical circumstances 
which brought forth such a momentous, beneficial and far 
reaching companionship. Is he familiar with Masonic life 
and Templar work of Thomas Smith Webb, Henry Fowle, etc— 
We wonder? Massachusetts and Rhode Island is reviewed in 
one and one quarter pages of the Proceedings. 


Fioripa, 1928 


The Thirty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Florida was held in the city of Sarasota, March 
20-21, 1928, with R.-.E.-.Sir F. William Schultz, Grand Com- 
mander, presiding. The Grand Commandery officers were 
escorted from their hotel to the Mira-Mar Auditorium by 
Trinity Commandery, No. 16, with a large representation of 
other Constituent Commanderies. 


A number of distinguished guests were present from other 
Jurisdictions and were welcomed by the Grand Commander. 
Among these Fraters were R..E-.Sir Robert Greenfield, Past 
Grand Commander of New York; R..E.. Sir Angus H. 
MacKenzie, Past Grand Commander of Connecticut, and 
M...E..Charles C. Davis, General Grand High Priest of the 
General Grand Chapter. 


The Annual Address of R..E..Sir Schultz was a business 
resume of his official acts of the year, most of which was 
approved by Grand Commandery and entitled him to com- 
mendation. He is pleased with the efforts of the Grand 
Inspector General and says much credit is due him for his 
untiring zeal in the performance of his duties. Eleven dis- 
pensations were issued and fourteen decisions rendered. Two 
dispensations were refused for Constitutional reasons. ‘Two 
new Commanderies were instituted: Winter Haven Command- 
ery at Winter Haven and Tampa Commandery at Tampa. 
On April 9, 1927, Melita Commandery was constituted by 
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the Deputy Grand Commander assisted by R..E..Sir R. J. 
Kishpaugh and E.-.Sir C. M. Gruber. R.-.E.:.Sir Schultz made 
a number of recommendations, most of which were adopted, 
but as these are of local interest we will not quote them. In 
concluding his address he expresses his gratitude to R..E..Sir 
Fish and Grand Recorder Webster for their ready advice and 
assistance during the year. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find 
a total membership of 5,743; net gain for the year 50. We 
congratulate the Grand Commandery of’ Florida upon this 
fine showing when so many other Grand Jurisdictions, in- 
eluding our own, are reporting in red ink. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $10,815.17; Disbursements $6,175.05; leaving a balance on 
hand of $4,640.12; Triennial Fund $3,745.29. 

On recommendation of the Jurisprudence Committee it was 
voted that every Commandery shall pay to the Grand Com- 
mandery the sum of two dollars and fifty cents annually for 
each Sir Knight borne upon its rolls at any time during the 
fiscal year. One dollar of this shall be placed in the Educa- 
tional Fund and fifty cents in the Triennial Fund, leaving one 
dollar for the General Fund. 

Upon recommendation of the Committee on Dispensations 
and Charters it was voted to grant Charters to Winter Haven 
Commandery U. D., Tampa Commandery U. D., and Emman- 
uel Commandery U. D. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee has been active as 
evidenced by the sixty loans made aggregating $11,887.50, 
leaving a balance on hand of $911.79. 

The second Annual Report of the Inspector General is an 
interesting document and shows that he has been active and is 
accomplishing good results in the several Commanderies. 
Twenty-seven of the thirty-five Commanderies were inspected 
and there is a decided improvement in the work throughout 
the Jurisdiction. We quote one paragraph and heartily en- 
dorse his suggestion: “I am sorry to note the lack of interest 
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of some of the officers, both elective and appointive, and sug- 
gest that where they show no interest, and cannot be per- 
suaded to do so, that they be replaced by others who will. I 
would recommend that each Commander, at the end of his 
term of office, make a brief report and review of the year’s 
work and the results accomplished. This may prove rather 
embarrassing to some of them but will, nevertheless, be of 
material benefit to the Commanderies.”’ 


The Report of Templar Correspondence is from the pen of 
E.-Sir Ely P. Hubbell who reviews forty-five Jurisdictions in 
an able and interesting manner. We wish to thank him for 
his courteous treatment of our efforts in compiling last year’s 
report and regret that he is unable to continue as Grand 
Reviewer for Florida.

Groreia, 1928 


The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Georgia was held in the Asylum of St. Elmo 
Commandery at Brunswick, May 16-17, 1928. Prior to the 
Assembly for business a parade was held followed by Services 
at the First M. E. Church, conducted by Rev. and E.-.Sir J. C. 
Wilkinson, Grand Prelate of the Grand Commandery. 

After ; Grand Commandery was formally convened, 
M...E..Sir Joseph Kyle Orr was received and welcomed by 


— Grand Commander with words of dignified appropriate- 
ess. 


Grand Commander, Edward B. Cohen had a busy year 
and is much beloved by his Fraters in Georgia as evidenced 
by the report of the Committee on Jurisprudence which we 
quote in part: “We noted with much interest the splendid 
report of the Grand Commander and heartily commend his 
zeal and fidelity for our Christian Order. He has labored 
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faithfully and diligently and discharged every duty incumbent 
on the high office held by him. His splendid enunciation of 
the great and vital tenets and principles of the Order were 
beautifully portrayed and evidences the true conception and 
high ideals which have inspired him.” Six decisions were 
rendered, all of same being of a routine nature and could have 
been answered by the Commanderies who presented the 
questions if they had been familiar with the Constitutions. 
He issued one dispensation for public appearance which was 
wholly within his province as Grand Commander and needed 
no words of explanation. He speaks at length upon the 
Educational Loan Fund and we are pleased to quote a portion 
of his last paragraph: “In my judgment the time will soon be 
here when it will be the first duty of our Educational Com- 
mittee to investigate some college faculties before lending 
money to the students who are attending colleges. There is 
much indifference to the Christian religion these days, and 
even considerable sneering, by some who are of the faculties 
of some schools and colleges.” Bravo, R..E.-.Sir, you have 
hit the nail on the head. He recommends that a Committee 
be appointed to look into the matter of making a contract 
with some reputable firm to the end that both quality and 
price of Uniforms will be practically the same in every sub- 
ordinate Commandery. 

The Annual Report of Grand Recorder Wood is a fine one 
and occupies a number of pages of the Proceedings. We are 
pleased to note that he found time to visit a number of the 
Commanderies during the year, which is a fine thing for a 
Grand Recorder to do as it keeps him in close touch with 
Templar conditions throughout his Jurisdiction. He reports 
a total membership of 7,816. Net loss for the year 223. 
The suspensions were very heavy, namely 461. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $56,847.33; Disbursements $22,066.08; 
balance on hand $34,781.25; Masonic Home Endowment 
Fund $5,000.00; Triennial Fund $2,717.30. 

The Educational Fund Committee report a total of 84 
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loans made during the year amounting to $12,580.00. During 
the past six years a total of 258 boys and girls have secured 
assistance from this Fund. 


Upon recommendation of the Finance Committee it was 
voted to appropriate $200.00 to the Georgia Industrial Home, 
$250.00 to the Masonic Orphans Home, and $500.00 to the 
Scottish Rite Crippled Children’s Hospital. 


Evidently our Fraters in Georgia appreciate the years of 
service given by Grand Recorder Wood for at this Conclave 
he was unanimously elected to the high office of Grand Com- 
mander. We had the privilege of meeting R..E..Sir Wood 
at the gathering of the Mutuals in Detroit this summer and 
we wish him the utmost success in his year as Grand Com- 
mander. 


The Report on Templar Review is as usual from the pen of 
R..E..Sir Wood who reviews 46 Jurisdictions in a concise 
and courteous manner. His review of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is thorough and perfectly satisfactory to us. 


The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Georgia will be held in the city of Albany, May 
8-9, 1929. 


Ipauo, 1927 


The Twenty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Idaho was convened at the Masonic Temple at 
Twin Falls, Idaho, May 20, 1927, with R..E..Sir Lewis W. 
Ensign, Grand Commander presia » 


Representatives were present from all the Constituent 
Commanderies and at the Roll Call of Grand Representatives, 
twenty-one responded but we fail to find the Representative 
for Massachusetts and Rhode Island, among this number. 


The Annual Address of R.-.E.:.Sir Ensign is an excellent and 
instructive document, a large portion of which is devoted to 
Templar history. This portion was so interesting that 
motion was made and carried that this part of his address be 
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read in full at the next stated conclave of each Constituent 
Commandery in the Jurisdiction. A special Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery was convened in Lewiston, Idaho, on 
June 23, 1926, for the purpose of installing the Grand Captain 
of the Guard. Two dispensations were issued during the 
year and a number of new sets of by-laws approved, no deci- 
sions were rendered. Under the head of Educational Loan 
Fund he says: ‘While the total membership of our Com- 
manderies has not increased, the loyalty and devotion of the 
members is more evident. It is doubtless true that our 
Magnanimous Order has no direct connection with the 
Ancient Templars, but we have adopted many of its charac- 
teristics. We claim to be valiant and magnanimous Knights, 
known for our deeds of charity and beneficience; but unless 
the inspiring principles of our Order are evident in the lives 
of our members, unless our members realize that their Com- 
mandery is actually doing something for the suffering and 
oppressed, how can we expect the uninitiated to believe in our 
lofty pretensions to universal benevolence and unwearied zeal 
in a brother’s cause. We should let our light shine that 
others may see our good works.” 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $9,202.28; Disbursements $5,130.58; leaving a balance on 
hand of $4,071.70; balance is divided as follows: General 
Fund $695.79; Triennial Fund $893.16; Charities $636.20; 
Educational Fund $1,846.55. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder, which we 
note is his last as he is moving from the State, we find a total 
membership of 1,667. Net loss for the year 12. The Grand 
Commandery by rising vote, unanimously expressed to him 
their appreciation of his labors on behalf of Templarism in 
Idaho. 

The Grand Commandery of Idaho has a good Inspection 
System with a board of five Inspectors in charge of same. 
From their report we quote the following: “We recommend 
order to have more uniformity in giving instruction. We 
the Inspectors be asked to give more attention to details, in 
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have found some variations in the instructions as given by 
different Inspectors to the Constituent Commanderies.” 
In our opinion this situation could be casily rectified by 
having one man as Inspector Instructor with full authority 
to run the Inspection System, having perhaps one assistant. 
With only fifteen Commanderies in the Jurisdiction, two 
men could handle them easily. For many years in Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island we have had three men doing the 
marking for all our fifty-three Commanderies. 

From the report of the Educational Loan Fund Committee 
we find a total of twenty loans made during the year, amount- 
ing to $2,075.00. 


At the afternoon session the lines were formed and R...E.-.Sir 
John G. Brown, personal representative of the Grand Master 
and Grand Commander of Montana, was received and wel- 
comed by the Grand Commander. Later in the session 
R...E..Sir Brown was unanimously elected to honorary mem- 
bership in the Grand Commandery of Idaho. 


A report on Templar Review was presented to the Conclave 
by Sir Knight Knepper but same is not printed in the Pro- 
ceedings much to our regret. 


The Twenty-fifth Annual Conclave will be held at Boise, 
Idaho, on May 24, 1928. 


Iuuinots, 1928 


The Seventy-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Illinois was held in the Asylum of Humboldt Park 
Commandery in the city of Chicago, September 29, 1928. 
We regret that this report has reached us so late that of 
necessity our review must be less complete than it should be. 
This is one of the finest volumes that comes to our hands, full 
of splendid portraits and complete in every detail. 


Grand Master Sharpe was in attendance with a large suite 
of distinguished Fraters, all of whom were cordially welcomed 
by Grand Commander Glad. 
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The Grand Commander rendered a fine report of his admin- 
istration occupying 20 pages of the Proceedings. He has 
had a very busy year issuing 306 dispensations and rendering 
several decisions, all of which were approved by Jurisprudence 
Committee and Grand Commandery. He says the Inspec- 
tions held throughout the State were very satisfactory and as 
the Commanderies show better conditions, the outlook for 
the coming year is very encouraging. The records show that 
7,694 members attended the Annual Inspection of their 
Commanderies and 5,598 visitors were present. Very large 
staffs have been the rule the past year for both the Grand 
Commander and the Inspecting Officer, in some instances the 
number reaching one hundred or more on each staff. The 
Annual Inspection is now the big event of the year in Illinois 
and the meeting of friends and acquaintances is one of the 
joys of their Inspections. He says in closing: “The past 
Templar year has indeed been a year of hard work and a large 
expenditure of time, but every moment has been one of 
happiness and pleasure to me. I have travelled over 27,000 
miles, visited eleven Jurisdictions, have officially visited each 
of the 84 Commanderies of Illinois, besides visits on other 
occasions and to other organizations.” We sincerely con- 
gratulate R..E..Sir Glad upon his wonderful year of service. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $77,551.40; Disbursements 
$63,735.14; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$13,816.26. Invested Funds $75,000.00. 


Grand Recorder Jennings reports a total membership of 
35,826 which is a net loss of 213 for the past year. This is 
explained in part by the unusually large number of deaths 
which occurred. : 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee present a splendid 
report of their year’s work which we wish all of our Fraters 
might have the opportunity of reading. They have loaned 
a grand total of $55,705.00 during the past year, which added 
to the loans made hitherto makes a total of $179,680.00

loaned by the Committee since its inception to students for 
Educational purposes. 


The report on Templar Review is by R..E..Sir J. R. Painter 
who ably reviews 45 Grand Jurisdictions in 140 pages of 
the volume. He complains in his prologue of the failure of 
some Jurisdictions to send in their Proceedings, and we would 
like to add that we are in the same boat. This review is one 
of the best which comes to our attention and we thank R.°.M.-. 
Sir Painter for his kindly reference to our efforts of a year 
ago. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is thoroughly reviewed 
in four pages in his report. 


Inp1ana, 1928 


The Seventy-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Indiana was held in the Scottish Rite Cathedral, 
South Bend, beginning May 9, 1928, with Grand Commander, 
Clarence H. Snoke, presiding.. Among many fine points 
possessed by this Jurisdiction is the loyalty of the Past Grand 
Commanders, twenty being present at this Annual Conclave. 
In spite of the fact that this was a Triennial year their usual 
splendid program was carried out with Parade, Band 
Concerts, Theatre parties, etc., with a large attendance from 
all over the State. 


Many distinguished guests were present from surrounding 
Jurisdictions and all were cordially welcomed by the Grand 
Commander. R.:.E..Sir John P. Hobbs, Past Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of Illinois was received as 
the personal representative of the Grand Master. 


Grand Commander Snoke in his Annual Address says the 
year has been filled with activities of a most pleasant nature. 
He issued 34 dispensations and refused 2. One of his dis- 
pensations was for a Commandery to elect a Captain General 
to fill vacancy caused by death. This was not approved by 
the Committee on Jurisprudence for obvious reasons. He 
rendered four decisions, all of these being approved by Juris- 
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prudence Committee as in accord with Templar Law. Under 
“Condition of the Order” he says:—‘Harmony prevails 
throughout the Jurisdiction. For several years past we have 
been making special efforts to reduce the amount of delinquent 
dues, and this has caused an unusual number of suspensions 
for non-payment of dues. A number of new Temples have 
been erected, which have placed an additional burden on the 
individual Templar. Yet, I am convinced, that the true 
message of Templary is ever increasing, and that its message 
of truth and Christian teaching is finding a more sincere 
response in the hearts of Knights Templar throughout the 
Jurisdiction.’”? His conclusion is an inspiration for any person 
to read and profit by, and which we would like to quote 
verbatim, space forbids and we will mention but a few lines: 
“What we need in Templarism today is devotion to the lofty 
purposes of the Order. Men who stand four square to their 
individual responsibility, who honor the flag of their country, 
and respect the laws of the land. Men with high ideals and 
devotion to duty. Men who realize their personal obligation 
to the great brotherhood of men, to humanity, regardless of 
race, creed or nationality.” 

Grand Recorder Swintz reports a total membership of 
13,180; net loss for the year 141; Knighted 386; suspended 179. 
This is a better showing on the last two items than in some of 
the reports we have reviewed. . 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we fin 
receipts with balance on hand of $34,597.53; Disbursements 
$28,363.82; leaving a balance on hand of $6,283.71; Invested 
Funds $58,204.78. On recommendation of the Finance 
Committee it was voted to keep the Permanent Fund at 
$50,000.00, placing the balance in the General Fund, as their 
disbursements have been exceeding their receipts for several 
years. The Jurisprudence Committee feel that the Grand 
Commandery should at once enter upon a program of re- 
trenchment and following their recommendation, Grand 
Commandery voted that the visitations of the line officers 
and the Past Grand Commanders be discontinued for the 
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ensuing year and that no expense be incurred by the Inspector 
General, only in cases of urgent necessity. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee have made a total 
of 80 loans during the year amounting to $12,465.00; balance 
on hand available for loans $11,531.37. 

The report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir Robert A- 
Woods who thanks his Grand Commandery for the privilege 
of “wandering along the primrose paths of the Templar world 
for the fifteenth time.” We can say right here that our 
Fraters in Indiana are very fortunate in having a Sir Knight 
with so much real ability in this work, to wander along said 
paths. He is somewhat disturbed at some of the things 
mentioned in our last year’s report regarding the length of 
time that complete uniform laws have been in existence, and 
states that they have had this law on their Statutes since 
1875. We do not question our esteemed Fraters statements 
in the least and heartily congratulate the Grand Commandery 
of Indiana on their progressiveness. However, we will say 
to our brother Scribe in passing, that if he will come to the 
land of the codfish and clams, we will be glad to show him a 
real Inspection System, with one of the ablest men in the 
Grand Encampment as Inspector Instructor, and we don’t 
mean maybe. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is thoroughly 
and courteously reviewed in four pages.

Towa, 1928 


The Sixty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Iowa was convened at Templar Park, Spirit Lake, June 26, 
1928. This is one of the finest Volumes of Proceedings which 
come to our attention and opens with a fine engraving of 
R..E..Sir Carl W. Reed, Grand Commander 1927-1928. A 
number of distinguished guests, including Most Worshipful 
and Sir Knight Charles E. Wright, Grand Master of the Grand 
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Lodge of Iowa, were received and welcomed by the Grand 
Commander. i 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a business- 
like document covering his work of the year. He is pleased 
with their financial condition and the fact that he has reduced 
their loan from the Grand Chapter by a payment of $2,000.00. 
Several dispensations were granted for public appearance and 
for special election and no decisions were rendered. He re- 
ports that all of the Templar Park Bonds have been paid and 
that our mortgage indebtedness is satisfied. In common with 
many other Grand Commanders he is worried over their heavy 
loss in membership and says in part; “TI believe that one of the 
reasons for losses is the failure of Officers of the Commanderies 
to keep in touch with Knights who have moved away from 
the City where the Commandery is located. The Knight 
having moved away, contact is easily lost, he gets behind in 
his dues, and suspension follows. If contact is sustained, the 
interest of the Knight is sustained, and suspension will not 
follow. Recorders should be elected who realize that their 
duties are not limited to attending Conclaves, recording the 
minutes and receiving the dues of the Fraters who offer to 
pay. In my opinion the selection of a Recorder is just as 
important as the selection of a Commander.” We agree with 
R...E...Sir Reed regarding the importance of having interested 
Recorders and from our own experience we believe in many 
cases, a Past Commander can be persuaded to accept the 
position with much benefit to his Commandery. As a general 
thing a Past Commander will realize the importance of his 
duties and take a greater interest in the success of Templarism 
in his community, than a lay member. The Grand Com- 
mander has visited a number of his so-called, weaker Com- 
manderies during the year and states he has been pleasantly 
surprised at the latent possibilities found. He recommends 
and the recommendation was adopted, that the Jurisdiction 
be divided into four districts, and the four principal officers 
of the Grand Commandery assigned to these districts. With 
a Grand Officer visiting Commanderies for two or three years 
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in succession he is sure there will be a splendid chance for a 
revival of spirit, and of course improvement of condition. We 
will merely say in passing that we believe this is a step in the 
right direction but they need an Inspector Instructor, with 
authority, to follow these Grand Officers up and see that they 
attend to their assignment. Human nature is the same any- 
where and it has been our experience, sad as it may be, that a 
Grand Officer needs an occasional push to keep him up to the 
proper mark of efficiency. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $20,486.70; disbursements 
$13,833.82; leaving a balance on hand of $6,652.88. 


Grand Recorder Brownlee reports a total membership of 
11,756; Knighted 305; suspended 310; net loss for the year 344. 


The Board of Instruction submits an eight page report 
covering their work of the year and it is a thorough one. 
Schools of Instruction have been held and most of the Com- 
manderies inspected. They have experienced considerable 
difficulty in finding competent Inspectors and recommend 
that Grand Commandery should bear the expense of Inspect- 
ing the Constituent Commanderies instead of the Com- 
manderies themselves. Your Reviewer believes this is the 
proper procedure and should be so arranged. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee report a total of 43 
loans made during the year amounting to $11,350.00. They 
submit a very fine report and we congratulate them on the 
splendid work done. 


Resolutions were passed authorizing the Trustees of Templar 
Park to raise the sum of $25,000,000 for the purpose of building 
a new Pavilion and Drill Hall at the Park. Several other 
Resolutions were adopted but as these are of local interest 
will not mention them. 


R...E.-.Sir Charles C. Clark reports for the Committee on 
Templar Review and needless to say it is a splendid report. 
He covers every Jurisdiction thoroughly and nothing of 
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interest escapes his “eagle eye’. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is courteously and ably reviewed in four pages and we 
thank him for his kindly and helpful reference to our first 
efforts as a Scribe. 


The Sixty-sixth Annual Conclave will be held at Templar 
Park, Tuesday, June 25, 1929. 


Kansas, 1928 


The Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Kansas was held in the city of Kansas City, 
Kansas, May 8-9, 1928. 


Following the Parade and Review the Grand Officers and 
other members of the Grand Commandery assembled in the 
Masonic Temple where the Grand Captain General organized 
the assembly, and, after the lines were formed, the Grand 
Commander, R.-.E..Sir Philip E. Stotler was announced, 
entered the Asylum and assumed his station. As no personal 
representative of the Grand Master was present, the Grand 
Commander requested R.:.E.:.Sir John W. Wilson, Past Grand 
Commander of Kansas, to act in that capacity in order that 
the Grand Commandery might be inspected as usual. A 
telegram was received from M.:.E.-.Sir George W. Vallery 
expressing his regret at his inability to be present. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander occupies 
twenty-five pages of the Proceedings and shows conscientious 
attention to the duties of his office. Evidently harmony has 
prevailed during his administration as he says: “And in 
memory as I go back over my year as Grand Commander 
and see not a ripple of disturbance, only friendships so firmly 
cemented that nothing could make a breach or break them, 
the recollection shall indeed flourish in Immortal Green.” We 
note under appointments the name of E.:.Sir James A. Rogers, 
of our own Jurisdiction as Grand Representative near the 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
He issued seven dispensations and refused none. Considerable 
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space is devoted to a matter of jurisdictional lines in which 
he seems undecided whether he acted within his rights or not. 
In our opinion he was wholly within his rights as Grand 
Commander in the ruling made. He is pleased with the 
interest shown by the Commanderies in the Inspection work 
and says that all Commanderies in the Jurisdiction have been 
inspected. The Statutes of the Grand Commandery have 
been revised and brought up to date and made to harmonize 
with the Statutes of the Grand Encampment. It has been 
printed with a complete index and mailed out during the year. 
Ivanhoe Commandery Band of Kansas City was designated 
by the Grand Commander as the official Grand Commandery 


Band as they have been very loyal in attending various 
Conclaves. 


The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $40,319.39; Disbursements $35,311.96; balance on hand in 
General Fund $5,007.43; Triennial Fund $9,418.78; Invested 
Funds $12,300.00. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 14,689. Net gain for the year 56. We 
heartily congratulate the Grand Commandery of Kansas 
upon this gain at a time when we are obliged to report so many 
Jurisdictions as suffering losses. 


An appropriation of $900.00 was voted by Grand Com- 
mandery for drill prizes during the ensuing year. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee report a total of 57 
loans made during the year amounting to $15,955.00; Colleges 
represented 16; number of Boys 33 ; number of Girls 24; 
balance on hand available for loans $10,492.90. We are 
pleased to quote a paragraph from their report which we feel 
is a step in the right direction: ‘An important additional re- 
quirement has this year been found necessary, that an appli- 
cant must be recommended by the Commander located in the 
city where the applicant lives, or if there is no Commandery, 
then by some Knight Templar residing near by. This mainly 
that in case of difficulty in securing payment, the Committee, 
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through this Frater, may have interested assistance in secur- 
ing the return of the amount loaned.” 


E..Sir Wilson, who has served as Grand Recorder for 
eighteen years was paid a high compliment by his Fraters in 
the following Resolution which was unanimously adopted by 
Grand Commandery: “That our faithful E.-Sir Albert K. 
Wilson be permitted to retire from the office of Grand Recorder 
at such time as he may elect and that he be made Grand 
Recorder Emeritus, and that during the remainder of his life 
he be paid an honorarium equal to the amount of his present 
allowance and honorarium.” 


The report on Templar Review is by Grand Recorder Wilson 
and occupies 105 pages of the Proceedings. He opens his 
report with a prologue in which he discusses the great loss in 
membership throughout the country and lays a good part of 
the blame to what he terms an ‘epidemic of assessment” on 
the part of most Grand Jurisdictions. We are inclined to 
agree with him to some extent. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is courteously reviewed in four pages and nothing of 
interest has escaped his attention. 


The Sixtieth Annual Conclave will be held in the city of 
Dodge, Kansas, on May 14, 1929. 


Kentucky, 1928 


A special Conclave of this Grand Commandery was con- 
vened in the Asylum of Louisville Commandery, November 25, 
1927, for the purpose of attending the funeral of R.-.E.-.Sir 
Oscar H. Mattmiller, Past Grand Commander. 


The Eighty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Kentucky was held in the City of Lexington, May 
19, 1928, with Grand Commander D. Bates Shackelford, 
presiding. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander, including 
Addenda, occupies 49 pages of the Volume and he covers his 
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entire regime in a complete and well written report. The 
greater part of his address is confined to matters of local 
interest and needs no comment from us. The usual routine of 
dispensations issued and refused as well as decisions rendered 
are reported in full and all seems to be in accord with Templar 
law. They have had some controversey over the uniform 
law and its complete enforcement and finally received a 
decision from the Grand Master which clarified the situation. 
He comments on the fact that some of the Commanderies did 
not have satisfactory Inspections and we note with some 
surprise that only five Sir Knights of one Commandery were 
present on Inspection night and of course their Commandery 
could not be opened. Naturally we cannot understand any 
such lack of interest in any Commandery of Knights Templars | 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 8,866; net loss for the year 364. This is 
about one-half the loss reported for the preceding year and he 
is of the opinion that their house cleaning period is about 
ended. 137 Candidates were Knighted during the year with 
374 suspended and demitted. 


The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $35,819.23; Disbursements $18,371.47; leaving a balance 
on hand of $17,447.76; Invested Funds $26,282.03. 


We congratulate the Educational Loan Fund Committee 
upon their splendid report which is one of the best we have 
reviewed to date. They have made 53 loans during the year 
amounting to $8,300.00. The average loan amounted to 
$156.66. Thirty-six loans were denied for lack of funds and 
twenty-two other applicants were found upon investigation 
to be ineligible from one cause or another. The total amount 
of loans to students in their four years of operation stands 
at $37,053.00. We note with interest that the Educational 
Loan Fund Committee are to have their books audited in the 
future by a C.P.A. and will comment that great minds run 
in the same channel as Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
adopted the same procedure at our last Annual Conclave. 
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Twenty-three Recorders in the Jurisdiction have met and 
formed themselves into an association known as Knights 
Templar Recorders’ Association of Kentucky, the purposes 
of such organization being: the establishment of closer 
acquaintanceship, the exchange of ideas as to the manner of 
keeping records, to formulate policies with regard to the con- 
duct of such office, and where it is deemed advisable, propose 
new laws for the consideration of the Grand Commandery. 
This is a move in the right direction and will tend to keep the 
Recorders in closer touch with Grand Commandery affairs 
and procedure. 


The report on Templar Review is by E..Sir W. W. Clark 
who reviews 45 Grand Jurisdictions in a thorough manner and 
with the utmost courtesy and consideration. Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island receives kindly consideration in two pages 
and we are grateful for his references to our efforts of last year. 


The Eighty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Kentucky will be held in the city of Paris, Ken- 
tucky, May 15, 1929. 


Louistana, 1928 


The Sixty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Louisiana was convened in Masonic Temple, New Orleans, 
April 16, 1928, with all Grand Officers and eleven Past Grand 
Commanders present, with representatives from seventeen of 
the twenty-three chartered Commanderies. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a short 
but business-like resume of his year’s work and he was com- 
mended by the Committee on Acts of Grand Officers upon the 
earnest zeal he has shown in the interest of Templarism. 
Regarding the flood disaster he says: ‘Soon after my election, 
this State was visited by one of the greatest floods in the 
history of America, and its effect on Templar Masonry, 
especially in the Southern part of the State, has been far 
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reaching. Our smaller Commanderies have been greatly 
handicapped by some of their active members and officers 
moving to other Jurisdictions.” He visited eleven Com- 
manderies and says the Commanderies as a whole are pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. No dissention has been brought to 
his attention during the year. Six dispensations were granted 
and two refused, all of same being in accord with Templar law 
and practice. 


The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $13,797.12; Disbursements $7,936.28; 
balance on hand $5,860.84. 


From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a member- 
ship of 3,212. Net loss for the year 87. 


E.Sir Harold J. Neale gives a very interesting report as 
Inspector General and is evidently doing a fine work in per- 
fecting the Inspection System throughout the Jurisdiction. 
He is somewhat dissapointed at the lack of attendance at 
Inspections by Grand Officers and says: “It is evident or may 
be assumed, that the Inspections are not considered of vital 
importance for the best interests of the Order, if the attend- 
ance of Grand Officers is significant... If, on the other hand 
the Grand Officers would show more interest in the Official 
functioning of the Commanderies, they would be impressed 
with the sincere efforts of the Officers and could be of material 
assistance in helping them obtain the co-operation of their 
members.” We heartily agree with the Inspector General 
and cannot understand a lack of interest by Grand Officers 
whose first thought should be to keep in close touch with the 
Constituent Commanderies. 


The Educational Loan' Fund Committee report a total of 
twenty-two loans made, amounting to $4,020.00. Ten loans 
were to girls and twelve to boys. The report occupies several 
pages of the Proceedings and proves our Louisiana Fraters are 
accomplishing a fine work. Balance on hand available for 
loans $1,569.71. 
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Several Resolutions were presented and adopted by Grand 
Commandery but as these are of local interest we will not 
quote them. 


The report on Templar Review is by R..E..Sir Albert B. 
Davis who takes the place of R..E..Sir H. F. Grimm, who 
passed away during the year. He craves the courtesy and 
indulgence of his Fraters in this his first Review but we insist 
that such is not needed as he presents a splendid document, 
concise and well written. Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
is courteously reviewed in two pages and we thank him for 
his kind reference to our work of last year. 


Mainz, 1928 


The Seventy-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Maine was held at Portland, May 4, 1928, with 
Grand Commander, Edward K. Gould presiding. Many 
distinguished guests were present including M.-.E.-.Sir George 
W. Vallery, Grand Master of the Grand Encampment; R.:.E.. 
Sir Harry G. Pollard; R..E.-.Sir Frank E. Livingston, Grand 
Commander of New Hampshire; R..E..Sir O. Frank Hart, 
Grand Commander of South Carolina and Sir Knight Charles 
C. Davis, Most Excellent General Grand High Priest of the 
General Grand Chapter, together with many others. 


Our Fraters in Maine have changed their usual procedure 
of having a strictly business session and this year a very 
attractive program was arranged with banquet, parade and 
a Military Ball. An afternoon reception and tea was also 
provided for the ladies at the Eastland. The program proved 
a success in every way but the Committee of Doings of Grand 
Officers do not recommend the continuance of such procedure 
on account of the heavy expense involved. 


Grand Commander Gould has proved himself a real 
Executive this year and has accomplished a great deal for the 
advancement of Templarism in his Jurisdiction. His report 
occupying thirty pages of the Proceedings, is a pleasure to 
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read. He feels that the St. John’s Day celebrations through- 
out his Jurisdiction should be abandoned and every effort 
brought to bear on the Commanderies to be present at the 
Annual Conclave, making this, the big event of the Templar 
year. Thirty-two dispensations were granted, most of them 
for public appearance, and one refused, all of these were within 
his rights as Grand Commander and were approved by Grand 
Commandery with no comment. Several recommendations 
were made pertaining to the carrying out of policies he had 
inaugurated but as these are‘of local interest we will not 
quote them. We summarize his accomplishments of the year 
as follows: Changed the Annual Conclave to a full day 
instead of a half day as of old. Formulated a New System of 
of Inspection. Caused to be prepared a revised manual of 
Asylum Tactics. Prepared a set of Model By-Laws. Inaugu- 
rated Schools of Instruction for Commandery Officers. Called 
in all By-Laws from Constituent Commanderies to see if they 
conformed to Templar Law and called in petitions for the 
Orders, now in use, to see if they conformed to form prescribed 
by the Grand Encampment. We congratulate R.-.E.-.Sir 
Gould on a wonderful year. 


F rom the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $52,955.99; Disbursements $18,112.29; 
leaving a balance on hand of $34,843.70. 


From statistics furnished by the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 9,640, net loss for the year 79, Knighted 
267, Suspended 147, Chartered Commanderies 24. 


Grand Recorder Davis reports for the Educational Loan 
Fund Committee and states that 19 loans have been made 
during the year aggregating $3,560.00. Balance on hand 
$25,815.93. In our opinion this seems like quite a large 
balance to have on hand but we presume the Committee have 
their own system and are following it out. 


Upon motion of E..Sir Harry R. Virgin it was voted that the 
incoming Grand Commander be authorized to appoint a Com- 
mittee to revise the Statutes and Regulations of the Grand 
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Commandery to conform to recent laws of the Grand Encamp- 
ment. 


Grand Recorder Charles B. Davis presents his usual fine 
report on Templar Review which occupies 87 pages of the 
Volume. We are pleased to quote a paragraph from his most 
interesting prologue: “It has long been my argument that 
our Order confine its efforts to making real Templars at heart 
rather than members for show, and that by so doing it will be 
able to stand any adverse criticism, and continue to do the 
good work for humanity in its own quiet way, the way that 
has established during the past century its mighty prestige 
of today. There is only one further point I would make. By 
the will of Providence hurricanes and floods occur only occa- 
sionally, but the poor widow and helpless orphans are ever 
with us. So also is opportunity for Templar service.” Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in two 
pages and we thank E.-.Sir Davis for his kind reference to our 
efforts of last year. 


The Seventy-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com™ 
mandery of Maine will be held in Portland, May 10, 1929. 


MaryLanb, 1928 


The Fifty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Maryland was held in the Masonic Temple, 
Baltimore, May 9, 1928, with R.-.E.-.Sir William A. Griffith, 
Grand Commander, presiding. Previous to the opening of 
Grand Commandery, religious services were held, and a fine 
sermon given by Sir Knight and Rev. Edgar C. Powers, 
Pastor of the Catonsville, M. E. Church. A number of 
distinguished guests were received and welcomed by the Grand 
Commander, including M.-.E.:.Sir George W. Vallery, Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment; and R.:.E..Sir Mark F. 
Finley, Grand Commander of the District of Columbia; 
together with a number of his official family. 

The Grand Commander reports that he visited every Com- 
mandery in the State and was accompanied on each occasion 
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by a goodly number of Grand Officers. He says he is sure 
their visits were conducive of much good and we do not doubt 
it. On several of these visits he was accompanied by the 
officers and a number of Sir Knights from his own Com- 
mandery, Maryland No. 1, and they gave exemplifications of 
Full Form Opening, Inspection and Review. Three dispensa- 
tions were issued and one refused, all of same being approved 
by Jurisprudence Committee and Grand Commandery. One 
decision was rendered which was in accord with Templar Law. 
He regrets the fact that the Jurisdiction has only made a net 
gain of two in membership but we can assure the R..E..Sir 
that many other Jurisdictions would be very glad to report 
even such a small gain. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $18,176.42; Disbursements 
$6,991.44; leaving a balance on hand of $11,184.98; Invested 
funds $6,972.50. 


The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 4,800. 
Net gain for the year 2. Total number of Commanderies in 
the Jurisdiction 15. Number Knighted during the year 116. 

A Special Committee on Revision of the Constitution of the 
Grand Commandery submitted their report, which was read 
and laid over until the next Annual Conclave for action. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee submit a brief 
report of their activities and we find a total of 24 loans made, 
amounting to $5,040.00. Balance on hand available for loans 
$7,512.44. 


At the evening session of the Grand Commandery, the 
Officers and Members of Maryland Commandery No. 1 
exemplified, Full Form Opening, and Inspection and Review, 
according to their Knights Templar Asylum Ceremonies, in a 
most impressive manner. 


After the election of officers, M.-.E..Sir Vallery installed 
them in their respective stations and also presented the re- 
tiring Grand Commander with a Past Grand Commander’s 
Jewel and a Past Grand Commander’s Chapeau. 
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The report on Templar Review is by E..Sir Edward F. 
Buchner who reviews 44 Jurisdictions in a thorough and 
courteous manner. He succeeds Rev. Henry Branch, who 
had done this work for many years. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is accorded two pages of courteous review and 
we thank him for his kind reference to our efforts of last year. 


The Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave will be held at the 
Masonic Temple, Baltimore, May 8, 1929. 


Micurean, 1928 


The Seventy-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Michigan was convened in the pavilion of Gratiot 
Inn, Port Huron, on Tuesday, June 5, 1928, with Grand 
Commander Charles G. Mahana presiding. This being 
triennial year, all efforts for display, public parades and the * 
usual activities which feature an Annual Conclave of this 
Grand Jurisdiction, were dispensed with in order to concen- 
trate on a large attendance of the Commanderies at the coming 
Triennial Conclave in Detroit. 


Grand Commander Mahana has had a very busy year in 
preparing for the Triennial Conclave, but still found time to 
visit a number of sister Grand Jurisdictions aside from his own 
Inspections and Visitations within his own Jurisdiction. He 
is much disturbed by the fact that many of the constituent 
commanderies are delinquent ia the payment of their dues to 
the Grand Commandery, and says in part: “At the last 
Annual Conclave twenty-seven Commanderies still were 
owing part or all of their Grand Commandery dues for the 
current year, totalling $23,608.00. It-has required persistent 
effort and in some cases rather drastic procedure on the part 
of the Grand Recorder and myself, to collect these back dues. 
It has proved to be a bad precedent to allow the constituent 
Commanderies to delay the full payment of their Grand 
Commandery dues beyond the specified time.’”’ We would 
suggest to our Fraters in Michigan that the system in vogue 
in Massachusetts and Rhode Island in this respect, would 
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probably end their troubles, namely a $25.00 fine on every 
Commandery that is late. Thirty-five dispensations were 
rendered and two refused, all of these being in accord with 
Templar practice and were approved by Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee and Grand Commandery. We are somewhat surprised 
at the large number of decisions rendered, thirteen in number, 
and will only comment that the Constituent Commanderies 
should be more familiar with their Grand Constitution, as most 
of these decisions were of a routine nature and would hardly 
come under such a head. 


The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $195,760.48; Disbursements including 
Triennial Encampment Fund $160,605.19; leaving a balance 
on hand of $35,155.29. Invested Funds $14,000.00. 


From the report of the Grand Recorder we fnd a member- 
ship of 15,798; net loss for the year 22; suspended 233; 
Knighted 544. 

E.-.Sir Fred H. Locke, Inspector General, submits a com- 
prehensive report for his department of the work, with a 
tabulated chart of the Inspection Reports for the fifty-five 
Commanderies in the Jurisdiction. He has endeavored to 
arouse interest in Commandery work by the exchange of visits 
between Commanderies and says these visits are productive 
of increased interest and act as a stimulant to Commandery 
interests. . 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee report a total of 
89 loans made to 87 students aggregating $16,645.00. They 
desire to impress upon the minds of Commanders of Con- 
stituent Commanderies who recommend applicants for loans, 
that their responsibility has not ceased with the return of the 
questionnaire. They regret to report a lack of entire coopera- 
tion from those in authority in Constituent Commanderies. 
We can assure the Committee that they are not the only ones 
who find this condition existing. 

Rev. Sir Emil Montanus presented a fine Review of forty- 
five Grand Jurisdictions and we thank him for his kind 
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reference to our efforts of last year. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is courtesously reviewed in two pages. 


The Seventy-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Michigan will be held in the Twin Cities of Benton 
Harbor and St. Joseph, commencing June 4, 1929. 


Minnesota, 1928 


The Sixty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Minnesota was convened in Masonic Temple, in 
the city of Duluth, May 16, 1928, with Grand Commander 
Grover C. Sterling, presiding. Previous to the Conclave, on 
May 15, the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross was conferred 
in a very commendable manner by the Officers of Duluth Com- 
mandery, No. 18. On the morning of the 16th, the Grand 
Officers were escorted to the Temple by the Duluth Knights 
Templars Band and Paladin Commandery No. 21, where an 
address of welcome was given by Mayor Snively of Duluth 
followed by Devotional Exercises conducted by the Grand 
Prelate. 


Grand Commander Sterling in his Annual Address says this 
has been the most strenuous year he has ever put in but the 
friendships formed and the close associations it has been his 
pleasure to enjoy have made the work a joy and pleasure. He 
is interested in promoting social activities in the Command- 
eries and says this helps stimulate interest in Templary and 
should be encouraged. We agree with the Grand Commander 
in this statement as we know from personal experience in our 
Jurisdiction that Templar Balls and affairs of this nature 
bring out the Sir Knights as nothing else will. Four dispensa- 
tions were issued in accordance with Templar law and he 
declined to grant several requests from Commanderies to hold 
their Christmas Observance on Monday, stating that this was 
a Grand Encampment regulation over which he had no control. 
Several Schools of Instruction were held in different localities 
during the year where the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross 
was exemplified and much good has resulted. In our humble 
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opinion it is much better to have exemplifications on the 
Order of the Temple, where only one Order is exemplified, but 
we admit there may be good reasons for either. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $32,602.74; Disbursements $15,592.95; 
balance on hand $17,009.79; Invested Funds $14,900.00. 


The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 7,737. 
Net loss for the year 56; suspended 120; Knighted 242. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee submit a very short 
report showing 40 loans made during the year amounting to 
$6,425.00; leaving a balance on hand available for loans of 
$12,527.04. 


A new set of Tactics by Past Grand Commanders, Timber- 
sake and Dix, were adopted at this Conclave and are printed 
n the Proceedings. 


The Committee on Revision of Constitution and Laws 
reported that a supply of the Revised Edition of the Grand 
Encampment Constitution and Statutes had been purchased 
and that the Constitution, Laws and Regulations of the Grand 
Commandery would be printed on the same size paper and 
both bound in one volume. This was the procedure followed 
by R..E..Sir Abbott in our own Jurisdiction last year and if a 
proper index is included, it is a most useful and practical 
Volume. 


A Resolution was unanimously adopted changing the date of 
the Annual Conclave from May to September. 

The Committee on the Doings of Grand Officers are pleased 
with the plan in operation, of dividing the State into eight 
Districts and placing a Grand Officer in immediate charge of a 
designated District and holding him responsible. Naturally 
we are glad this plan is working out in a satisfactory manner 
as it is somewhat along the line of our own Inspection System. 
We would suggest however, that an Inspector Instructor 
should be appointed to have complete charge of the Inspection 
System, second in authority only to the Grand Commander. 
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Rev. Alfred G. Pinkham reports for the Committee on 
Templar Review and ably reviews 40 Grand Jurisdictions in 
70 pages of the Volume. Much to our regret we fail to find 
any Review of Massachusetts and Rhode Island in spite of 
the fact that our Proceedings were distributed prior to January 
1, 1928. 


The Sixty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Minnesota will be held in the city of St. Paul on 
September 11-12, 1929. 


Mississippi, 1928 


The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Mississippi was convened in the New Masonic 
Temple, Jackson, April 16-17, 1928, with R..E.-.Sir John R. 
Tally, Grand Commander, presiding. Twenty Grand Repre- 
sentatives were present and among this number we find the 
name of R..E..Sir Robert H. Henry, Grand Representative 
for Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


The following distinguished guests were present and were 
welcomed by the Grand Commander; R.:.E..Sir Edward A. 
Glad, Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
Illinois; R.-.E.-.Sir Philip 8. Meyer, Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of Alabama, and E.-Sir Clyde P. Love, 
Grand Senior Warden of the Grand Commandery of Penn- 
sylvania. 


In his address the Grand Commander gives a complete 
report of his many activities for the year and his conscientious 
attention to the duties of his office won the entire approval of 
Grand Commandery. As your Reviewer had the pleasure of 
meeting R..E.-Sir Tally at the Annual Conclave of the Grand 
Commandery of New York, we quote the following paragraph 
which expresses his fine personality: ‘I believe that most. of 
our Mississippi Templars will agree with me that the Great 
Goal of Templar Freemasonry is not to build up the most 
perfect ritualistic or semi-military organization in the State— 
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although perfection in the ritual and tactics are of the utmost 
importance—but to build up an organization filled with the 
real spirit of Christian brotherhood, and missionary spirit, 
that will spread fellowship among men—to the end that the 
citizenship which holds the destiny of our civilization in its 
keeping, may be tolerant, and actuated by the ideals of the 
Great Captain of our Salvation.” On May 11, 1927, he con- 
stituted Picayune Commandery No. 35, and installed the 
officers for the ensuing Templar year. He was much pleased 
that every member of this Baby Commandery was equipped 
with Full Templar Uniform. No decisions were rendered by 
the Grand Commander during the year as he forwarded all 
questions to the Law Committee, leaving the rendering of 
decisions to them. Three dispensations were issued for public 
appearance in uniform and one dispensation was refused for 
constitutional reasons. Several recommendations were made 
but as these are of local interest we will not comment on same. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find a balance 
on hand in the General Fund of $32,526.83. 


The total membership of the Grand Commandery of 
Mississippi is 3,979. Net loss for the year 149. Of this loss 
69 is due to fact that one Commandery surrendered its charter. 


The Educational Fund Committee have been fairly active, 
making loans to nine students aggregating $1,687.00. Balance 
on hand for loan purposes $13,803.57. 


Upon recommendation of the Finance Committee it was 
voted to appropriate $250.00 for the Natches Protestant 
Orphan’s Home and $500.00 to the Board of Managers of the 
Masonic Home to be used in the construction and equipment 
of the boys’ dormitory at Columbus. 


The Triennial Committee report that their efforts in inter- 
esting the Constituent Commanderies to attend the Detroit 
Conclave have met with no encouragement and probably none 
of the Commanderies will make the trip. A headquarters 
room has been engaged and the expenses of the first four 
officers of the Grand Commandery will be paid. 
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The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E..Sir Louis A. 
Benoist and occupies seventy-seven pages of the Proceedings. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in 
two pages. 


Missourr, 1928 


The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Missouri was held in the City Auditorium in 
St. Joseph, Mo., May 8, 1928. 


The Volume opens with a fine portrait of R..E..Sir George 
C. Marquis, Grand Commander 1927-1928, and is followed by 
several pages devoted to his Civic and Masonic life and 
activities. As a preliminary to the official opening of the 
Grand Commandery, an organ recital and devotional services 
were conducted in the Auditorium under the direction of 
..Sir and Rev. Corona H. Briggs, Grand Prelate. The 
Grand Commandery was honored by having a large number 
of distinguished guests present from other Jurisdictions, in- 
cluding R.-.E.-.Sir Isaac H. Hettinger, Grand Senior Warden 
of the Grand Encampment. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a splendid 
document and occupies 35 pages of the Volume. He has had 
a very busy year and reports a total of 36 visits, most of same 
being within his own Jurisdiction. Referring to membership 
he says in part: “Tor the first time in many years the Grand 
Commandery of Missouri reports a loss in numbers, a loss so 
great that it might at first thought seem a staggering blow, 
but I bid you take heart and believe that the great Christian 
Order we represent is on a firm foundation and is preparing 
now for greater triumphs than it has achieved in other years.” 
Several dispensations were granted and one refused. One 
decision was rendered which conforms to Templar law. He 
was presented early in the year by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the city of St. Joseph with a gavel made from wood used in 
1860 by the promotors of the Pony Express in their first barn. 
He reports at length upon the work of the Inspection System 
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and recommends that the Jurisdiction be divided into dis- 
tricts in a similar way to the method used in our own Jurisdic- 
tion. This recommendation was later adopted by Grand 
Commandery upon recommendation of the Committee on 
Jurisprudence. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts with 
balance on hand $78,764.51; Disbursements $38,408.36; 
balance on hand $40,356.15; Invested Funds $38,000. 


eae Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 16,512. 
et loss for the year 461, 602 members were suspended for 
non-payment of dues and 196 demitted.

The Sixty-cighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery will be held in Jefferson City, Missouri on the second 
Tuesday in May, 1929. 
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Montana, 1927 


The Fortieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Montana was held on Melita Island, Flathead Lake, 
Montana, July 18-14, 1927. This volume comes to us in 
August, a year after the Conclave so the contents are more or 
less ancient history. We cannot understand why it should 
take a year to get out the Proceedings of an Annual Conclave 
but presume our Fraters in Montana have their own reasons. 


The first few pages of the Volume are filled with pictures 
of Melita Island which was purchased by the Grand Com- 
mandery of Montana in 1915. At this Conclave considerable 
time was devoted to the acceptance and conservation of the 
new Assembly Building and its first use was that of religious 
service. : 

Grand Commander John G. Brown granted one dispensation 
and refused three. He did not believe in granting dispensa- 
tion for Templar Escort at either Eastern Star or Order of 
De Molay functions. He devotes a number of pages to a 
condensed history of the purchase and development of Melita 
Island which makes interesting reading. Under the heading 
of Honors, he expresses great satisfaction in the fact that he 
was the only presiding Grand Commander designated by the 
Grand Master as Personal Representative to another Grand 
Jurisdiction out of a list of 56 appointments made and prints 
his entire report to the Grand Master. We are glad that he 
enjoyed this appointment so much. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $11,235.21; Disbursements $6,187.70; 
balance on hand $5,047.21; Triennial Fund $1,301.50; Island 
of Melita Fund $8,951.71. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 2,619; 
net loss for the year 16. 

The Committee on Fraternal Correspondence report that 
no Review has been prepared as it would have cost $400.00 
and the Grand Commandery could not afford same.

The Educational Loan Fund Committee submit a report 
in which they state that they have loaned the sum of $4,360.00 
during the year.

Nesraska, 1928 


The Fifty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of Nebraska was convened in Masonic Temple, Omaha, 
Nebraska, on Thursday, April 19, 1928, and after a short ses- 
sion adjourned to April 26th on account of a national conven- 
tion being held here. On April 26th the Grand Commandery 
was convened in the Asylum of Mt. Calvary Commandery 
in Omaha with Grand Commander Sprecher presiding. A 
number of distinguished guests were present from neighboring 
Jurisdictions and a telegram was received from Grand Master 
Vallery expressing his regrets at his inability to be present. 


The Grand Commander states that harmony prevails 
throughout the Jurisdiction and while they show a loss in 
membership, he feels that the bottom of the decline has been 
reached and that every Commandery will enter the new 
Templar year with new zeal. Every Commandery in the 
State has been inspected and a very comprehensive report was 
rendered by Inspector General Green. Nine dispensations 
were rendered and no decisions made. All these dispensa- 
tions were approved by the Committee on Jurisprudence and 
Grand Commandery. He made a number of fraternal visits 
in his own and neighboring Jurisdictions and recommends 
that Grand Commanders in the future visit at least two 
Jurisdictions during their year. He also recommends that 
the minimum charge for dues in the subordinate Command- 
eries be fixed at $3.00 per annum. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $22,202.50; Disbursements 
$12,365.75; balance on hand $9,836.75; Invested Funds $3,000.

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The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 4,538; 
net loss for the year 79. We note that the number of deaths 
is 72 while the suspensions total 126, with 49 dimitted. The 
number of suspensions is rather high considering the total 
membership and we trust another year will see the ball rolling 
the other way. 

At 3.30 on Thursday afternoon a recess was called and 
the Grand Commandery marched to the First Central Con- 
gregational Church where a splendid sermon was preached 
by Rev. Frank G. Smith, Grand Prelate of the Grand Com- 
mandery. 

The report of the Committee on Necrology occupies several 
pages of the Proceedings and here we find the name of Past 
Grand Commander James §. Blake of our own Jurisdiction. 

A resolution was introduced and adopted to appoint a 
committee of three for the purpose of making a thorough 
investigation of the program and activities of the State 
Association of the Y. M. C. A. of Nebraska, with the idea of 
enlisting the support of the Knights Templars in the Juris- 
diction at the next Annual Conclave. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee report a total of 
twenty-one loans made during the year amounting to $3,400. 
Balance on hand available for loans $1,487.97. 

The report on Templar Review is by E..Sir Charles H. 
Marley and he reviews forty-four Jurisdictions in a thorough 
and courteous manner, nothing of interest escaping his atten- 
tion. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously re- 
viewed in two pages and we thank him for his kind remarks 
concerning our efforts last year both as Grand Commander 
and Reviewer. 

The Fifty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Nebraska will be held in Omaha, Nebraska on 
April 11, 1929. 


New Hampsuire, 1927 


The Eightieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of New Hampshire was held in the city of Concord on 
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Tuesday, September 27, 1927, with Acting Grand Commander, 
V..E.Sir Frank C. Livingston, presiding. All Grand Officers, 
five Past Grand Commanders and representatives from nine 
of the eleven constituent Commanderies were present. 


Immediately after the opening of Grand Commandery, the 
following distinguished guests were received and welcomed by 
Acting Grand Commander Livingston. R..E..Sir F. Ward 
DeKlyn, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery 
of Connecticut and personal representative of the M.:.E.-. 
Grand Master. E.-Sir Louis Theurer, Past Commander of 
Crusader Commandery, No. 10, Danbury, Conn. 


The Annual Address of the Acting Grand Commander is a 
thorough and splendidly written report of his administration 
which embraced practically the entire year. Referring to the 
Grand Commander’s death he says: R..E..Sir Chandler had 
scarcely taken over the reins of governing our affairs when 
the dread summons came to place them in other hands, and 
his work as a Grand Commander was finished. Active, 
energetic, and deeply interested in all that pertained to 
Templar Masonry, his death has been a severe blow to our 
Order.” He devoted considerable space to the loss in member- 
ship in the Jurisdiction and advances a number of fine sugges- 
gestions as to how the constituent Commanderies may in- 
crease the interest and attendance of their members. He 
visited every Commandery in his Jurisdiction and speaks very 
highly of their Inspector Instructor, who accompanied him on 
all his visits. Evidently the Inspector Instructor is the right 
man in the right place as he has handled a number of delicate 
situations in a very tactful manner. Two dispensations were 
issued for public appearance and one decision rendered, all 


of same being approved by Jurisprudence Committee and 
Grand Commandery. 


The Educational Committee have had a busy year making 
loans to sixteen young men and seven young women aggre- 
gating $3,875.00. Balance cash on hand $4,879.01. The 
Committee are very enthusiastic about the Loan Fund and 
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state that is it opening up avenues of life for hundred of boys 
and girls, and sending them with ambition and inspiration to 
face life’s problem, equipped and unafraid. 

From the Annual Report of the Acting Grand Treasurer 
we find receipts with balance on hand of $7,485.08. Dis- 
bursements $2,601.38; leaving a balance on hand of $4,883.70. 
Of this balance $2,559.45 constitutes the Triennial Fund. 

The report of the Committee on Commanderies and Re- 
turns show a total membership of 3,428. Net loss for the 
year 82. 

The following Resolution was proposed by R.-.E.-.Sir 
Danforth and adopted: That the Grand Commandery tender 
its thanks to V..E..Sir Frank C. Livingston, Acting Grand 
Commander, for his able, efficient, and satisfactory adminis- 
tration of its business during the past year. 

Your Reviewer has studied the report of the Inspector- 
Instructor with much interest, as the Inspection System in 
New Hampshire is very similar to ours, and the basis for 
marking is identical with the exception of the ten points 
devoted to attendance in Uniform. He suggests that the 
Commanderies arrange a date for their Inspection, as early 
in the year as possible, work the Order of the Temple at all 
Inspections, and have all work in the Order of the Temple 
performed within the Asylum proper. Naturally we agree 
thoroughly with the Inspector-Instructor in these suggestions 
which are vital to the success of the System. 

Grand Recorder Cheney reports for the Committee on 
Correspondence and we quote from an interesting prologue: 
“Losses in membership seem to have impressed me more than 
anything else, as I have done the reading of proceedings, 
necessary to this work. To me it is a process of adjustment— 
a recovery from the hysteria of the more recent years. That 
is why I am not alarmed.” Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
are courteously reviewed in two pages and we deeply appre- 
ciate the kind things he says about our Inspection System. 

The next Annual Conclave will be held at Manchester, on 
Tuesday, September 25, 1928. 
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New Jersey, 1928 


The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of New Jersey was held in the city of Trenton, May 8, 1928, 
with Grand Commander, Melville S. King, presiding. A 
number of distinguished visitors were present from surround- 
ing Jurisdictions and later in the session M.-.E...Sir George W. 
Vallery, Grand Master of the Grand Encampment arrived and 
was heartily welcomed by the Grand Commander. The 
Grand Master in his address to the Grand Commandery, 
devoted considerable time to the Educational Loan Fund 
movement, giving much interesting information. In his 
closing paragraph he says: “The object in having a Grand 
Master’is that he may visit the various Grand Commanderies, 
as many as he can, throughout the United States, not to make 
Inspections, or to find fault, but to get better acquainted, to 
see if anything can be done to help build up Templarism, or 
if any suggestions can be made that might better existing 
conditions. It is more of a social than a business call. The 
Grand Master does not know, in all cases, what it is best for 
New Jersey to do; you know better; though he might make 
some suggestions, if he should know about the things of 
which you ask. That is all my business; I am here merely 
to fraternize; to eat with you; break bread and visit, and 
find out what you want us to do. The Grand Encampment 
belongs to you people; we are your servants; we would not be 
there if you had not put us there.” We will comment that 
the Grand Master stated his position very nicely and what he 
says applies to any Grand Commander as well. 


The Grand Commander presents a short and concise report 
of his year’s workand has issued 26 dispensations and rendered 
4 decisions, all of same being approved by Jurisprudence 
Committee and Grand Commandery. These were all in 
accord with Templar law and require no comment from us. 
He offers several recommendations but as these are of local 
iaterest only, we wil] not quote them. At the close of the 
Conclave he was presented a framed certificate of Honorary 
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Membership in Cyrene Commandery, No. 7, as a token of his 
“princely personality”’. 

We are pleased to note from the report of the Grand Re- 
corder that New Jersey shows a net gain in membership of 75; 
Knighted 284; suspended 117; total membership 7,695. 


From the annual report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand $37,123.09; Disbursements 
$16,346.35; leaving a balance on hand of $20,776.74. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee report that in 
order to safeguard their loans they are considering the matter 
of life insurance on the borrowers, if this matter can be worked 
out in a satisfactory manner. Thirty-two loans were made 
during the year aggregating $9,195.00; balance on hand 
available for loans, $1,942.53. 


There has been a decided improvement shown by the Com- 
manderies at their Annual Inspection and much credit for 
this is given to R.:.E..Sir Warren Dobbs, their Inspector 
Instructor. 


The report on Templar Review is by E..Sir Edwin A. 
Whitman who reviews 44 Jurisdictions in 54 pages of the 
Proceedings. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously 
and amply reviewed in two pages 


The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of New Jersey will be held in the city of Trenton, March 
8, 1929. At the time this date was settled, it was also voted 
that the Annual Conclave of the Subordinate Commanderies 
be changed from March to the first regular Conclave in 
December of each year. 


New Mexico, 1927 


The Twenty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of New Mexico was held in the Asylum of Las Cruses 
Commandery, No. 11, stationed at Las Cruses, on February 
25, 1927, with Grand Commander Kilburn presiding. 
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A large number of distinguished guests were received and 
welcomed by the Grand Commander, among them being 
R..E..Sir Charles W. Tetrowe, Past Grand Commander of 
the Grand Commandery of Oklahoma and personal repre- 
sentative of the Grand Master. 

The Annual Address of R..E..Sir Kilburn is short but 
interesting and he devotes considerable space to a eulogy of 
the age in which we are living followed by a paragraph which 
we quote: “Yet when we have been carried to the utmost 
bounds of being, of time and of place, we find that there, too, 
is God, the Supreme Ruler of the Universe. We see that it is 
His creation in which we are moving. We observe the work- 
ing of laws that He has established. We find that the un- 
limited reality is not matter, nor force, but mind. We 
discover that we cannot pass beyond His infinite presence. 
Notwithstanding the glory of our age, we do not as yet sce the 
glad and cloudless day—for vast regions of lonely earth still 
lie in darkness and night, yet unconquered by the advancing 
dawn. Let us, sir Knights, so execute the cardinal virtues of 
our splendid and beloved Order that, as by the wings of 
morning, the world may yet be borne onward to that age of 
glory and achievement which the prophets have predicted, 
and of which the poets have sung.’”? No dispensations were 
requested and no decisions rendered. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find the follow- 
ing statement of the funds on hand. General Fund $842.75 A 
Masonic Home and Relief Fund $4,077.44; Triennial Fund 
$742.47; Grand Commandery Educational Loan Fund 
$1,493.67; total $7,156.33. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 1,401. 
Net gain for the year 6. It is interesting to note that with 
fourteen Commanderies the average membership is 100. 
Eight Commanderies have a membership running from 40 
up to 76, and the other six run from 105 to 299. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee have made sixteen 
loans during the year amounting to $2,530.00. They are 
cooperating with the Grand Lodge who have a revolving 
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Student Loan Fund and this arrangement is working out in 
a very satisfactory manner. It is the opinion of your Re- 
viewer, which may be hearsay, that more Jurisdictions could 
use a similar system to good advantage, thereby saving 
duplication of effort. 


On recommendation of the Finance Committee it was voted 
that the sum of $140.10, which is equivalent to a per capita 
tax of Ten Cents per member, be contributed from the General 
Fund, to the National Masonic Tuberculosis Sanatoria 
Association. 


Two special Conclaves were convened during the year one 
at Deming for the purpose of conducting the funeral of the 
Grand Captain General and one at Albuquerque to install 
the Grand Junior Warden. 


The Grand Commandery of New Mexico do not have a 
Committee on Foreign Correspondence or Templar Review 
and of course no report on same. 


The Twenty-seventh Annual Conclave will be held at 
Magdalena, New Mexico, Friday, February 24, 1928. 


New Mexico, 1928 


The Twenty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of New Mexico was convened at Magdalena on 
February 24, 1928, with all Grand Officers, except Grand 
Prelate, present. Representatives were present from eleven 
of the fourteen Constituent Commanderies. 


From the Annual Address of the Grand Commander we 
quote the following: “It is a wonderful revelation which comes 
to us even in the swift flight of time, that we are living in the 
midst of the eternity of God, that we are part of His eternal 
purpose. To feel and find one’s self as thus living is to possess 
a confidence equal to any experience, it arms one with faith 
and courage and enables him to meet the days and years with 
trust and cheer.’’? Several pages are devoted to departed 
Fraters from his and other Grand Jurisdictions and here we 
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find the names of R.-.E.-.Sirs James S. and John Albert Blake, 
Past Grand Commanders of our own Jurisdiction. He 
speaks highly of the Educational Loan Fund movement and 
in this connection says: “As Knights Templars march together 
in public they present only the outward and ceremonial glory 
of this Fraternity, but the most gallant chivalry is manifested 
in their inherent consecration to the laudable idealism of the 
Master, the giving of service to their fellow: man.” On 
November 25, 1927, he called a special Conclave of the Grand 
Commandery at Santa Fe, for the purpose of installing the 
Grand Treasurer. One dispensation was granted during the 
year and no decisions rendered. 

The Grand Treasurer reports total receipts of $4,960.50; 
Disbursements $3,922.45; leaving a balance on hand of 
$1,038.05. 

: Thirteen loans were made during the year by the Educa- 
tional Loan Fund Committee amounting to $2,380.00; balance 
on hand $1,749.48. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 1,387. Net loss for the year of 14. 

Grand Commandery adopted a resolution approving the 
program of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of New Mexico 
in continuing its effort for Masonic Tubercular Relicf. 

Seven District Inspectors were appointed by the Grand 
Commander, each Inspector to have two Commanderies to 
Inspect. This would seem rather easy under our System, 
where each Division Commander has six Commanderies to 
Inspect and each Inspector Instructor marks from twelve to 
eighteen Commanderies. 


The Twenty-eighth Annual Conclave will be held at Gallup, 
Friday, February 22, 1929. 


New York, 1927 


The One Hundred and fourteenth Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of New York was convened in Masonic 
Temple, Niagara Falls, New York, on Monday, June 27, 1927, 
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with all Grand Officers and eleven Past Grand Commanders 
present. 


Previous to the opening of the Annual Conclave, an ob- 
servance of public Worship was held in St. Paul’s Methodist 
Episcopal Church on Sunday evening, June 26 at eight o’clock. 
The Commandery in Niagara Falls, numbering more than 
seven hundred Sir Knights in Full Templar Uniform, acted as 
escort to the Grand Officers and guests to and from the Church. 


Many guests from other Grand Jurisdictions were present 
at the Conclave and received a hearty welcome and a cordial 
greeting from Grand Commander Marsh. Your Reviewer 
was present as Grand Commander of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island and can state from personal experience that all 
the numerous guests were royally entertained and enjoyed 
this splendid Conclave from start to finish. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a complete 
resume of his administration and occupies fifty-three pages 
of the Proceedings. He issued many dispensations for public 
appearance and rendered several decisions, all of same being 
approved by the Committee on Jurisprudence. We note that 
dispensations are issued in New York to participate in Non 
Masonic parades, this is something we are careful not to do 
in Massachusetts and Rhode Island. One of the decisions is 
interesting as it pertains to a Knight Templar in Full Uniform 
wearing an apron when attending a Blue Lodge function. 
The Jurisprudence Committee rules that this is the proper 
procedure and is not in conflict with the rules of the Grand 
Encampment as the apron is neither a Badge nor a Medal. 
We were under the impression that the apron is the Badge of a 
Mason. Dispensations were issued to two new Commanderies: 
Red Jacket of Canandaigua and Adirondack of Lake Placid. 
On October 6, 1926, R.:.E..Sir Marsh constituted Tancred 
Commandery, No. 80, in Highland Temple, Buffalo, New 
York. On this occasion he was accompanied by practically 
all of his Grand Officers and a special Conclave of the Grand 
Commandery was convened. He makes several recommenda- 
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tions, one of which is for a Committee to be appointed to 
draft a suitable resolution to be introduced at the Grand 
Encampment Conclave at Detroit, giving the right to Com- 
manderies to receive Commanders and Past Commanders 


under the Arch of Steel. He also feels that an Instructor in — 


Tactics should be appointed to have full charge of this depart- 
ment when the Schools of Instruction are held and his decision 
on questions of Tactics to be binding. 


The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer show receipts 
with balance on hand of $157,251.42; Disbursements 
$131,529.97; Permanent Fund $51,900.42; Triennial Conclave 
Fund $2,600.33; iar Encampment Ruhertainment Fund 
$11,311.79. 


From the Annual Report of Grand Recorder Bonnington 
we find a total membership of 37,751. Net gain for the year 
225. There are now 76 Commanderies in the Jurisdiction 
including the two Under Dispensations. 


The Educational Loan Committee report loans made to 126 
young men and young women, amounting to $49,279.00. 
Balance on hand $52,098.24. 


A resolution that each Companion of the Red Cross must 
equip himself with the Knight Templar Uniform before he 
can receive the Order of the Temple, did not receive the 
required two-thirds vote and was not adopted. 


The Committee on Finance and Accounts offered an amend- 
ment to the Regulations increasing the per capita tax from 
sixty cents a member to seventy-five cents per member. 


This was received and laid over for action at the next Annual 
Conclave. 


The Annual parade which is one of the principal features of 
an Annual Conclave in New York, was held on Monday 
afternoon with over five thousand Sir Knights in Full Uniform 
in line. After passing the reviewing stand in regular forma- 
tion, the flags and banners were grouped, bands massed and 
the Knights in solid formation that reached from curb to 
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curb, swung once more past the reviewing stand to the inspir- 
ing music of “Onward Christian Soldiers.” A wonderfully 
impressive spectacle and one which your Reviewer will never 
forget. 

The Annual Report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir John 
W. Jenkins who reviews 47 Grand Jurisdictions in one hundred 
and six pages of the Proceedings. He has been writing these 
reviews for the Grand Commandery of New York for twenty- 
three years and turns out a splendid document. He mentions 
the fact that our last year’s Proceedings carries the first name 
of their Grand Commander as Alva instead of Ednor and as 
we humbly apologize for this error we would gently mention 
that the first name of the Grand Master of Masons of Massa- 
chusetts is Frank and not Frederick as printed in his review. 


The One Hundred and Fifteenth Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of New York will be held in Schenectady, 
June 4, 1928. 


New York, 1928 


The Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of New 
York was convened in the City of Schenectady, June 4, 1928, 
with Grand Commander George O. Linkletter presiding. 
Previous to the formal opening of Grand Commandery, the 
usual religious services were conducted in the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 


Immediately following the opening a large number of 
distinguished guests from other Jurisdictions were received 
and welcomed by the Grand Commander. Among these 
Fraters we find the name of R...E.-.Sir Norris G. Abbott, Grand 
Commander of our own Jurisdiction. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a splendid 
and carefully prepared document occupying nineteen pages 
of the Proceedings. He is disturbed over the Uniform situa- . 
tion in his Commanderies and we will quote one of his para- 
graphs on this subject: “While our Commanderies are not 
uniforming as they should and it is a rare event to have a 
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Commandery adopt the compulsory regulation and while it is 
probably a well-known fact that I am not an advocate of 
compulsory uniforms, it is deplorable to hear that one of our 
prominent Commanderies has passed a regulation changing 
from compulsory to a non-uniformed Commandery. This 
is distinctly a step backward and regrettable. The only excuse 
there can be for such a step is to secure more members and I 
am somewhat doubtful of the advantage thus gained. While 
an increase in membership is desirable, it is likely that an 
increase in this manner is not so permanent.” We heartily 
agree with the Grand Commander in his last statement and 
feel that if the Grand Commandery would adopt the com- 
pulsory Uniform law for all its Commanderies, such an act 
would be a long step forward in the right direction. He 
sounds a note of warning to the Commanderies as to their 
finances and cautions them to cut down their expenses in order 
to live within their income during this season of depression. 


‘ Many dispensations for public appearance were granted and 


a number of decisions rendered but as these are of a routine 
nature they require no comment. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $89,804.23; Disbursements $62,594.87; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $27,209.36; 
Invested Funds $68,846.21. 


The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 37,743. 
Net loss for the year 7. The Jurisdiction knighted 1,503 
candidates but sustained a loss of 647 by death and 733 were 
dropped for non-payment of dues, with 237 members demitted. 


The report of the Educational Fund Committee is short and 
concise but shows that much has been accomplished. One 
hundred and sixty-five loans were made amounting to 
$43,253.00. Balance on hand available for loans $42,294.76. 


Upon recommendation of the Special Committee on Con- 
densing the Proceedings, many economies were voted in the 
way of omitting unnecessary reports, thereby saving about 
100 pages and condensing the report of the Committee on 
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Templar Review so as not to exceed an average of 114 pages 
for each Grand Jurisdiction. As a humble Scribe we would 
be pleased if our own Jurisdiction adopted similar legislation. 


A resolution to adopt the compulsory uniform law was 
presented by Past Grand Commander Marsh but this was 
laid over for action at the next Annual Conclave. 


The report on Templar Review is shorter than usual for 
this Grand Jurisdiction but withal very interesting. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is accorded over a page of courteous 
review and we thank E.-.Sir Jenkins for his kind reference to 
our efforts both as Grand Commander last year and as Re- 
viewer. 


The One Hundred and Sixteenth Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of New York will be held in the city of 
Albany, June 24, 1929. 


Nortu Carouina, 1928 


The Forty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of North Carolina was held in the city of Durham, 
May 9-10, 1928, with Grand Commander Raymond H. Boyer 
presiding. This Volume, which is a fine one as usual, opens 
with a portrait of R..E..Sir Raymond H. Boyer, Grand 
Commander, 1927-1928. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a business- 
like resume of his administration and shows conscientious 
attention to duty. He speaks of their small loss in member- 
ship and lays part of the blame to the lack of interest by 
Recorders in the constituent Commanderies. On November 
28, 1927, he granted a dispensation to form, open, and hold a 
Commandery in the city of Reidsville and reports that the 
Sir Knights there are enthusiastic, and good results are sure 
to follow. Three dispensations were issued for public ap- 
pearance and one dispensation, to ballot upon petition without 
waiting the statutory time, was refused. One decision was 
rendered relating to local Uniform Conditions. _ $400.00 was 
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donated to the York Rite Library and $100.00 was sent to 
the Mississippi Flood Relief Committee. Some reports have 
come to him that a few run the Grand Bodies and the voting 
delegates do not have a voice in the meetings. He therefore 
recommends that the Grand Bodies or Officers who have any 
materia] changes to recommend, send them to the Grand 
Recorder and he in turn to the Constituent Commanderies 
for discussion. In this way he feels that the representatives 
will come prepared to vote. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $22,578.81; Disbursements $12,084.02; 
balance on hand $10,494.79; Special Charity Fund $900.00; 
Triennial Fund $3,166.40; Permanent Fund $19,218.11. 


. A Recorder Griggs reports a total membership of 
228; net loss for the year 173; Knighted 156; suspended 210. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee report a busy year 
with 57 loans made aggregating $8,360.00. They are making 
all loans as of April Ist and the interest on the loans begin at 
this date. 

The Committee on J urisprudence are considerably disturbed 
at the lack of interest in Constituent Commanderies, and we 
quote their closing paragraph: ‘Your Committee views with 
alarm the Increasing apathy and indifference on the part of 
the Knights Templars. We would most earnestly recommend 
to the meoming Grand Commander and his line officers that 
this matter be given their most serious consideration and 
attention to the end that means may be employed to create 
greater enthusiasm, on the part of Sir Knights of this Grand 
Jurisdiction, for a larger attendance on the Conclaves of the 
Constituent Commanderies and of the Grand Commandery 
and a more faithful observance of the principles of our Order.”’ 


The report on Templar Review is as usual by E..Sir J. 
Edward Allen and he presents a fine document, straight to the 
point and nothing of importance escapes his attention. He 
opens his Review with an eight page prologue which we wish 
all our Fraters might have the opportunity of reading. Massa- 
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chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed and we 
thank him for his very nice reference to our efforts of last year. 


The Forty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of North Carolina will be held in the city of New 
Bern, on the third Thursday in May, 1929. 


Norts Daxora, 1928 


The Thirty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of North Dakota was held in the city of Minot ,May 22-23, 
1928, with Grand Commander McCannel, presiding. Follow- 
ing the customary practice of this Jurisdiction the first event 
of this Grand Conclave was the Church Parade and Services 


- at the First Presbyterian Church, conducted by the Grand 


Prelate, Rev. and Sir Knight William J. Hutcheson. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is very 
short and deals entirely with matters of local interest. He 
issued two dispensations for public appearances and rendered 
no decisions. He speaks very highly of their new Instructor, 
R..E..Sir George H. Russ, Jr.,and says that he is specially 
qualified to fullfill the duties of this office, due to his military 
training and thorough knowledge of Templar Work. We are 
pleased to quote a few lines from his closing paragraph: “We 
can only help Templar Masonry to grow and prosper when we 
realize that we as individuals, must scrutinize our own words 
and acts, to weigh them carefully, and so becoming conscious 
of our own individual faults, make a sincere and honest 
endeavor to avoid them, so that we may not bring disgrace 
upon our Order, or reproach unto the name under whose 
banner we are enlisted.” 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $5,226.66; Disbursements $4,009.98; 
leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of $1,216.68. 
Invested Funds $2,822.45. 

Grand Recorder Stockwell presents a fine report of the 
year’s work and offers a number of suggestions for the better- 
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ment of the financial conditions of the Grand Commandery. 
There are now 16 Constituent Commanderies in the Jurisdic- 
tion with a total membership of 2284. Net loss for the year 40. 


‘ The Educational Loan Fund Committee have had a busy 
year, the loans made amounting to $7,405.00. Balance on 
hand available for loans $879.89. 


An amendment to the By-laws on Revenues of the Grand 
Commandery, raising the per-capita tax from $1.00 a member 
to $1.25 was presented by Grand Recorder Stockwell but this 
was later voted down by Grand Commandery upon recom- 
mendation of the Jurisprudence Committee. From a brief 
study of their financial condition, we are inclined to agree with 
Grand Recorder Stockwell that this legislation was needed 
and the amendment should have prevailed. 


We note with regret that North Dakota have discontinued 
the practice of printing the Report on Templar Review, but 
sincerely hope the custom will be resumed in the near future. 


The Fortieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of North Dakota will be held in the city of Grand Forks, 
May 28-29, 1929. 


Onto, 1927 


The social features and entertainment, during the Annual 
Conclaves of the Grand Commandery of Ohio are looked for- 
ward to each year, with great anticipation by the Knights of 
Ohio and their Ladies. Sir Knights and citizens who invite 
the Grand Commandery to hold its Annual Conclave in their 
city, leave nothing undone in the way of preparing a con- 
tinuous program of entertainment and pleasure, for the 
visiting Knights and Ladies, during the Conclave. This 
Annual Conclave in Akron was no exception and the only 
disappointment, was the rainy weather on Wednesday, the 
day of the parade, in spite of which over four thousand swords 
were in line. 
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The Highty-fifth Annual Conclave was convened ip the 
Masonic Temple at Akron, Ohio, Wednesday, October 12, 


_ 1927, the Grand Commandery having been escorted from the 


headquarters at the Portage Hotel by Akron Commandery, 
No. 25 and Bethany Commandery, No. 72. 

The opening of a Commandery in Full Form was exemplified 
by Akron Commandery, in a most perfect and impressive 
manner, after which E.-.Sir Pearick, Commander of Akron 
Commandery, welcomed the Grand Commandery to Akron 
in a few chosen words. Many distinguished visitors were 
present including R.-.E..Sir William H. Jennings, Past Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of Illinois and personal 
representative of the Grand Master. 


The Annual Address of Grand Commander Palmer is a 
model document and shows conscientious attention to Grand 
Commandery affairs during the year. Under State of the 
Order he says: ‘“There seems to be an unusually large number 
of suspensions for nonpayment of dues in our Constituent 
Commanderies and I believe more personal effort on the part 
of the officers of the Commanderies, or a special committee 
appointed for that purpose, in the matter of collecting dues, 
would considerably reduce this number. It is certainly just 
as desirable to retain the present members of our Com- 
manderies, as to create new members, and I call this to your 
attention in the hope that the officers will give special atten- 
tion to the collection of dues and thereby reduce the large 
number of suspensions which have prevailed in the past few 
years.” New sets of Asylum Tactics were prepared and 
issued during the year and the Grand Commander is well 
pleased with the showing made by most of the Commanderies 
at their Official Inspections. Thirty-nine dispensations were 
issued and three refused, all of same being approved by 
Jurisprudence Committee and Grand Commandery. On 
November 22, 1926, he called a special conclave of the Grand 
Commandery in Masonic Temple, Niles, Ohio, for the purpose 
of constituting Niles Commandery, No. 79. An unusual 
occurrence during the year was the impeachment of an Eminent 
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Commander, who after a full and careful investigation, he 
suspended from the functions of Commander, and placed 
the Commandery in charge of the Generalissimo. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $88,328.63; Disbursements 
$62,864.11; leaving a balance on hand of $25,464.52; In- 
vested Funds $43,589.14. 


The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 34,068; 
Net gain for the year 194; Chartered Commanderies 79; 
Knights provided with Uniforms 32,730; not provided with 
Uniforms 1,338. This is a wonderful showing and we heartily 
congratulate our Ohio Fraters on their Uniform record. The 


total net assets of the constituent Commanderies amount to 
$1,155,232.52. 


One hundred and thirty-eight loans, amounting to 
$30,140.00, were granted by the Educational Loan Fund 
Committee during the year. Total number of loans made 
since start of Fund, 562. 


Several amendments were made to the Statutes of the Grand 


Commandery but these are of local interest and we will not 
quote them. 


A full report of Officers of the Ohio Masonic Home is 
contained in this volume and we wish our fraters in Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island could have our privilege of reading this 
splendid document and thereby learn how well the Sir Knights 
of Ohio practice the tenets of Templar Masonry. Grand 


Commandery contributed $8,000.00 to this worthy cause at 
their last Conclave. 


The Report on Templar Review is from the pen of R..E...Sir 
William B. Baldwin, Grand Prelate, and forty-one Grand 
Jurisdictions are ably reviewed. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is courteously reviewed in two pages. 


The Eighty-sixth Annual Conclave will be held in Dayton, 
Ohio, October 10, 1928. 
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OxuaHomA, 1928 


The Thirty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Oklahoma was held at Oklahoma City, May 22-23, 
1928, with R..E..Sir Bert D. Ashbrook presiding. Although 
the Grand Commandery did not convene until Tuesday, the 
22nd, on Monday Schools of Instructions were held and 
exemplifications of both Full Form Opening and Order of 
Malta in Full Form were given by Bethlehem Commandery. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a splendid 
resume of his acts covering his year. He issued eight dis- 
pensations, refused two and rendered three decisions, all of 
these being approved by Committee on Jurisprudence and 
Grand Commandery. One of his decisions referred to a 
request for a Commandery to make money for their Drill 
Team by sale of coupon books that would entitle the holder 
to a reduction on goods purchased from firms represented 
therein, but carrying with it a drawing scheme for certain 
prizes. He ruled that: as this was a lottery scheme it would 
be illegal, and further, that it would be beneath the dignity 
of an institution founded upon the Christian religion and 
practice of the Christian virtues. We heartily commend the 
Grand Commander upon this decision. He authorized the 
sending of $100.00 to the city of Shawnee following an appeal 
for funds to aid that storm stricken community. Several 
recommendations were made, one of them pertaining to the 
selection of a permanent meeting place at some centrally 
located point. He says that the Grand Commandery would 
benefit from such an arrangement by increased attendance at 
Annual Conclave, a reduction in the expense of Grand Com- 
mandery as well as the convenience and saving of time to the 
Representatives themselves. 

The Grand Recorder reports a toal membership of 7,479; 
net gain for the year 144; 417 were Knighted and 257 suspended 
during the year. We congratulate the Grand Commandery 
of Oklahoma on this gain which is quite refreshing at a time 
when we are forced to note so many losses in other Jurisdictions, 


our own included. 
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From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $16,490.41; Disbursements $7,147.40; 
balance on hand $9,343.01, which with $3,000.00 in Liberty 
Bonds makes a total in the General Fund of $12,343.01; 
Triennial Fund $5,523.62. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee submit a fine 
report covering their year’s work and state that every effort 
is being made to conduct the affairs of their organization on a 
strictly business basis. Forty-six loans were made during the 
year amounting to $9,775.00, which is an average of $212.50 
per loan. 


The following resolution was adopted, amending the 
Statutes and Regulations of the Grand Commandery: “Any 
Subordinate Commandery in this Jurisdiction may remit the 
dues of any member who has been for twenty-five years a 
member of the Order in good standing, or any member in 
good standing admitted to the Masonic Home, and when 
such has been done, said Commandery shall not be liable to 
the Grand Commandery for per capita tax upon such member, 
but each and every member so exempted from dues shall be 


reported to the Grand Commandery upon the Annual Re- 
turns.” : 


Following the recommendation of the Grand Commander 
who had arrested the Charter of Durant Commandery, No. 31, 
it was voted to instruct the Grand Recorder to immediately 
take charge of all property and paraphernalia belonging to 
said Commandery, and dispose of it to the best interests of the 
Grand Commandery. 


The report on Templar Review is a fine one and is presented 
by E..Sir Edsen A. MacMillan who reviews forty-six Grand 
Jurisdictions in sixty-two pages of the Proceedings. In his 
prologue under the head of Suspension he says: “‘When our 
rolls are cleaned of those who do not seem to accept the tenets 
of our faith, and when greater care is taken to secure more 
business efficiency in the handling of the business affairs of 
our Order, then can we expect the Christian Order of Knight- 
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hood to expand and become more efficient in its aims and 
ideals. Our portals have not been guarded as closely and 
efficiently as no doubt they will be in the future. Members 
are not the all important thing—Men are needed.” Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island received very favorable mention 
in two pages of the Review and we thank him for his very 
courteous reference to our efforts of last year. 


The Thirty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Oklahoma will be held in the city of Tulsa, May 
21-22, 1929. 


OrxEGon, 1928 


The Forty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Oregon was convened in the Masonic Temple, 
Portland, April 11, 1928, with Grand Commander, Andy P. 
Davis, presiding. 


This Volume opens with a fine portrait of R..E..Sir Davis 
and is followed by a brief history of his Masonic life and 
activities. 


Preceding the formal opening of Grand Commandery, 
Oregon Commandery, No. 1, exemplified the opening of a 
Commandery in Full Form and then received the Officers of 
the Grand Commandery. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander shows 
conscientious attention to the affairs of his office during the 
year and he also found time to visit a number of his Constit- 
uent Commanderies. Considerable space is devoted to the 
dedication of the new Masonic Temple in Portland, which he 
says in size, beauty and completeness in every detail, chal- 
lenges comparison with any Masonic edifice in the northwest. 
He congratulates his Portland Fraters on the fulfillment of 
their hopes and plans and states that they have erected a 
monument to Masonry which will serve the Craft long after 
the last of the builders have been laid to rest. He issued one 
dispensation for a Commandery to receive an application and 
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ballot, at the same Conclave which of course was unconstitu- 
tional and this fact was brought to his attention by the Juris- 
prudence Committee. On March 3, 1928, he issued a dis- 
pensation to form a Friendship Commandery in Portland and 
a Charter was granted at this Conclave. A number of 
decisions were rendered, all of same being in accord with 
Templar law. 


A very interesting report was submitted by Sir William W. 
Youngson who at the request of Grand Commander McKay, 
sponsored the Order of De Molay on the Steamer Ryndam 
with the World’s Pioneer Educational Cruise. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $26,023.14; Disbursements $1 1,316.89; 
balance on hand $14,706.25; Invested Funds $5,300.00. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 3,739; 
net loss for the year 39. We note that 75 were knighted 
during the year and 75 members were dropped for non-pay- 
ment of dues. For the purpose of reducing printing expense 
and furnishing a list of members in more convenient form, a 
separate roster of members is being printed rather than 
including the roster in each of the several hundred copies of 
Proceedings published each year. We agree with our Oregon 
Fraters that this is a much more economical method of hand- 
ling the roster matter and just as efficient. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee reports that 
repayment of loans has been very satisfactory, total repay- 
ments amounting to $3,000.00, over $2,000.00 of which has 
been paid during the fiscal year just closed. Thirteen loans 
were made during the past year, amounting to $3,100.00. 

A number of distinguished guests were present from the 
other Grand Bodies in the State as well as R.-..E.:.Sir Charles 
P. Kimball, Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
Washington, who was unanimously elected an honorary 
member of the Grand Commandery of Oregon. 


The Review of Templar Proceedings is by E..Sir Walter 0. 
Haines who says he was assigned to this duty with very little 
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notice. However he presents a splendid document and we 
thank him for his courteous review of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island and for his kind reference to our own efforts as 
Reviewer. 

The Forty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Oregon will be held in the city of La Grande, 
Oregon, April 10, 11, 1929. 


PENNSYLVANIA, 1928 


The Seventy-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Pennsylvania was held in Masonic Temple in the 
city of Reading, May 22, 1928. Parade, Receptions and 
Divine Services marked the preliminary to the formal opening 
of the Grand Commandery. 


The Grand Commander of the Keystone State has a real 
job on his hands as evidenced by a very comprehensive report 
occupying 92 pages of the Proceedings. He has delegated 
considerable authority to other Grand Commandery officers 
during the year in respect to grouping the Constituent Com- 
manderies and making the officers responsible for same. This 
is a splendid training for the officers coming along the line and 
helps to fit them for the office of Grand Commander. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island has had this sytem in vogue for a 
number of years with marked success. Thirty-eight dis- 
pensations were granted and one decision rendered. Several 
dispensations were for Public Installations in their own 
Asylums which is unnecessary under the Constitution. He 
offers a number of recommendations but as these are of local 
interest we will not quote them. Considerable space in his 
report is devoted to correspondence with the Grand Master 
of the Grand Encampment with reference to the Past Master 
degree and it was handled in a most courteous and Knightly 
manner. He places emphasis upon the importance of con- 
ferring the Order of Malta in Full Form and the development 
of a perfectly drilled squad or Company in every Commandery 
that can be useful adjuncts in the performance of ritualistic 
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work. The equipment and “proper array” of the Asylum, 
Military precision in escort duty and floor work are properly 
stressed by the Grand Commander. 


Our Pennsylvania Fraters have had a very successful year 
financially as the report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $160,168.08; Disbursements 
$79,212.46; leaving a balance on hand of $80,955.62. In- 
vested Funds as reported by the Trustees $92,760.00. 


We are pleased to note from the Grand Recorder’s report 
that the Grand Commandery of Pennsylvania made a net 
gain in membership of 555. Total membership at present 
42,679. There are 95 chartered Commanderies in the Juris- 
diction and one Under Dispensation. The Grand Recorder 
also states that the total amount raised by the Commanderies 


for the Relief Fund for Mississippi Flood Sufferers was 
$4,275.35. 


We are pleased to quote a portion of one paragraph from 
the report of the Committee on Necrology: ‘Why should 
anything beautiful in this World ever be lost? Is it? Man 
does not want a world beyond for himself alone. Heaven 
would not be heaven without companionship. It is love that 
makes heaven and the finest ideal of the future life that ever 
was given to mortal is that of an Eternal Home. When the 
cruel hand of death breaks a link and souls fall away from 
each other’s embrace, it is with a feeling that some day some- 
where in God’s great universe they will meet again.” 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee are doing a wonder- 
ful piece of work in Pennsylvania and we congratulate them. 
263 loans made during the past year aggregating $34,845.00; 
balance in hands of the Treasurer available for loans $20,163.00. 


R..E..Sir Musser was evidently a much respected Grand 
Commander as he was presented with a Jewel, Shoulder 
Straps, Chapeau, Fatigue Cap, Coat and Belt by the Grand 
Commandery, as well as a beautiful watch by his line and 
staff officers. 


REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE 71 


The splendid report on Templar Review is, as usual, by 
R...E..Sir Thomas F. Penman who reviews practically all of 
the Grand Jurisdictions in 110 pages of the Volume. Massa- 
chusetts amd Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in two 
and one-half pages. In reply to his question why “and the 
Appendant Orders,” we will simply say there has been no 
change in our Official Title since the formation of our Jurisdic- 
tion in 1805. 


The Seventy-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Pennsylvania will be held in the city of Pittsburg 
in May, 1929. 


SoutH Carouina, 1928 


The Twenty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of South Carolina was held in the Asylum of Orange- 
burg Commandery No. 9, in the city of Orangeburg, Wednes- 
day, April 25, 1928. The Volume opened with portraits of 
M...E..Sir George W. Vallery; Most Puissant Companion, 
O. Frank Hart, Grand Master of the General Grand Council 
and Most Excellent Companion Charles C. Davis, General 
Grand High Priest of the General Grand Chapter, all of these 
distinguished fraters being in attendance at this Conclave. 
Immediately following the opening a recess was called and the 
Sir Knights marched to the First Methodist Episcopal Church 
where a splendid sermon, which is printed in full in the Pro- 
ceedings, was delivered by Reverend and Sir Knight R. B. 
Turnipseed. ' 


Grand Commander Hart is to be congratulated upon 
holding two such important positions at the same time, as 
either position of Grand Commander or Grand Master of the 
General Grand Council would be all that most of us would be 
able to handle at one time. In his annual address he speaks 
of their financial condition due to the failure of two banks a 
year ago. He arranged for a loan from the Grand Encamp- 
ment and by rigid economy has reduced said loan from 
$3,804.50 to $848.25. This is a splendid showing and we 
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congratulate the Grand Commandery of South Carolina. 
He issued several dispensations and rendered two decisions, 
all of same being in accord with Templar law and practice. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 3,780; net loss for the year 159. 


The Finance Committee report a budget for 1928-1929 of 
$9,033.25 with probable receipts of $9,461.59, which will leave 
them an excess of $428.34. This is on the supposition that 
they receive $2,500.00 from defunct banks as expected. 


From the report of the Educational Loan Fund Committee 
we find a total of 39 loans made to 38 students aggregating 
$6,195.00. The total amount of loans made since 1924 is 
$20,950.00. 


Regarding the South Carolina claim of having the oldest 
Commandery of K. T. we have only to reply that the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island makes no 
claim that St. Johns No. 1 of Providence, Rhode Island, is the 
oldest known organization of K. T.’s in the U. S. A. or else- 
where. All students of Templarism know full well that the 
Knight Templar degree, or the Order of the Temple, was 
conferred in Blue Lodges and Chapters, etec., in this country 
many years before the organization of St. Johns Com- 
mandery, 1802, and that there were organizations calling 
themselves Commanderies or Encampments of Knights of 
the Temple preceding this date. We claim only as follows :— 


Thomas Smith Webb and a few associates organized St. 
Johns No. 1 Commandery or Encampment in Providence, 
R. I., August 23, 1802, based upon a ritual he himself fabri- 
cated, with some assistance, no doubt, which with but minor 
changes became the ritual of the Grand Commandery of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island No. 1, the first Grand 
Commandery and has since been and is now the ritual of the 
Grand Encampment of U. 8. A. and by thus organizing the 
first Commandery, 1802, and first Grand Commandery 
founded American Templar Masonry, 1805. 
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Under Webb influence the Grand Commandery of New 
York and the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island founded the Grand Encampment of U.S.A. 1816, 
the now controlling body of Knights Templars under the 
American system. What we claim as first, we make claim 
only under the American system as founded by Webb and 
his associates. As far as we know all present Commanderies 
subordinate or Grand in the U. 8. A. derive whatever powers 
they may have from the American system of Templar Masonry. 
It is surely so in South Carolina as well as in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. There may be many evidences that a 
Commandery existed in South Carolina many years before 
1802, but under what ritual, what system, and further, has 
it had a continuous existence under any system, and are its 
Records complete. 


We venture to state there is no Commandery in South 
Carolina under the American system of Webb origin that was 
organized previous to 1802. We simply claim St. Johns 
Commandery No. 1 Providence, Rhode Island, is the oldest 
Templar Body under the American system of ritual and 
control. Founded August 23, 1802, it has perfectly preserved 
Records of every meeting and of all its officers and members 
to the present moment. Can any other Commandery present 
a like record? If so we would deem it a pleasure to know it 
and see it. 


There can be no virtue to age alone. The records of deeds 
well and truly performed only suffice. In this light only, is 
credit due to Thomas Smith Webb and St. Johns Com- 
mandery No. 1 of Providence, R. I. 


Report on Templar Review is by Grand Recorder Lindsay 
and occupies ninety-three pages of the Proceedings. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in two 
pages and we thank him for his kindly reference to our effort 
of last year.

The Forty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of South Dakota was held in Spearfish, South 
Dakota, August 30-31, 1927. 

Previous to the opening of Grand Commandery, Divine 
Services were held at the Black Hills Teachers College under 
the auspices of the Grand Prelate, Rev. Dr. Edward Ashley. 
At the conclusion of the sermon, lines were formed and 
marched to the gymnasium of the college where Black Hills 
Commandery, No. 23, opened a Commandery in Full Form. 
Following this, Grand Commander Rae opened the Grand 
Commandery in Full Form and received a number of dis- 
tinguished visitors including R.-.E.-.Sir George W. Critten, 
Past Grand Commander of Minnesota and personal repre- 
sentative of the Grand Master. 

The Grand Commander opened his Annual Address by 
thanking Grand Commandery for the great honor conferred 
on him by electing him to the office and says he shall always 
remember same with much happiness. Referring to the 
Presidents vacation in the Black Hills, he says: “It surely is a 
fitting and most singular coincidence that this Conclave 
should convene in the Black Hills of South Dakota when the 
eyes of the whole country, one might say, are turned in this 
direction.” On August 12, 1926, he commissioned Sir Knight 
Walter PF. Miller, Grand Captain General to perform the duty 
of Instituting Temple Commandery, No. 29, of Sisseton, 
South Dakota. He issued three dispensations and rendered 
no decisions. Under the head of Inspections we note the 
following: “The Inspections this 
the Order of the Red Cross, changing to the Priory, the 
conferring of the Order of Malta in short form, the pmauiae 
of the Order of the Temple and the conferring of the Order 
of the Temple.” From personal experience your Reviewer 
considers this quite some work for one Inspection. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer show receipts 
with balance on hand of $12,600.10; Disbursements $5,813.20; 
leaving a balance on hand of $6,786.90. ’ 


year covered the opening in 
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From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find 
a total membership of 3648. Net loss for the year 194. He 
also reports receipt of a Charter from the Grand Encampment 
after a short delay of forty-two year’s duration. We note 
some of the Commanderies have not completed their financial 
returns to the extent of about $760.00 and would suggest that 
the system we have in vogue in Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, whereby the Commandery is fined $25.00 if returns 
are not in by a given date, might be of advantage to the Grand 
Commandery of South Dakota. 


The Educational Loan Committee have been very active 
during the year and report thirty-seven loans made, amount- 
ing to $7,175.00. Balance on hand $487.81. 


The Triennial Committee report they have engaged three 
sleeping rooms at the Hotel Statler in Detroit but do not 
recommend having any headquarters room. They say in 
part: “being of the smaller Grand Commanderies and limited 
as to money matters, we see no reason why we should have the 
added expense of putting on “lugs” to maintain headquarters 
at the Triennial Conclave.’’ Also, ‘For some reason, the 
Grand Commandery of South Dakota has not been visited by 
any of the General Grand Officers of the Grand Encampment 
for many years, possibly due to the fact that we are a small 
Grand Commandery, or they have considered us practically 
outside of the territorial jurisdiction of the United States.” 
They hope the future may bring them some Officer of the 
Grand Encampment to encourage them on their way. 


A. Resolution was introduced by R.°.E.-.Sir Warne and 
adopted by Grand Commandery, that the incoming Grand 
Commander appoint a Committee to confer with the Shriners 
of the State to see if they would join the Grand Commandery 
in building a Templar Home at the permanent camp of the 
Grand Commandery in the Black Hills. 


The Grand Commandery have organized and are supporting 
a Grand Commandery Band of 28 pieces and the results have 
been very gratifying as the Band furnishes all music for 
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Parades, Drills, and Concerts at Grand Commandery Con- 
claves. 


The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E..Sir W. D. Swain 
who ably reviews most of the Grand Jurisdictions in ninety- 
two pages of the Proceedings. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island received courteous consideration in one and one-half 
pages. 


The Forty-fifth Annual Conclave will be held in Huron, 
South Dakota, commencing Tuesday August 7, 1928. 


TENNESSEE, 1928 


The Sixty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Tennessee was convened in Jefferson Hall at Knoxville, 
June 7, 1928. Before starting this review we must congratu- 
late the Grand Recorder on the dispatch shown in getting out 
the Proceedings, as we received our copy less than a month 


after the Conclave which is about a third of the time used by 
- many Jurisdictions. 


R.-.E..Sir Mynderse has had a busy year as Grand Com- 
mander and has visited many of the Commanderies in his 
Jurisdiction. He speaks very highly of the Inspectors in 
charge of their Inspection System and justly so from our 
study of their reports. Seven dispensations were granted and 
two refused, no decisions were rendered. The Committee on 
Jurisprudence congratulated the Grand Commander upon 
his year’s work and say there is nothing to criticise and much 
to praise. He makes several recommendations which were 
adopted by Grand Commandery but as these are of local 
interest, we will not quote. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $37,455.96; Disbursements 


$13,560.18; balance on hand including Liberty Bonds 
$27,895.78. 


Grand Recorder Cain has visited twenty of the twenty-f our 
Commanderies during the past year which is certainly a record 
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for a Grand Recorder and shows real interest in Templar 
Masonry. If more Grand Recorders would evidence such an 
interest they would be in much closer touch with their Tem- 
plar Fraters. Total membership, 4,998. Net loss for the 
year, 164. He says many of the Commanderies are showing 
new life and interest and believes the coming year will bring 
added improvement. 


The following resolution was submitted by Past Grand 
Commander Bowen and action on same was postponed until 
the next Annual Conclave. “It shall be optional with the 
Constituent Commanderies to enforce or refrain from enforc- 
ing any order with regard to uniform as in their judgment 
may be deemed wise.” In our humble opinion this proposed 
legislation would be a step backward as we are strongly of the 
opinion that a Knight Templar needs a uniform as much as a 
Blue Lodge member needs an apron. 


We are in hearty accord with another resolution which was 
later adopted by Grand Commandery and which we are 
pleased to quote: “That it is the sense of this Grand Com- 
mandery that its officers and members attending the Biennial 
Business and Social Conclaves appear at the opening of such 
Conclaves in full Templar Uniform. This we believe will sus- 
tain and increase the dignity of such Conclaves and the Order 
in general, and further increase the respect and esteem of our 
noble Order within our own bounds and also in the publicmind. 


From the report of the Educational Loan Fund Committee 
we find a total of forty-five loans made to the amount of 
$7,809.50; balance on hand, $509.52. Grand Commandery 
voted to appropriate $150.00 for the purpose of sending one 
member of the Committee to the Educational Loan Fund 
meeting in Detroit at the Triennial. 


The report on Templar Review is, as usual, from the pen of 
Sir Knight J. Leonard Wood and occupies 90 pages of the 
Proceedings. He devotes three pages to Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island and we thank him sincerely for his courteous 
reference to our efforts of last year both as Reviewer and 
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Grand Commander. We also appreciate his remarks about 
Rt..Em.-.Sir Dana who has devoted so many years to make 
our Inspection System what it is today. We quote in part: 
“The report of the Inspector-Instructor is a classic on Templar 
Inspection. Whether it was Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
or Huspuckany, it would matter not, with such a man as 
Frederick I. Dana handling the Inspection-Instruction the 
Jurisdiction would be alive and flourishing.” Nothing could 
have pleased your Reviewer more than to have this tribute 
paid to Fred. 


The next Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
Tennessee will be held in the City of Nashville, in May, 1929. 


Texas, 1928 


The Seventy-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Texas was held in the city of Houston, April 10- 
11-12, 1928. The volume opens with a fine portrait of R..E.. 
Sir Phocion 8. Park, Grand Commander 1927-1928, and is 
followed by a short report of a special Grand Conclave held 
May 27, 1927, for the purpose of paying the last tribute of 
respect to the remains of Past Grand Commander Edwin 
James Frey, with full burial ceremonies. Owing to a deluge 
of rain on Tuesday morning the Official parade was called off 
and the Knights repaired directly to attend religious services 
at the First Methodist Church, where a splendid sermon was 


delivered by Sir Knight and Rev. James F. Hardie, Grand 
Prelate. 


Grand Commandery was convened on Wednesday morning, 
April 11th, Grand Commander Park presiding, with all Grand 
Officers and ten Past Grand Commanders present. Repre- 
sentatives were present from sixty of the eighty-nine Consti- 
tuent Commanderies. 


The Annual Address of the Grand Commander, including 
addenda, occupies thirty-two pages of the Proceedings and 
shows careful attention to the affairs of his office during the 
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year. Under State of the Order he says: “With much pleasure 
T report that a real Christian spirit is in evidence in this Grand 
Jurisdiction, and harmony and brotherly love prevail in every 
section. In only a few Commanderies has there been any 
friction, and this was removed as soon as these Fraters realized 
that ‘all men err, and erring need repentance’.”” Fifteen dis- 
pensations were granted during the year and one refused, all 
of same being approved by Committee on Jurisprudence and 
Grand Commandery. No decisions were asked or rendered. 
He speaks very highly of the Order of DeMolay as follows: 
“Having watched very closely a number of De Molay Chapters 
during the past year, I have noted with much satisfaction the 
excellent examples of sterling young manhood coming from 
this Order into the Masonic ranks, and I wish to commend 
the Order of De Molay especially to you, as worthy of your 
hearty support and assistance.” We are glad to note that 
the Grand Commander appreciated the services of Grand Re- 
corder Kidd and we quote a few lines from the Conclusion: 
“Hspecially am I grateful for the help, advice and service of 
our beloved Grand Recorder, R..E..Sir J. C. Kidd, who has 
been ready to aid me in every way possible, and I could not 
have done without his assistance. To him my heart goes out 
in love and gratitude, and I trust that our Heavenly Father 
will give him length of days and added happiness.” Evi- 
dently our fraters in Texas love and respect R..H..Sir Kidd 
as the Knights of our own Jurisdiction loved and respected 
Uncle Ben Rowell. 


The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $27,102.10; Disbursements, $17,905.38; balance on hand in 
General Fund, $9,196.72; Reserve Fund, $31,889.24; Triennial 
Fund $5,900.23. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 18,361. Net loss for the year, 367. 
There are at present 87 Chartered Commanderies and 2 U. D. 


During the past year the Educational Loan Fund Committee 
have made 131 loans to 84 boys and 47 girls aggregatnig 
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$23,930.00. The following totals may prove of interest. In 
the past four years, 424 loans have been made by the Com- 
mittee of which 14 have been paid in full, 88 in part, 229 on 
which nothing is due yet, 52 due now, and 41 are past due. 
In closing the Committee says: “The man upon whose hand 
has fallen the tear of an orphan’s gratitude is more worthy 
the name of disciple than if his brow bore the seal of confirma- 
tion impressed by the jeweled fingers of all the successors of 
the Apostles.” 


Motion was made to appropriate $5,000.00 to send Tancred 
Commandery, No. 82, Drill Team to the Triennial Conclave 
in Detroit. On recommendation of the Finance Committee 
the amount was changed to $1,000.00 and same was adopted 
by Grand Commandery. 


A few amendments were made to the Statutes of the Grand 
Commandery but as these are of local interest only, we will not 
quote them. 


R..E.Sir Kidd presents his usual splendid report on Tem- 
plar Review, which this time occupies 122 pages of the Pro- 
ceedings. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives courteous 
attention in four pages and nothing of importance escapes his 
attention. We thank him for his kindly reference to our last 
year’s efforts as Reviewer. 


The Seventy-sixth Annual Conclave will be held in the city 
of Greenville, beginning April 9th, 1929. 


Urau, 1928 


The Nineteenth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Utah was convened at the Masonic Temple, Provo, 
May 8, 1928 with Grand Commander Sherwood presiding. 
R.:.E..Sir Sherwood has served two years in the office of 
Grand Commander due to the fact that the Grand Commander 
elect died before he could be installed into office as he was out 
of the Jurisdiction when elected the year before and his death 
occurred suddenly before the installation could take place. 
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The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a very 
short document but shows conscientious attention to the 
affairs of his Jurisdiction. He visited all but one of his Com- 
manderies and issued four dispensations for public appear- 
ances. No decisions were rendered. All Commanderies in 
the State held Christmas observances and all observed Easter 
by attending divine services at church or holding appropriate 
services in their respective asylums. Owing to the straitened 
condition of their finances he recommended that the printing 
of the report on Fraternal Correspondence be dispensed with 
this year and this recommendation was later adopted by 
Grand Commandery. 


The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $4,611.90; Disbursements, $2,395.24; leaving a balance on 
hand of $2,216.66. 


From the report of Grand Recorder Roberts we find a total 
membership of 907. Net gain for the year, 32. Once again 
we have the rare privilege of congratulating a sister Juris- 
diction upon reporting a gain in membership. 


Quoting from the Grand Commander: “The Educational 
Loan Fund Committee have worked faithfully for the interests 
of all concerned. They have placed all available funds among 
deserving young men. They now hold sixteen notes amount- 
ing to $2,435.00, none of which being now due.” 


The following resolution was introduced and action upon 
same will be taken at the next Annual Conclave: “Resolved 
that the Grand Commander shall each year appoint from the 
membership of the Grand Commandery an Inspector General 
who shall have supervision of the ritualistic work and tactics 
of each of the Constituent Commanderies which he shall visit 
at least once each year and shall make report at each Annual 
Conclave.” Naturally your Reviewer heartily approves of 
this Resolution and trusts it will be adopted. 


The Twentieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Utah will be held in the city of Ogden, May 14, 1929. 
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Vircinia, 1927 


The One Hundred and Fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand 
Commandery of Virginia was held in the Masonic Temple, 
Norfolk, Virginia, October 27-28, 1927. Grand Commander 
Bell and the Grand Officers opened the Grand Commandery 
in Full Form on Thursday morning, being led in their devo- 
tions by R..E..Sir Frank T. McFaden, Grand Prelate. 


R.-.E.-.Sir Bell had been in ill health during the greater part 
of the year and expressed his deep appreciation for the courtesy 
and consideration which had been extended him in his illness 
by the Sir Knights of the Jurisdiction. On account of his 
physical condition he was able to visit only two of his thirty- 
one Commanderies, much to his regret. Hight dispensations 
were granted and two refused. Six decisions were rendered. 
Two of the dispensations and two of his decisions were later 
criticised by Committee on Grand Commander’s Address as 
being unconstitutional. The dispensations were for Com- 
manderies to hold Stated Conclaves on a date other than that 
stated in their by-laws. He made a number of recommenda- 
tions, among them being one to raise the salary of the Grand 
Recorder from six hundred to nine hundred dollars, and 
another to pay the Grand Treasurer three hundred additional 
for his services as Treasurer of the Educational Loan Fund. 
Both these recommendations were approved by Finance Com- 
mittee and later voted by Grand Commandery. He is very 
anxious that the Grand Commandery should have a competent 
Inspector Instructor for the Jurisdiction and a committee was 
later appointed to look fully into the matter, and report with 
recommendations at the next Annual Conclave, either as to 
the appointment of a traveling Inspector Instructor or the 
Inauguration of a School of Instruction. Your Reviewer feels 
very strongly that an Inspector Instructor is needed in every 
Grand Jurisdiction just as much as a Grand Commander or 
Grand Officers are needed and also that when the right man 
is found for such a position he should be given a free hand to 
establish his system by vote of Grand Commandery. Grand 
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Officers come and go from year to year but a good Inspection 
system is a vital need in modern Templarism and should be 
permanent. The principal reason that the Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island system has proven such a tremendous suc- 
cess is because R...E.:.Sir Dana, our Inspector Instructor, has 
been given full authority in the management of same and all 
questions relating to his department are settled by him. 


The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 7,454. 
Net gain for the year, 32. Number of Chartered Command- 
eries 31. We congratulate Virginia on this gain in member- 
ship at a time when many Jurisdictions are reporting in red ink. 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $14,084.50; Disbursements 
$12,542.72; leaving a balance on hand of $1,541.87; Invested 
Funds $10,000.00. 


The Educational Loan Fund Committee have had a very 
active year, making sixty loans amounting to $8,800.00; bal- 
ance on hand $223.12. . 


At the 1926 Conclave a Committee was appointed to look 
into the advisability of changing the date of the Annual Con- 
clave from October to some suitable time in one of the early 
Spring months. The great majority of the constituent Com- 
manderies seem to desire this change but final action on this 
matter was deferred until the 1928 Conclave. 


R..E..Sir Scott C. Lowe, Past Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of West Virginia and personal representa- 
tive of the Grand Master, was unable to be present at the 
Conclave, much to his regret. 


The roll of Grand Representatives was called with thirteen 
responding but we fail to find the name of the Grand Repre- 
sentative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island among this 
number. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E..Sir Robert F. 
Taylor, Chairman of the Committee and opens with a fine 
prologue in which he says: ‘Our greatest need perchance is 
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more earnestness in presenting Templary, and a sustained, 
never waning enthusiasm for the grandest and loftiest organi- 
zation on this earth—one in which the highest destiny of man 
may be fulfilled.” Forty-six Grand Jurisdictions are care- 
fully reviewed and we thank him for his courteous treatment 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The One Hundred and Sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand 


Commandery of Virginia will be held in the city of Danville 
on October 25th, 1928. 


West Vircinia, 1928 


The Fifty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of West Virginia was held in the city of Parkersburg, 
May 16-17, 1928, with Grand Commander John M. Crawford 
presiding. A large number of distinguished guests were re- 
ceived as well as the Grand Representatives near the Grand 
Commandery of West Virginia and among the latter we find 
the name of E.-.Sir Harold H. Oakley, Grand Representative 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Grand Commander Crawford, in his Annual Address, pre- 
sented a complete account of a busy year in which he found 
time to visit every Commandery in his Jurisdiction. He issued 
four dispensations and rendered one decision, all of these being 
in accord with Templar law and practice. He is disturbed 
over the fact that some Commanders are not fully qualified 
for the duties of their office and urges that the following section 
af their Statutes and Regulations be put in force immediately: 

Each Commandery shall, before the end of the term of the 
Eminent Commander, appoint a Committee of three whose 
duty it shall be to examine the Commander-elect in the work 
before his installation, and before he can be installed, a favor- 
able report must be made to the Commandery by said Com- 
mittee. If after two months from the date of his election, the 
Commander-elect shall not have qualified to admit of his in- 
stallatios, the position of Commander shall be filled as pro- 
vided by Templar law.” This is rather drastic in our opinion 
but should have the desired effect if really put in practice. 
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A Special Conclave of the Grand Commandery was con- 
vened at Logan, West Virginia, on May 26, 1927, for the 
special purpose of constituting and installing the Officers of 
Logan Commandery, No. 26. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $16,247.42; Disbursements, $5,662.73; leaving a balance on 
hand of $10,584.69. Triennial Fund $6,038.66. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 6,852 and we are pleased to note that 
this Jurisdiction shows a net gain of 75 for the year. We - 
heartily congratulate our West Virginia Fraters on this report. 
He also states that the Inspections of the year have been of 
much benefit to the Commanderies and hopes the custom will 
be continued. 

The Educational Fund Committee reports a total of 38 
loans made during the year aggregating $6,750.00. Balance 
on hand available for loans $752.70. 

The Jurisprudence Committee have devoted considerable 
time to the revision of the Statutes and Regulations of the 
Grand Commandery but in view of the fact that the Triennial 
Conclave of the Grand Encampment comes this summer, they 
recommend that final action be postponed until the next 
Annual Conclave, in order to avoid duplication of effort and 
necessary changes. Their recommendation was unanimously 
adopted. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.:.E.-.Sir Charles E. 
Carrigan who ably reviews 41 Jurisdictions in 98 pages of the 
Volume. Massachusetts and Rhode Island received kindly 
consideration in three pages and we thank him for his very 
nice reference to our efforts of last year. 

The Fifty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of West Virginia will be convened in Masonic Temple, Grafton, 
on the third Wednesday in May, 1929. 


Wisconsin, 1927 


The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Wisconsin was convened in the Scottish Rite 
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Cathedral, Milwaukee, Tuesday morning, October 11th, 1927, 
with all Grand Officers except Grand Recorder present. 


The Volume opens with a full page portrait of R.-.E.-.Sir 
Frank L. McNamara, Grand Commander 1926-1927, fol- 
lowed by smaller portraits of all the Grand Officers. 


Immediately following the opening of Grand Commandery, 
a large number of distinguished guests from other Grand 
Jurisdictions were received and heartily welcomed by R.-.E-. 
Sir McNamara. Among these distinguished Iraters were 
M.-..E..Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Past Grand Master and Per- 
sonal representative of the Grand Master; R.:.E..Sir Harry C. 
Walker, Grand Capt. General of the Grand Encampment; 
R..E..Sir Isaac H. Hettinger, Grand Senior Warden of the 
Grand Encampment and R.:.E.-.Sir Andrew D. Agnew, Grand 
Junior Warden of the Grand Encampment. 


Wisconsin Commandery, No. 1, at the request of the Grand 
Commander, exemplified the openings of a Commandery in 


Full Form, which was done in a very creditable and impressive 
manner. 


In the Annual Address of the Grand Commander we find 
much space devoted to the lack of a proper financial system as 
regards Annual Financial Reports and the expenditures of 
Grand Commandery funds, with recommendations for the 
forming of a Budget or Financial Committee, which recom- 
mendations were later adopted. He says that practically 27 
per cent of the Annual Income was required to pay the over- 
head expenses of the Grand Recorder's office, including his 
salary. He feels that the minimum dues of any Commandery 
should at least be five dollars in order to enable them to 
properly carry on. In this connection he mentions the Grand 
Commandery of California, which by legislation enacted that 
the minimum dues to be charged by any Commandery in that 
State should be ten dollars per member. Thirty-one dispen- 
sations were granted and several decisions rendered, all of same 
being later approved by the Jurisprudence Committee. Sev- 
eral of these dispensations were to attend Eastern Star and

De Molay Chapter meetings in Full Uniform. Under the 
head of Inspection we quote the following: “The Inspection 
this past year was ordered on the ritual only. The marking 
of each Commandery was upon the conferring of the Order of 
the Temple, omitting the Full Form Opening. This form of 
Inspection was had to test the recommendation of my prede- 
cessor, who believed that shortening the Inspection would 
result in a larger attendance of Sir Knights, and that those in 
attendance would stay until the conclusion of the Inspection. 
From my observation of the Commanderies it was my privilege 
to visit at the times of their inspection, and from the reports 
made to me by visiting Grand Officers and the Inspector Gen- 
eral, I am convinced that all Inspections hereafter should re- 
quire the opening of the Commandery in Full Form. The 
attendance the past year was not materially increased, and 
many Sir Knights privately expressed to me as well as to other 
Grand Commandery Officers their disappointment in not hay- 
ing the formal opening as required by our Ritual and Tactics.” 
Your Reviewer is heartily in accord with R.-.E..Sir McNamara, 


From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 11,149; net gain, 246. Wisconsin may 
well be proud of this showing as compared with returns from 
many other Grand Jurisdictions. 


The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $44,690.00; Disbursements $39,378.98; leaving a balance on 
hand of $5,311.02; Invested Funds $6,925.30. 


The Educational Loan Committee report a total of 40 loans 
made during 1926-1927, amounting to $13,769.50; balance on 
hand $13,336.86. 


A beautiful expression of the love and esteem in which E.-.Sir 
W. W. Perry, Grand Recorder for the past twenty-five years 
is held by his Wisconsin Fraters, was manifested when he — 
unanimously elected Grand Recorder Emeritus ad vitam with 
full pay. 

Upon motion of R.-.E..Sir Agnew a Constitutional Amend- 
ment was adopted changing the per capita tax from seventy- 
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five cents a member to one dollar per member. From the 
report of the Finance Committee on estimated expenditures 
for 1928, we consider this very wise legislation and absolutely 
necessary. 


Grand Commandery disapproved of the continued joint use 
of an office for the Grand Recorder and the corresponding 
officers of the other Grand Masonic Bodies, voting unani- 
mously that the entire matter of securing proper offices for the 
Grand Recorder be left in the hands of the Grand Trustees 
and the four ranking officers of the Grand Commandery, with 
full authority to act. 


The Annual Templar Review is by R.-.E..Sir Eugene B. 
Thayer who reviews 48 Grand Jurisdictions in a separate vol- 
ume comprising 118 pages. This is one of the finest Reviews 
we have had the privilege of reading and nothing of importance 
escapes his attention. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is 
courteously reviewed in two and one-half pages. 


The Seventieth Annual Conclave will be held in the city of 
Milwaukee on Tuesday, October 9th, 1928. 


Wyromine, 1928 


The lorty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Wyoming was held at Rawlins, Wyoming, June 25, 1928. 
Preceding the formal opening of the Conclave, Full Form 
Opening was exemplified in a very efficient manner by the 
Officers of Apollo Commandery, No. 88, Caspar. 


Following the opening of Grand Commandery the roll of 
Grand Representatives was called and here we note the name 
of E...Sir Robert B. Rose as Grand Representative from Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. 


A well prepared address was delivered by Grand Com- 
mander Watson in which he states that he has visited all the 
Commanderies in his Jurisdiction and is pleased with their 
condition. On Oct. 28, 1927, he granted a dispensation to 
form and open a Commandery of Knights Templar at the city 
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of Kemmerer, under the name of Teton Commandery, U. D. 
He is pleased with the equipment of the new Commandery 
and the interest shown by its membership. Upon recommen- 
dation of the Committee on New Commanderies, it was later 
voted to grant a charter to the above mentioned Commandery. 
He is also gratified to note in the majority of his Command- 
eries that the numbers are fully uniformed and an increasing 
tendency on the part of the regular officers to perform the 
work of their respective stations rather than to delegate it to 
past officers of perhaps greater familiarity and experience. 


From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find receipts 
with balance on hand of $9,753.59; Disbursements $3,877.78; 
leaving a balance on hand of $5,875.86. 


Grand Recorder Repath presents his usual fine report and 
states that their total membership is now 1,569; net gain for 
the year 7. Once more we are glad to congratulate our Fraters 
of Wyoming in reporting a gain instead of a loss. We are 
pleased to quote a few lines regarding membership: “Social 
conditions have changed from those existing before the war, 
when the average member sought recreation largely in the 
Lodge, the Chapter, and the Commandery. We are con- 
fronted with the competition of the automobile, the radio, the 
movies and an ever increasing number of organizations and 
luncheon clubs, tending to dissipate the energy heretofore ex- 
pended in an Order. To meet this so-called “competition” 
the resourceful officers must present their wares to the best 
advantage, and certainly no organization, Masonic or other- 
wise, can “compete” with the beauty and attractiveness of 
the ritualistic and tactical ceremonies of a Commandery.” 


The Educationa] Loan Fund Committee submit a fine report 
of their year’s activities with some sound advice and recom- 
mendations added. They have made twelve loans during the 
year amounting to $1,250.00; leaving a balance on hand ayail- 
able for use $3,754.10. The Committee feel that the Grand 
Encampment should now abolish the compulsory levy or 
assessment.

ConcLusIon 


One of the outstanding thoughts which remain in mind after 
studying the reports from forty-four Grand Jurisdictions, is 
the spirit of optimism which prevails all over the country as 
to the future of Templarism, in spite of the losses in member- 
ship. Harmony exists in every Jurisdiction and the loss in 
membership is considered as a form of housecleaning thereby 
leaving a more united organization, devoted more fully to 
the ideals of our Order. 

More and better Inspection Systems are constantly being 
adopted and are proving beneficial both in improved ritualistic 
and tactical work together with greatly increased attendance. 
In our humble opinion a successful Inspection System, with 
an able Inspector Instructor in charge, will do much to combat 
lack of interest in any Grand Jurisdiction. 

We have noticed in the Annual Reports of several Grand 
Jurisdictions that Grand Encampment Officers often refer to 
the Grand Commandery of New York as the Mother of the 
Grand Encampment. We would state in the kindliest spirit 
that the Grand Encampment was formed by three Sir Knights 
from Massachusetts and Rhode Island, and one Sir Knight 
from New York. From this fact we would deduce that if 
New York is the Mother, Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
must be the Grandmother of the Grand Encampment. 
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
